To THE CirrzENsS oF THE Town or East BripgeEwATER :— 

‘The Committee met and organized Mareh 21, 1901, and elected 
W. C. Baxter, chairman, and William M. Duane, seeretary. 

We voted to hold a conference with the School Committee and 
Superintendent of Schools, for the purpose of getting some idea as 
to what was required for the best mterests of the schools. 

After getting what information we could on ‘the subject, we 
decided to build a two-room schoolhouse, with an office for the 
Superintendent of Schools and School Committee, and the sehool 
supplies of the town.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


As the Trustees, in their last annual feport, gave an tn- 
abridged record of their doings, they this year supplement that 
account with the following synopsis : 

The terms of Miss Mary H. Rust and Edmund W. Nutter 
expired in March. Miss Rust was re-elected, but Mr. Nutter 
refused to serve another term, and Edward L. Curran was selected 
to fill the vacancy. During the previous year the duties of secre- 
tary and treasurer were attended to by one person, but as matters 
hecame more complicated it was decided to separate the oftice of 
secretary from that of treasurer. Mr. EK. L. Curran was chosen for 
the former, while Hon. f. N. Nutter was re-elected treasurer. Mr. 
William H. Taylor still gives us his able attention as chairman. 

In a previous report reference was made to a sum of money, 
whieh was withheld from the bequest of John W. Kennan, as 
United States internal revenue tax. We ate glad to say that in 
this case the United States courts declared the tax illegal, and as a 
result we have fifty dollars ($50) added to the fund. 

On January 31, 1900, and February 1, 1901, we realized a 
neat sum from the proceeds of a rummage sale. We take this 
opportunity to thank the townspeople for the publie spirit shown in 


their active response to oar eall. 
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With our financial limitations it is impossible to suit the tastes 
of all our patrons; but we hope that at least the ‘‘hare necessities’’ 
of the literary world may be found upon our shelves. This year 
special attention bas been given in choosing suitable reference 
works for use in our schools. It is our ardent wish to bring about 
a closer connection between the school and library. 

For the benefit of the public in general, and particularly for 
those in the outlying districts, who have children attending school 
in the center, it was decided to open the Library on Fridays, 
except during the long school vacation. The Library was opened 
Fridays for the first time on May 26, 1901, and has proved an 
excellent plan. 

During the month of May our doors were closed on account. of 
the diphtheria scare; this not only impeded us for the two wecks 
which the Library was closed, but also lowered, the average 
circulation. 

Through the generosity of Mr. Henry Gurney, we. have been 
favored with a handsome cabinet for curiosities. In this case are 
exhibited all curios of such a nature as to make them a matter of 
gveneral interest. We beg leave to encourage the gift of such 
articles that have no personal value to you. © They would be very 
acceptable to the Library, and in so doing you will aid in raising a 
town institution to an enviable plane. 

Many thanks are due to the following persons, who have pre- 
sented books during the past year: Miss Rust, Mrs. Rust, Mrs, 
fdward Alden, Mr. Henry Gurney, Rev. C.-Lathbury, Mrs. C. E.. 
Field, Mrs. W. E. Delano, Mrs. Oliver Pratt, Mrs. B. K. Bliss, 
Mr. E. Hyde Rust, Mrs. Lydia Magoun and Miss Gorton. Mr. 


Henry Gurney also adds to his town histories the History of 
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Scituate, and he gives ‘Town Reports from 1880 to 1890,. Besides 
these the usual State ‘and. government publications have been 
received, ; 

Mr. William Vinton gives the portrait of his uncle, Mr. Bass 
Otis, a native of the town. Mr. Otis was an eminent portrait 
painter, and this picture was painted by himself. Miss Rust has 
put upon the walls a certificate of her father’s membership into the 
Bunker Hill Monument Association; also the portraits of Edward 

Everett, Dr. Flint and Judge Whitman. Miss Rust also gives, in 
behalf of her brother, a striking picture of a. colored servant 
named Henry Madison, It is a well adapted character study. 

Among the most important additions are the following: New 
England Magazine, Vols. I-IV, presented by Mrs. W. A. Rust of 
Boston, making a complete set in the Library; Stoddard Lectures 
(11 volumes), Log of the Mayflower, Dictionary of American 
If story, Annual Eaicy lopedia, and Artist Biographies, in seven 
volumes, a work much needed for school purposes. The Town 
Reports presented by Mr. William S. Washburn, from 1847-1890, 
have been bound; also the magazines up to 1901. 

Mr. C. A. Chandler of Jamaica Plain sends seven bound 
Outings and one McClure’s. Mr. E. Hyde Rust gave four books 
bearing the dates of 1781, 1788, 1795, 1798 respectively. 

Provisions have been made through the courtesy of the Inter- 
Library Loan, connected with the Boston Public Library, wherel y 
any oue Wishing books for serious research or kindred purposes, 
may have them for a limited time. These books must be upon 
such subjects as would make the purchase of them for the Library 
impracticable for the smaller Libraries. The Trustees invite your 
attention to the matter. 


Perhaps the most commendable thing that has come to our no- 


tice since our last report is the increased use that is made of the Read- 
ing Room. Although the circumstances are sometimes trying for 
the patrons, nevertheless praiseworthy order is maintained at all 
times. ‘This meritorous conduct is heartily appreciated by the trus- 
tees and we earnestly hope that the future may unfold some new 
facilitations in this department.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


TO THE CITIZENS OF East BRIDGEWATER! 


At the annual town meeting Albert Hf. Barrows was elected a member 
of the School Committee, succeeding William H. Taylor, and Edward T. 
Morse was reelected for three years. -In Warch a vacancy was created by 
. the death of Mrs. Lura Harden. At a joint convention of the selectmen 
and school com nittee held April 8, 1901, William H. Taylor was chosen to 
fill this vacancy until the next March meeting. 

At the annual meeting in March the committee organized by choosing 
George M, Churehill, Chairman; Mrs. Susan B. Dunphe, Secretary; and 
Edward T. Morse, Treasurer. Ata liter meeting William H. ‘Taylor was 
elected Prudential Committee with the general oversight of school buildings 
and property. 

At the meeting following the death of Mrs. Harden resolutions were 
adopted by the committee expressing their appreciation of her faithful ser- 
vices, and her constant efforts for the good of the schools. 

Mr. R. J. Fuller was re-clected Superintendent at the joint meeting of 

the committees of the three towns which make ip the district, and has 
“since served us in that capacity... We feel that his work has been highly 
satisfactory and of real value to the town. We have found him capable 
and energetic, never losing sight of the broad principles of pedagogies and 
their application, while still attentive to the many details of school adminis- 
tration which necessarily arise in a school district such as ours. We com- 
mend to your careful consideration his report and the recommendations 
therein made. 

In aceordanece with the town’s established policy of painting one build- 
ing each year, the Satucket building has this year been thoroughly 
repainted and repaired. We recommend that the building at Curtisville 
next receive attention. In the Elmwood Intermediate School new slate 
blackboards have been put in. In this connection we wish to call attention 


to Mr. Fuller's figures and recommendations on the subject of slate black-

boards, which we heartily endorse. We also éndorse his recommendation 
that Chandler desks be put into this room. The fence around the Beaver 
School has been completed. No more has been done to the Pond School 
than was necessary to render it hibitable until the new building at the 
Center should be available. 

A new flagpole has been set up at Curtisville and a number of lights of 
glass reset. These repairs were made necessary by malicious damage to 
the building. As a result we have asked the Selectmen to offer a reward 
for the conviction of any person found guilty of malicious damage to 
school property. Necessary minor repairs have been made on the other , 
buildings. 

We were obliged to renew our lease of the rooms over Mr. Amos 
Hunting’s store for the Center Intermediate School and Superintendent's 
office, pending the completion of the new building at the Center. © This 
building will provide accommodations for the North Primary and Center 
Intermediate Schools and an office for Superintendent and Committee. In 
this connection, we wish to express our appreciation of the courtesy shown 


us by the Committee having this building in charge. 


The overcrowded condition of the schools in the High School building, 
and the unduly large amount of work put upon their teachers, calls for 
some action on your part. Weask for your careful consideration of Mr. 
Fuller's recommendations on this point. Their adoption will relieve the 
schools for a time, at least, but permanent relief can only be given by 
a rearrangement of the schools. 

In’ the items of repairs and textbooks we have been compelled to 
overdraw our appropriation. ‘The overdraft on repairs was caused by 
putting in slate blackboards in Elmwood, and is justified by the saving 
which will be made. ‘The overdraft on text-books is due in part to the 
purchase of reference books of permanent value for the High School 
library, and the additional text-books made necessary by the new course of 
study, and in part to the increased number of school children. |

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To THE HonoRABLE BOARD OF ScHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF THE Town OF EAst BRIDGEWATER: 


In accordance with your regulations I herewith present my 
second annual report. It is the tenth in the series of annual 
reports since the formation of this union district. 

Having observed the work in your schools for an entire year I 
have become acquainted with their condition and needs. It is 
therefore possible for me to speak with more intelligence regarding 
them than in my first annual report. Feeling that the former super- 
intendent had studied the situation and knew what was needed in 
your schools better than one elected at the beginning of the school 
year, in so far as was practical under existing conditions, few 
changes in the plan of work and course of study were made 


until the summer vacation. 


+ 


During the year which ends December thirty-first 

Teachers there have been several changes in our corps of teachers. | 
Messrs. H. J. and H. E. Whittemore were elected 
supervisors of music and Miss Lillian Newman was elected as super- 
visor of drawing. For the changes in the personnel of the regular 


teachers consult the list of teachers in the appendix. 


From the fact that new teachers not only have methods peculiar 
to themselves, but must become acquainted with the conditions 
surrounding their schools, the course of study, the individual 
pupils, the teachers with whom they work and the people among 
whom they live, it is as a rule undesirable to make changes 
especially in the more important positions, which are usually filled 
with compétent persons. For this reason I was much disappointed 
to receive the resignation of Miss Maud L. Johnson who had so 
faithfully and efficiently served as principal of the Center Grammar 
School since 1895. That she had received an offer to a position 
with a much larger salary was proof of her good and successful work 
here. In spite of this disappointment I have felt that it has been 
compensated for by the careful, painstaking manner in which Miss 
Carolyn S. Varney has taken up the work of this school. Parents 
and committee may rest assured that there has been little or no 
falling off in the quality of the work done. The pupils while mas- | 
tering the required studies of the curriculum are becoming gradually 
better able to control themselves and are gaining a knowledge of the 
masters in musi¢ and art thus developing the moral and aesthetic 


side of their life. 


It is only as we look at our 
Appropriations and Salaries school system for a series of years 
that we are able to judge of ad- 
vance or retrogression. Since you first employed a superintendent 
the number of pupils in your schools has steadily increased. This, 
in part, explains the larger appropriations required at the present 
time. In most of our small towas the cost per pupil each year is 
about $17.50. If that amount be multiplied by one hundred; the 
net increase in pupils, the difference in appropviation is easily ac- 
counted for. Nor is this the only reason for an increase. In 1895 
the salaries of the teachers of the primary and intermediate schools 
were increased to ten and eleven dollars per week. The principle 
involved in this increase is most commendable. If the children of 
our schools are placed under teachers of ability and training as 
soon as they enter the school room there need be little fear of their 
not easily accomplishing the work of the grammar grades. Daring 
the past few months there has been a gradual increase in the cost 
of most of the necessities of life. For this reason it has become ne- 
cessary for those who have been accustomed to board a teacher for 
three and a half and four dollars per week, to increase the price to 
four and one half and five dollars per week. This will make it 
impossible in the selection of teachers to procure as good teachers 
as formerly because the best teachers are sure to select those places 
which net them the largest salary. Would it not then be well in 
making up the pay roll to consider the possibility of increasing the» 
salary of these primary and intermediate teachers still more? We 
could thus retain the most eflizient teachers for a still greater period 
of time and avoid the inconveniences and injuries resulting from the 


frequent resignations of our teachers. 
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That the necessary repairs and alterations were so 

Repairs carefully attended to during the summer vacation shows 
that the committee take a real interest in providing 

suitable places for the accommodation of the pupils. I wish to 
express my hearty appreciation of the action of the Board in placing 
slate black-boards in the Elmwood School. This is not only a 
matter of great convenience to teachers and pupils but in the long 
run is of great economy to the town. The cost of keeping the 
plastered walls in repair and fit to be used cannot be less than 
five dollars per room per year. The slate boards in the Elmwood 
School cost $47. In other words in ten years by the usual plan of 
plastering and painting the walls enough money will be 

Slate — spent to purchase slate for a given room. Slate will last 
Boards for many years, it can be removed from old buildings and, 
used in new ones. In this way in twenty five years a 

saving of $75 for each room would be made. This is the argument 
upon which I base my recommendation that you purchase, each 
year enough slate for one or two rooms. By this method in five or 


ten years all the buildings in town will be provided with slate boards. 


In my report last year I recommended that the town 
Chandler begin to supply the schools with the Chandler adjustable 
Desks desks. ‘There is now an imperative need for new seats 
and desks in the Elmwood Intermediate school. Those 
in the Primary Room are somewhat better but are not adapted to the 
size of the pupils who attend either school. I would therefore re- 
commend that you supply each of these schools with the Chandler 
Adjustable Desks before September Ist. 1902. 
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Several times during the year the condition of the 

No School weather has been such that it has seemed prudent to 
Signal ring the no school signal. In order to give the signal 
it is necessary to notify the driver of the coach at half- 

past seven. This makes it necessary to partially anticipate how 
severe the storm will be by half-past eight or nine. Up to January 
first the signal has been given by the ringing of the church bells. 
At best not more than three-fourths of the pupils in town heard 
these signals. In order that the signal may reach the ears of nearly 
all the school children we have made arrangements with the Carver 
Cotton Gin Co. to blow the signal on their whistle. If arrange- 
ments can be made with the Jones and Hathaway box factories for 
the same signal all the families in town will be notified. We wish 
to express our appreciation of the kindness shown by the Carver 
Cotton Gin Co. in granting this request. The new signal will be 
blown at five minutes past eight. It will consist of one blast lasting 
thirty seconds, a pause of one minute, and a second blast lasting 


thirty seconds. 


In the summary of statistics for ‘the school year 

Attendance you will notice that there is a slight decrease in the 
percentage of attendance. This is due to the fact 

that in some of the schools sickness prevented many of the scholars 
from attending. A few cases of measles were reported during the 
year. In Elmwood a disagreeable skin disease broke out causing a 
falling off in the attendance, as after consulting the Board of Health 
it seemed necessary to ask certain pupils to remain at home. 
Others remained at home for fear of catching the disease. The 
schools at the centre were closed in May for nearly two weeks on 
account of diphtheria. After the school rooms had been thoroughly

disinfected by the board of health, and the books of the pupils who 
were afflicted were burned, the schools wete reopened. Much credit 
is due those teachers who kindly made up the time lost in this way 
with no other remuneration than their board. There have been 
several cases of truancy. One of these with the kind cooperation 
of the parents was brought before the court and sent to the truant 
school in Walpole; with the exceptions noted above the attendance 
has been good. Some of the absences seem to me unnecessary and 
unreasoable. If the parents would assist the teachers and truant 


officers by sending the excuses and reasons for absence promptly 
we would be able to ascertain more easily whether or not a pupil 


was absent because of his parents’ wish or because he did not care 
to attend school. It seems but a reasonable request to ask the 
parents to exercise greater care in this particular and to see to it 
that their children do not remain away from school to work or play. 
If the children do remain at home will not the parent see to it 
that the reason is a death in the family, illness of the pupil, illness 
in the immediate family,-inclement weather or other feasible and 
proper reasons. If this is attended to carefully and conscientiously 


by the parents our per cent. of attendance will be greatly increased. 


In accordance with my report of last year, with your 

Course approval at the beginning of the present school year I 
of placed an outline of the work done in each grade in the 
Study hands of every teacher. This has been of great assistance 
to the new teachers in becoming acquainted with the work 

done in the schools and to myself in the supervision of this work. 
I realize that neither this nor any other course of study will fully 
meet the requirements of the changing conditions of our schools. 
However, it seems wiser to have something as a basis from which to 


work and build up a substantial course of study. From the first 


) 


Grade to the ninth the aim has been to arrange the work so that it 
will not only create a ‘* many sided interest ’’ in the child, but will 
enlarge his «esthetic, intellectual and moral life in such a way that 
should he discontinue his study at any period of the course he will 
be able to grapple with the problems of maturity and have a 
wider horizon of thought than it would be possible for him to 
have had he studied and crammed for the development of the 
purely ‘* practical,’ side of life, by mastering merely the three R’s, 
Reading, ’Riting, ’Rithmetic. 

It goes without stating that provisions have been made for the 
study of these essentials, for no one can gainsay their value. 
Nevertheless, after studying the works of prominent educators such 
as U. S. Commissioner Harris, the reports of the State Board of 
Education of our own State, and the courses of study of the neigh- 
boring towns and cities, [ have so enlarged and enriched the study 
of these invaluable subjects that when a pupil completes the work 
of the ninth grade he will be enabled not only to enter the High 
School, but if necessity requires may become an intelligent and 
faithful citizen, ready to do with a willing hand whatever honorable 
labor he may be called upen to undertake. 

While working upon the course ef study 
Course of Study for the grades, I found that there was no 
for printed course of study for the High School. 

High School. The principal knew what was expected to be 

done and was carrying out the plan arranged 
by him and the former superintendent. This did not seem to give 
the pupils of the different courses an equivalent amount of work. 
Some pupils elected a certain study because it was easy and not 


because it was their choice er the choice of their parents. Knowing 
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that ‘there was a demand for a course of study which would include 
no foreign language, it seemed difficult and impossible to arrange 
such a course for the present number of teachers. It seems to be 
an almost undeniable fact that boys and girls from thirteen to 
sixteen years of age are not competent to judge of their own 
abilities or to choose for themselves in matters of this sort. Who 
shall choose for them? ‘The parent and teacher are the most likely 
to make satisfactory selections. In accordance with this idea, and

For pupils who are to attend Normal School, School of Tech- 
nology or College, the Preparatory Course is recommended ; for

After consulting parents and with the consent of the Principal,

Virgil and Cicero will come alternate years, consequently 


classes III and LV will recite together in this subject. 


Physics and Chemistry will be offered alternate years, conse- 


quently those who elect science this year must take Chemistry. 


If possible German may be given in last year. 
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Owing to the inability of the pupil’s parents or teachers 

Choice to make a satisfactory choice and to the lack of an ade- 
of quate teaching force there is no choice for the first 
Studies year. Pupils must take the required work for this year. 
At the beginning of the next year, when the pupil is more 

mature, and when the high school teacher and parent have become 
better acquainted with the pupil’s abilities and trend, a choice may 
be made. By carefully studying the course in detail you will see 
that it is possible after the first year to select a purely English 
course with History as a basal subject. In this connection, per- 
mit me to say that History better than any other subject enables — 
the pupil to understand the political and economical situations of 
to-day. If in the High School he begins to acquire such a 
knowledge he may become not merely a thoughtful and loyal 
citizen, but perchance a leader in the great movements of the 


progress of the town, state or nation. 


You will also notice that if a pupil desires he may select 
hose studies which will fit him to enter the State Normal School, 
the Institute of Technology, and many of the smaller colleges in 


New England. 


No doubt some of the citizens of the town 
Reason for feel that our course of study is not as practical 
Third Teacher as it should be. True it is that we cannot offer 
a pure business or scientific course. Can it be 

expected that in a small High School, with two teachers, as much 
work can be done as in a large High School with several teachers ? 
If the people demand that more attention be paid to these sub- 
jects we must either cut out some of the more developing and 


power-giving but less technical studies, or we must provide for a 
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oreater teaching force. We send our boys and girls to the High 
School that they may gain in power and knowledge. The pur- 
pose is that they may accomplish their life work easier and better 
than they could with merely a Grammar School education. I 
we introduce technical studies and exclude the ones just alluded to 
we injure the broadening and developing influence of these studies. 
Furthermore, if we cut out these studies we shall hear increased 
two-fold the complaint that our High School does not fit the pupils 
directly for college. Therefore, the only course left open to us is 
the securing of a second assistant for the High School. 
Principal Files, in his report, has spoken of this 
Report of matter somewhat in detail. I wish to refer you 
Principal of especially to that part of his report which has to do 
High School with the recitation periods, course of study and the 
need for a greater teaching force. This year, by 
careful manipulation, it has been possible to provide periods enough 
for all classes, but this would be impossible had the electives chosen 
been of a different nature. As he has said, some years the present 
combination of classes will not be possible. In the light of these 
facts can we refrain longer from having another assistant in the 
High School ? 


HIGH SCHOOL REPORT. 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS OF EAst BrIDGEWATER: 

I submit to you the annual report of the principal of the East 
Bridgewater High School, which report is a summary of the work 
done for the year nineteen hundred one. 

The school calendar for nineteen hundred one called for thirty- 
nine weeks of school, but, including time lost on account of stormy 
weather, there were forty weeks of school, as the summer term did 
not close until June twenty-eighth, one week later that the date 
given in the school calendar. 

The number of days, exclusive of those granted by the com- 
mittee for vacations and other purposes, on which there was no ses- 
sion of school, has been this year, as last, eleven. On four of those 
days, school was suspended on account of stormy weather, and on 
the other seven days on account of the number of cases of diphtheria 
in the’grades. No day, or part of a day, has been lost on account 
of cold rooms. 

During this year sixty-eight pupils have been registered, the 
largest membership at any one time being fifty-six, a gain of nine 


over last year. ‘The reason for the increase is that no class grad- 
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uated in June, and fewer have left the school for other reasotis 
throughout the year, while a somewhat larger class than usual 
entered this fall. The number of those who have left the school 
this year is fourteen, and the causes are the same as those of pre- 
vious years, namely, a change of residence, illness, and failure to do 
satisfactory work. Of those who have left school for the last reason, 
the majority had ability to succeed, but failed because they had no 
purpose. Some of them entering the school with the intention of 
attending but two years at the most, soon became discouraged and 
dropped out at the end of the first year. 

The recitation periods have been of the same number and 
length as those of the two previous years. This has been possible, 
under the new course of study, only by combining classes. We 
found that in some cases this was not a good plan, and under some 
— conditions would be impossible. 

The subjects pursued by the different classes have been in 
accordance with both the old and the new courses of study. At the 
beginning of the fall term, the new course of study was applied so 
far as was possible with the present teaching force. To conform to 
the new course at all, we were obliged to unite the junior and the 
senior classes in Latin, English history and chemistry, and the sec- 
ond-yearand junior classes in Freneh. 

If time and teaching force can be given to the proper application 
of the new course of study it will be found that it is broad ‘enough 
to fit ambitious pupils for higher institutions. And I think that the 
adoption of such a course, with the proper teaching force to execute 
it, will have a great effect on the standard of the school. > It will 
arouse in the pupils any dormant desire for a higher education, that 


they may have. And it is no more than is due to the sixteen pupils 


whose parents have expressed a desire to send their children either 
to a normal school, or to a college. Besides the sixteen already 
referred to, there are at least seven pupils whose parents are unde- 
cided whether their children shall go to college or not. I think that 
the right application of this course would fit these pupils for ad- 
vanced work and would be a sure way to cause them to choose the 
course that would be for their best welfare, That no pupils are 
recognized as preparing for higher institutions, has a degenerating 
influence upon the school. 

The teachers and the pupils greatly appreciate the new 
Encyclopaedias and the other reference books, which have been 
ndded to the school library, during the year. We wish to extend to 
you our thanks for them, and for the other ways in which you have 
so cordially assisted us,

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‘Since last April the work in drawing has _ been 

Drawing under the direction of Miss Lillian Newman, a graduate 
of the Normal Art School of Boston. ‘That we were 

able to secure the services of one so well fitted and thoroughly 
interested in her work, should be looked upon by parents, teachers 
and committee as our good fortune. As she has stated in her 
report, the work was in a chaotic state when she assumed control of 
the department. She is succeeding in systematizing and laying out 
the work for the individual teacher, so that by the end of another 
year the changes and improvements will be very noticeable. In 
order for her to carry out her own plans and the ideas of State 
Agent Bailey in regard to mechanical drawing, there is a need of 
more materials, such as compasses, drawing kits, water colors, ete. 
In the latter part of her report she has spoken of the lack of 
drawing in the High School, also the desirability of more time in the 
upper grades. . At present one visit per month is all that she can 
give to the grammar and intermediate schools. Individual work is 
a great factor in these upper grades, consequently more time is 
needed. Since in less than one year, with two visits per month, 
teachers, pupils and parents are noticing the advance in this subject, 
how much more could be accomplished were we to employ Miss 
Newman for one day per week. ‘The increase in cost per capita for 
this extra would not be great. The results would be systematic 
drawing in the High School, more and better work in the grades, and 
a training in accuracy and observation which is not possible of

REPORT OF DRAWING TEACHER. 


To trHE SUPERINTENDENT OF ScuooLs oF THE Town or East 


BRIDGEWATER : 


Upon taking up the work of supervising the drawing in the 
schools of East Bridgewater, in April, 1901, I found the schools very 
unevenly divided in the amount of attention they had been viving 
to the subject. In some schools it appeared to have been wholly 
neglected, in others the work had been done spasmodically, and in 
still others regular lessons had been given with good results. | 

This has made it very hard to plan a permanent course in 
drawing, and in the one in use at present I have aimed to bring the 
work of all the schools closer together and consider it only a tem- 
porary course. . 

Teachers’ meetings have been held once a month since I began 
the work for the purpose of explaining to the teachers the work to 
be done during the month. These have been well attended and the 
‘teachers hhve welcomed the help afforded by them. —'The result of 
these talks and the regular lessons now given, is plainly evident in 
all the schools. 

Because of the limited time for which I am engaged it is 
impossible for me to give more than one lesson a month in each 
school. The regular teacher is~ therefore doing the work herself 


during the rest of the month, _ 
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We also have no drawing in your High School, and all students 
who enter normal or technical schools are expected to have studied 
drawing previous to entering. 

If, then, I could have the opportunity of visiting your larger 
schools once in two weeks instead of once a month, and could give 
some work in drawing to your high school, it would produce better 
results than anything else I could suggest.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISORS OF MUSIC, 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF. SCHOOLS OF THE TOWN OF EAST 


BRIDGEWATER : 


/We cheerfully respond to your request to present a brief report 
_of our specialty in your schools, Before speaking of the work, 
please allow us to express our appreciation of the kind and hearty 
ereeting extended to us in our introductory term by teachers, 
scholars and others. : | 

In the lower grades we have sought, first, to establish a smooth 
and light singing voice, and secondly, to fix in the mind of each 
pupil the fundamental principles of staff representation. 

Early in September we tested and classified..the voices in the 
-various schools’ of the higher grades, placing each voice in that 
section best adapted to its natural and proper range. 

In some of the intermediate and mixed schools we are requiring 
‘a greater degree of definiteness and positive knowledge in all that 
pertains to staff representation, and we trust that the pupils going 
from these classes to the grammar school. next September will help 
us to raise the standard in that grade... Although not a large 
school, we have found in the High all the conditions for a successful 
course in vocal music, and the spirit shown has been very, satisfac- 


tory. In this school we are taking up four-part singing, the parts 
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being quite evenly balanced, and it is our aim to develop quartet, 
duet and solo voices in connection with the chorus practice. 

The attitude of the regular teacher toward our work has much 
to do with the success of vo¢al music in your schools, and in this 
connection we would extend our thanks to the teachers that have 
shown a spirit of helpfulness, particularly to Principal Files of the ‘S 
high school and Miss Varney, principal of the Grammar, for their 
hearty cooperation. 

We are grateful to the school committee for their support and 
encouragement, and to you for your painstaking efforts to observe 
our methods and your kind appreciation of results.

Just before the opening of the High School in September, 

Habits blanks were sent to the parents of all possible students, 
of new and old, asking for information regarding the choice 
Pupils of a course of study and the health and habits of the indi- 
vidual pupils. Throagh you I wish to thank the parents 

for their willingness in filling out these blanks. _ In several cases 
they have enabled the principal to judge more accurately regarding 
the conduct and partial failure on the part of some pupils. I think 
in most cases the parents were not aware that their-sons used 
tobacco in any form. In view of this fact I find upon observation 
that several of the boys are smoking not only pipes and cigars, but, 
worse than all, cigarettes. Nor is this confined to the boys of the 
high school. Many times have I seen boys in the grammar and 
intermediate schools with cigarettes in their mouths or fingers. 


Certainly no dealer in these articles would sell them to boys less 


¢han sixteen years of age.. They must be secured in some other, way. 
It is, however, recorded on the statutes of the state: that a person 
giving a cigarette to a boy under sixteen is liable to:a fine. Is 
there not.some adequate means of bringing to justice. those persons 
who are thus endangering the lives of-the boys of this town? All 
physicians, scientists, and almost all tobacconists, agree that this © 
use of tobacco more than all others undermines the nervous system, 
and renders the user unfit for work which requires close application. 
Will you not, then, endeavor to check this tendency among. the 


growing, undeveloped manhood of this town? 


-On behalf of the teachers, I wish, through you, to thus

tothe rooms. As one of the taxpayers of the town, I wish to 

Schools call your attention, as well as the citizens of the town, to 
a few facts. If we purchase an article at a 1 store we 

require to have that article come up to a certain standard. If we 
give money to any cause, we usually desire to know how that money 
is being spent. It is not always possible for us to know just how 
the plans.and purposes of those to whom we give the money are 
carried out. ‘To carry this still further, each year, as citizens, we 
are obliged to contribute our share, in taxes, toward the running 
expenses of our schools. Would it not, then, be carrying out a 


simple business principle for us to visit our schools personally once 
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or twice each year or term, in order to ascertain a few facts for 
ourselves? From the appearance of the schoolroom the taxpayer 
can judge whether lessons in neatness and order are taught. He 
can judge whether the teacher and pupils are in sympathy. It will 
not take him long to discover whether the ventilation is good ; 
whether the furniture and room are in good repair; whether the 
pupils are studious; whether they are courteous, and whether there 
is an air of contentment in the whole school. Should we, as 
citizens, do this. with the right spirit, 1 am sure that we would at 
once see marked improvement in our schools, and become better 
able to judge without prejudice regarding the work of any individual 
teacher. I trust that. the teachers may have the opportunity of 
welcoming many of. those who have not been accustomed to visit 
their schools. If you come, I assure you that you will be received 


kindly and courteously. 


In the reports of my predecessors there have been men- 

Better tioned one or two ways to relieve, in a measure, the work 
Grading of the teachers in outlying schools, so that more and 
better work could be done in the primary grades. After 
considering the matter in its various aspects, there has come to me 
one way for a partial relief: To bring the pupils of the sixth grade 
from the Northville, Eastville and Curtisville schools to the Center 
Intermediate. The greatest objection to this plan lies in the fact 
that the Center Intermediate School is already overcrowded, and 
more pupils are now in the room than one teacher can instruct satis- 
factorily. In the North or Pond School the present enrolment is 
fifty-one or two, a number much too large for one teacher. Now, 
with the employment of another teacher for the new building, who 


shall act as an assistant in both of the regular rooms, taking, if 
é ; . a 


— a of 
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need be, the committee room for a recitation room, the congestion 
in both the Pond School and the Center Intermediate would be pro- 
vided for, as would also better grading and accommodations for the 
pupils of the outlying schools. The expense of this would not be 
much greater than to make provision for transportation in the east- 
erm part of the town. ‘The advantages to the pupils would be 
greater than by the present system, and would enable us to put. all 
of our schools upon a nearly equal footing and a higher grade of 
excellence. | 7 
3efore leaving this, topic of schools I wish to men- 
Grammar tion the condition in the Grammar School. The aver- 
School age number of pupils per teacher throughout the state 
is not more than forty. In this school, at the present 
time. are enrolled 104 pupils, or 62 pupils if divided equally between 
the two teachers. This state of affairs is likely to continue. Our 
enrolment for the year in all the schools is twenty-five greater than 
last year. In all probability there will be a slight yearly increase. 
The question at once arises, how shall we arrange to relieve this 
condition? One of the ways was mnentioned in my report of last 
year. Namely, to have a teacher whose duty it shall be to teach 
one-half time in the Grammar School and one-half time in the High 
School. This arrangement would relieve both schools and enable us 
to offer a broader course of study in our High School. This teacher 
could use the laboratory for a recitation room in the High School. 
In the Grammar School, by placing a folding partition in the large 
room, provision could easily be made so that the work of one teacher 
would not interfere with that of another. ‘This is the most econom- 
ical way of providing at once for the extra work needed in the two 


schools. Of course it would be entirely possible to recommend the 
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enlarging of the present High School building, thus farnishing an 
extra room for both schools. I very much doubt the feasibility of 
this plan. It would’ be much better to raise the building which is 
now under process of construction, take the seventh grade from its 
present room and put it in the new building with a competent 
teacher, and give the High School another assistant on full time, 
using the laboratory for the recitation, room of small classes. It 
seems to me that the time for such a change has not yet arrived. I 
therefore recommend the first of these plans, that of employing a 
teacher whose time shall be divided between the Grammar and High 


Sehool. 


During the fall term the teachers of the Grammar 

Purchase School held a very successful social and entertainment. 
of This was a success financially, but that did not exceed 
Piano the enjoyment and pleasure of the parents who heard 
their children take part in the exercises. They also had 

an Opportunity to become acquainted with those who had _ their 
children under their control for five hours each day. The main 
purpose of the social was to provide funds for the rental of a piano. 
When it was found that the net receipts were fifty-six dollars, it 
was thought best to purchase a second-hand piano, and thus avoid 
the necessity of paying rental. After much deliberation and look- 
ing about, a piano was purchased of the Old Colony Piano Co. For 
this piano, including stool and cover, as well as the rental of the 
upright piano for three months, the sum of seventy-five dollars was 
paid. ‘This leaves an unpaid balance of nineteen dollars, which will 
doubtless be raised before this report goes to press. While in 
general it is best not to encourage many entertainments outside of 


the regular school work, I feel that the efforts of these teachers have 
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been to have the social take a very small part of the actual work of 
the school. It is but just to thus publicly acknowledge their 


enterprise and success in this undertaking. 


In aceordanee with the foregoing report, 
Recommendations -1 wish to make the following recommenda- 
| tions :— 

First—That you provide some one school building with slate 
blackboards during the ensuing year, 

 Second—That you purchase Chandler adjustable desks’ for the 
Klmwood School building. 

Third—That you employ the supervisor of drawing one day per 
week, That you ask for an appropriation large enough to make the 
maximum salary for primary and intermediate schools twelve dollars 
per week, | 

Fourth—That you employ an assistant in the High School, who 
shall teach a full day, dividing the time between the Grammar and 
High School. 

Fifth—That some provision be made for relieving the con- 
vested condition in the primary and intermediate schools at the 
Center, as well as provide for better grading in the outlying schools, 

For the assistance and hearty cooperation of the School Board, 
for the willingness on the part of the teachers to carry out and per- 
fect the plans laid out by me, for the kindly spirit of all parents 
toward the good of the schools, and for the good will and respect 
shown me by the boys and girls I am truly grateful,

CHapTeR 47, SECTION 9.

Section 3. Any person violating any provision of this act 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The last annual town meeting left the personnel of the Board 
unchanged. Mrs. R. O. Harris and Rev. Clarence Lathbury were 
re-elected for three years. The following organization still con- 
tinues: Chairman, William H. Taylor; secretary, Edward L. 
Curran; treasurer, Isaac N. Nutter. 

Cognizant of the value of a Library as a factor in education, 
the Trustees have endeavored to ascertain the wants of the patrons 
and supply their exigencies. In order that we may be advised and 
encouraged in our work, we ask for your hearty co-operation. Our 
success depends upon your spirit. 

To our past appeals, there has been a generous response. 
This year we have decided to hold our annual entertainment, for 
the purchase of books, during the first week in May. ‘The courtesy 
would be appreciated if other entertainments were arranged so as to 
avoid a concurrence of dates. 

The constant increase in the number of books has made it 
necessary to purchase two new book-stacks. Although reluctant in 
procuring these stacks, on account of the advanced price, still the 
ellicacy compensates the expenditure. These modern fixtures are 
not only convenient but indispensable to requisite service. 

We are pleased to note the use made of the Library by the 
schools. This, in a measure, is due to the teachers’ card, permit- 
ting the loan of five books at a time. The teachers appreciate 
privileges and co-operate with the librarian to influence the students’ 


choice of literature. The teachers of the grammar school have been 
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particularly active in this respect; lists have been prepared and 
posted on the blackboard. Their untiring efforts deserve special 
commendation. 

Friday is children’s day at the Library. On this day an 
increase of six per cent. is noticed in juvenile fiction. Although 
fiction is not the best reading, still it serves as a stepping stone. 
Through the Library the children should become accustomed to the 
use of books, and be led to love them. Let us, then, cultivate the 
taste of our children for the truly excellent; introduce them pleas- 
antly and permanently to the world of books, and through books to 
a richer life. 

Mrs. Aaron Hobart has added to her numerous gifts of the 
past the sum of fifty ($50) dollars, to be used in the purchase of 
books. ’Tis needless to say that such liberality is appreciated alike 
by ‘Trustees and patrons. 

Public acknowledgment is due to Mr. Aaron H. Latham of 
Brookline, who has donated the library of his father, the late Kliab 
Latham. This collection contains many town histories. He also 
presented.a map of the town, printed in 1848. Such a gift is a 
suitable memorial to one who was so closely related to the interests 
of our community. 

From time to time we are reminded that our sons, who have 
gained prominence in other fields, have not forgotten their native 
town. ‘That they are with us in spirit is evident by their numerous 
gifts. One of these benefactors is J. B. Millet, manager of the Art 
Publishing Co. of Boston. His gift of ‘‘Literature of All Nations’’ 
(10 vos.) and ‘‘Historic Characters and-Famous Events’’ (10 vos. ), 
is enhanced when we realize that if we were to purchase these works 


they would be entirely beyond our means. His mother, Mrs. Hulda 
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A. Millet, has contributed ‘*Great Composers and Their Works.’’ 
This set contains ten volumes, and they are very valuable. Mr. 
Vernon Whitman, formerly of this town, has given three valuable 


government publications. 


We ure indebted to Thomas W. Lawson of Boston for the pre- 
sentation of ‘*The History of America’s Cup.’? Mr. John E. 
O’Brien has contributed two handsome volumes, entitled ‘*The 
Catholic Chureh in America.’’ Four volumes, formerly owned by 
the late B. W. Keith, have been presented by Mrs. Helen L. Keith. 
She also gave a photograph of Dr. Hector Orr. 

Through the influence of Mr. Lathbury, the authors, Henry 
Wood and Horatio W. Dresser, have forwarded complimentary 
volumes of their works.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To tHe Citizens or East BripGewarter: 

At the annual town meeting, Mr. William) H. Taylor was 
elected to fill out the unexpired term of Mrs. Lura Harden. Mrs. 
Susan B. Dunphe was ‘re-elected for another term, and Mr. Edward 
‘L. Ciirran ‘was electéd in place of Mrs. annie M. Shaw. The 
committee organized at its annual March meeting by re-electing the 
officers ‘of last year’: Geo. M. Churchill, chairman; Mrs. Susan B. 


Dunphe, ‘secretary; Edward T. Morse, treasurer; and William H. 
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Taylor, prudential committee. At a later meeting, Geo. A. Root, 
William T. Greene and Robert J. Fuller were elected truant 
officers. 

Mr. Robert J. Fuller was re-elected Superintendent of Schools 
at the joint meeting of the three towns which make up this district, 
and has served us acceptably in that capacity. We ask your 
Careful consideration for his report, submitted herewith. 

The new building for the center schools has been turned over 
to the Committee, and named the Allen School, in commemoration 
of the services of William Allen, for many years principal of the 
East Bridgewater Academy, and a former member of this Board. 
Through the kindness of one of our citizens a fine portrait of Mr. 
Allen has been presented to the school. The building, barring the 
slight defects of newly finished structures, has proved highly satijs- 
factory, and will furnish a model for any future efforts of the town 
in this direction. 

The Curtisville School, as recommended in our last report, has 
been repainted and fitted with slate blackboards. No school 
requires repainting this year, but we recommend that slate black- 
boards be put into the West Intermediate room. As was voted at 
the last annual meeting, Chandler desks have been put into the 
Elmwood Intermediate room, to the great benefit of that school. 
None but necessary repairs were made on the Pond building. 
These have cost more than we anticipated or wished, but so long as 
the building was in use it had to be kept habitable. It has been 
found ‘necessary to lay new water pipes to the High School build- 
ing. Other’‘minor ‘repairs have Ween made where required. 

Tt has this year bécome ‘tiécessary to increase the ‘tiumber of 


teachers by two. One of these, the assistant at the Grammar and 
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High Schools, was anthorized by the town at the last. annual meet- 
ing, and. your action has. been fully. justified .by the increased 
efficiency of the two schools. The number of scholars in the Atlen 
Primary. School having increased to, above fifty, we were obliged to 
vive. Miss Arnold an assistant, who takes also.a part of Miss 
Pace’s work, This arrangement was.decided upon after a careful 
study of the situation, as giving the best service at the least cost. 
A more detailed statement will be found in the Superintendent’s 
report. ee 3 | fee 
3 The new course of study adopted last year in the High School 
is working very satisfactorily. When fully. in operation we shall be 
able. to send pupils directly to any of the normal schools, and to 
many of the technical schools and colleges, while the general course 
furnishes those whose schooling ends in East. Bridgewater with a 
better training for their work than this town has ever before 
afforded them. | . | 

Several of the appropriations have, through causes beyond our 
control, been overdrawn, The excess of nearly two hundred and 
fifty dollars over the appropriation for school purposes is due to the 
increased cost of coal, that. item being about $800 as against $508 
last year. The excess over. the appropriation for incidentals is 
made up of three items, the new pipe required to the High School 
Building, the additional tables and chairs in the Center Schools, and 
the additional seats.in the Allen School. These three items, all un- 
expected and all in the nature of permanent improvements, make a 
total of $156.50, more than the amount of the overdraft. The over- 
draft on the appropriation for text books and supplies is due to the 


additional reading matter in the lower grades, and new textbooks 
i. the High School. 


~~ 


We ask your careful consideration for the appropriations re- 
commended for the coming year. For school purposes, for which 
you last year voted, in all, $7500, we now ask $8100; the increase 
is made necessary by the additional teacher in the Allen School, and 
the increased expense of heating and caring for the schools. 
Realizing: that this is a year of additional expense in all depart- 
ments,.we ask for but one special appropriation, the item of $50 for 
slate blackboards, which is in part met by a reduction in the recom- 
mendation for minor repairs, thus reducing: the total excess of our 
total recommendations over last year’s to $270. The appropriations

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To THE ScHooLt CoMMITTEE OF THE Town oF East BRIDGEWATER: 


In accordance with your regulations, I herewith present my 
third annual report. It is the eleventh in the series of annual 
reports since the formation of this union district. 

In this as in my previous reports, I shall endeavor to 
bring before you and the town the condition in which the schools 
are and the progress made, and shall hope to show some of. the 
needs which require immediate attention and to call to your minds 
some more remote facts and principles which are deserving the 


careful consideration of every citizen. 


, This year by vote of the town and through the large 

Teachers increase of lower grade pupils at the center, two teachers 
have been added to our list, making a total of eighteen 

teachers employed by the town. We have had about the usual 
number of changes, which are noted in the list in the appendix. 
While we dislike changes, yet we know their necessity, and feel that 
in some instances they are for the best interests of our schools. In 
as much as larger towns offer larger salaries, we must expect to lose 
our best teachers frequently, the only course left open to us being 
that of securing well-trained, conscientious, whole souled men and 
women, who, in our judgment, seem best adapted to fill the places 
of those who resign. That our present teaching force is strong, 


and has the true educational spirit, devotion to the work, and love 
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for the children, is shown by the zeal and manner in which nearly 
all of the children im town are responding to their individual 
teachers, and are becoming more and more interested in their work. 
In order that this state of affairs may continue to exist, and 
that we may retain the services of really deserving primary and 
intermediate teachers, | wish to urg> upoa you again the necessity 
of larger salaries for these two classes of teachers. _ By practicing 
rigid economy after paying board, necessary travelling expenses, 
and elothing, these teachers cannot have more than fifty dollars to 
use during the long summer vacation. Were it not for this vaca; 
tion, our teachers would soon become worn out and exhausted from 
the nervous strain entailed upon one who does her work conscien- 
tiously. Were we to have twelve dollars per week as the maximum 
salary for these teachers, thereby being able to retain valuable 
teachers for a longer period of time, little need we fear the progress 
or discipline of the pupils as they advance into the higher grades. 
The attendance this year has been better than in 
Attendance any one of the three previous years, but it seems to 
| me that even a greater percentage of the pupils in 
the upper or grammar grades can attend more regularly. There 
have been few cases of truancy, of these, one or two have been 
absolutely inexcusable. If parents would cause their children to at- 
tend school when it was in session, and not allow them to remain at 
home with flimsy excuses, our attendance would be improved, and 
habits of punctuality and regularity would be more clearly imaged in 
the minds of the children. | Larit es 
In this connection, let me urge upon all parents, the necessity 
of knowing what their boys and girls are doing when on the street or 


going to and from school. I know of several cases of boys from 
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thirteen to fifteen, who are constantly smoking, and several of them 
have already become somewhat accustomed to the loathsome habit of 
chewing tobacco. It is a fact borne out by experiment and the ex- 
perience of those who have observed the habits of boys at this age, 
that the use of tobacco.in any form, thus early in life, not only 
blights the intellect of the child, but menaces his health and causes 
him to become a physical wreck at the time when ‘he should be doing 
his best work. 

-. Lask-of every parent his hearty cooperation in endeavoring to 
check this tendency of filthy habits and lawlessness among our boys, 
who must very soon becom? the men of the town. 

The Gourse of Study adopted by you for use in the 
Course _ grades, is giving good satisfaction. After a few modifi- 
of cations of this course in the subjects of Geography and 

Study Arithmetic, it should be printed and made permanent, so 

that when a change in teachers or superintendent occurs, 
the Raieols will not be upset by the introduction of ideas out of har- 
mony with the regular Course of Study. 

In this course there should also be printed the course in 
Drawing which has been submitted by the supervisor. With such a 
printed Course of Study, and with the rules and regulations to out- 
line the policy and desires of the School: Board, changes in any of 
the school officials will not be liable to retard the regular work of 
the schools. As soon as the citizens of the town understand that 
the committee has a definite course of action mapped out along the 
lines of both progress and economy, and as soon as they see that 
the Board are not asking for increased appropriations, except for 
necessities, then will there be less desire on the part of individuals 
to interfere with ihe actions of the Board, or to criticise their 


motives. 


The ready response of the town and School Board to 
Repairs the requests for needed repairs, slate boards and Chandler 
desks, is worthy of a word of commendation. Were this 
policy to continue and these improvements become a part of the 
regular yearly expenditure, our teachers would not only perform their 
work easier and with less friction, but would be afforded increased 
opportunities for lessons in order and neatness. Were the average 
citizen compelled to teach for one week, in a room with the old 
style double desks and ordinary blackboards, he would readily see 
the advantage gained, even to the saving of the teachers’ time, by 
these more modern conveniences. 

If compatible with the ideas of the committee and with the 
apparent best interests of the town, I would suggest that the West 
Intermediate room be fitted up with these conveniences. In this 
way, we shall be taking forward steps toward making all of our 
schoolrooms more habitable, and place them more nearly upon a 
level with the better schoolrooms. 

For a more detailed account of the expense involved, I refer 
you to my report of last year. 

The fact that very few of our schools are heated and ventilated 
in accordance with advanced ideas, is a subject which in time must 
demand our attention and careful consideration. 

In this connection a word in regard to the new school, or Allen 
School, will not be out of place. That we have a building, roomy, 
comfortable, artistic and convenient in every respect, a credit to 
the town, and well situated, is. of especial gratification to both 
teachers and parents whose children attend. It is. the desire of 
your superintendent and teachers to carefully preserve this building, 
so that it may be of service a long number of years. 
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In. the High School building, in order that less interruption may 
occur, in the lower entry, now used in the afternoon as a class- 
room, I would suggest the reopening of the rear side entrance to the 
High School room. This is almost an unavoidable necessity, since 
there is but one session in the High School, consequently these pupils 
are dismissed just when the grammar pupils are called to order for the 
afternoon session. I would also suggest that a portable storm door 
be built for the front entrance, to shut out the cold and prevent the 


inconveniences caused by the present arrangement. 


As was anticipated in the report of last year, 
Extra Teacher the conditions in the Allen School at the begin- 
Allen School ning of the year were such as to need immediate 
action.. We found pupils in attendance there 
who had formerly been attending the West School, Still others 
who lived in the West district, were uncertain where to send their 
children. If we followed the previous custom, making the steam 
railroad track the line of separation, we found that the West School 
would be crowded. Consequently, after making careful measure- 
ments upon the various streets in question, the Board adopted my 
recommendation in regard to a new line between the two schools. 
Children living on Spring street are to be sent to the Allen School. 
Children on Union street, east of Pearl street, are to be sent to the 
Allen School. Children on Central street, east of Methodist 
Church, are to be sent to the Allen School. All children on 
Central Square, Pearl street and Cook street, are to be assigned to 
either school, at the discretion of the Committee, as numbers and 
circumstances demand. 
With this arrangement, we were confronted with a crowded 


condition in the Allen School, particularly in the primary room. 
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There were sixty-two pupils in this school. As there were twenty- 
five in the first grade, and, according to the statutes, no one 
teacher should have more than fifty pupils, the Committee decided 
to secure an assistant. By this means we were enabled to take the 
sixth grade from the Curtisville and Eastville schools, without addi- 
tional transportatien expense. ‘Thus it is that the extra teacher in 
the Allen School relieved five or six schools instead of one, and 
enabled us to more nearly equalize the grading in these schools. 

If the entering class in the Allen School should be large next 
year, we shall again have a congested condition there. It ought not, 
therefore, to be a matter of surprise, either to the School Board or 
the citizens of the town, if necessity should require, in the not far 
distant future, that we have additional room at the Allen School. 
This may not be the case, but is among the possibilities for which 
provision may have to be made. For the present, however, satis- 
factory work can be done in this building by using the teachers’ 


room or committee room for a recitation room. 


In this era of progress and industry, of rush and 

Progress worry, we sometimes fear that our schools are not keep- 
ing step with the march of life. Upon careful survey, 

however, we find that as a rule our teachers are more careful'y 
trained and under closer supervision than formerly. From the- 
school statistics we learn that more of the pupils are enabled to 
finish the grammar school course and enter the High School than at 
any previous time. Gradually we are trying to make more effective | 
some of the subjects known as utilitarian. Among these, drawing 
is especially emphasized, for the average business man or artisan 
sees many instances when a slight knowledge of mechanical drawing 


would render him invaluable assistance. 
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b) 


i -Upon a closer scrutiny of the work, we notice that the essen- 
tials, reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic, are receiving a due 
apportionment of the child’s time. Although such training is by no 
means perfect, we are giving the child a broader grasp of these 
sublects than was given twenty-five or fifty years ago. Above all, 
were we to investigate thoughtfully, we would notice that by teach- 
ing the children correct habits, in regularity, punctuality, order, 
neatness, politeness, kindness, and many of the other moral virtues, 
we not only help them grow into noble men and women, but. train, 
them to become a part of that great citizenship which was inaugu- 
rated by Washington, intensified by Lincoln and exemplified by 
President Roosevelt. 

~The following quotation from one of our State Superintendents 
sums up the ideas which underlie nearly all modern educational 
thought along this line: ° : | 

~** The school will help the child, as it makes it possible for him 
to grow, to master himself and his tasks, to feel the pulse of nature, 
to live in close communion with the wise of heart, to rejoice in the 
companionship of those who have pointed the way, and gone on 
before, to receive truth and embalm it in daily living, and to be glad 
to be alone with God in his own heart. ii 

_** A nation born in righteousness must live righteously. The 
menace of today is not ignorance, but the lack of controlling moral 
sentiment. We cannot endure as a people if we place a higher esti- 
mate on learning than we accord to virtue. The time has come 
when we would better teach less cube root and devote more atten- 
tion to the fundamental principles of right living. That training of 
the will which keeps us in the right path is more to be desired than 


the wisdom found in books. That school serves the child best 
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which helps him to do instinctively the right thing, to feel approval 
for the act done, and, at the same time, to have an intelligent under- 
standing of the issues involved.”’ 
While this work has been advancing, the High 
High School School has been coming to the front, until now, 
especially in the larger cities, it demands our atten- 
tion as the people’s college. 

These large schools in the centers of population, where the 
valuation is high, are enabled to offer a great variety of ‘*Courses’’, 
and in some cases even attempt to give technical training in the’ 
manual arts and commercial occupations. For obvious reasons, this 
breadth of choice cannot be offered in our smaller high schools, con- 
sequently, we must turn our attention to those subjects which seem 
to have the most all-around developing influence; and which will 
help the greatest number of pupils. . 

That the present course in our High School does this is borne 
out by the report of the principal of the school. Much stress is laid 
upon the course in History, as that enables the pupil to understand 
something of organized society and its movements. 

As much science is offered as our facilities alow. The work in 
mathematics, culminating in a review, strengthens the pupils’ rea- 
soning power, and helps him to have a fresher knowledge of. busi- 
ness ways if obliged to enter at once into life’s activities. 

Another important factor in our course is the emphasis placed 
upon the study of English Composition, Rhetoric and Literature. 
In a course of study published fifteen years ago, I noticed that one 
whole year was devoted to English. We offer four times that 
amount, and expect our High School pupils, by the end of the 
second year, to be able to write a creditable paper upon any subject 
which comes under the scope of their comprehension. 
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From all our observations and experiences, the present course 
of study seems to meet a more general approval than any for.ner 
course. ‘The only regret is that we, too, cannot enlarge it in order 
to include some of the commercial studies and another language. 
To do this would require nearly the entire time of a third teacher in 
the High School. With such a teacher, we would be able to fit our 
pupils for all of the higher institutions of learning, asd avoid the 
necessity of parents sending pupils out of town to get some of their 
preparatory work. I say some, because the first and second years’ 
work can be done here near'y, if not quite, as well as in larger 
schools, provided, of course, that the pupil 1s interested and con- 
scientiously applies himself. 

When i consider the numbers involved in such a change, as 
well as the need of retaining efficient teachers for a longer time in 
the lower grades, I do not feel justified at this time in making this 
a recommendation. While the present arrangement of one extra 
teacher in the two schools, High and Grammar, is not the best 
possible mode of getting over the difficulty, it has afforded us relief, 
and given our pupils enough added advantages, especially in the 
Grammar School, to warrant its continuance and to justify the 
Board and the town, in the future, if the number of pupils continue 
about the same, in employing one more teacher, who shall be assist- 
ant in the grammar room, thus giving three teachers to each school. 

To do that at this time, or until there is greater opportunity 
' for permanency among the teachers of the lower grades, would tend 
to make our school system somewhat out of proportion, and give 


the older pupils much greater advantages than the beginners. 
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HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


To THE Supt. oF ScHoors, East BRIDGEWATER, MASS. : 

J have the honor to submit to you the annual report of the 
principal of the East Bridgewater High School. 

The school has been in session, as directed by the committee in 
their calendar of 1902, with the exception of certain days when the 
teachers were in attendance at conventions, or were visiting other 
high schools, and upon those days when the inclemency of the 
weather made it necessary for the storm signal to be sounded. 
The number of days lost for various reason is ten. 

In the year just past, seventy-seven pupils have been entaee 
while the largest membership has been but fifty-seven. Of those 
enrolled, six graduated, and seventeen left before completing the 
course. 

Probably, under existing conditions, it would have been impos- 
sible for all of those who left the school to have remained, but it 
certainly would have been possible for and greatly to the advantage 
of at least seventy-five per cent, of them to have completed the 
course. 

A special effort has always been made, on the part of the 
teachers, to impress upon all the importance of an education, but it 
is difficult to make some pupils comprehend that certain studies give 
mental training, and that mental training is of any value in earning 
a living. 

While certain ones have left the school because of mistaken 
ideas as to the value of an education, the teachers have been grati- 
fied in the attitude of those who are still members of the school. 


For during the past three years there has been no time when the in- 


terest and the enthusiasm of the pupils as a whole have been greater 


than at the present time. 
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In the report of last year, it was stated that the fact that there 
were no pupils recognized as fitting for college had a degenerating 
influence upon the school. We are glad to say this year that there 
are eight who are fitting for college, and nine who expect to attend 
a normal school, or to spend some time in study, after graduating 
from the high school. 

It seems that the added interest on the part of the pupils is 
due, in some degree, to the broadening of the course of study, and 
to the lengthening of the recitation periods, all of which was made 
possible by the addition of the third teacher, who has given us two 
and one-half hours each day. But even with this help, we have not 
been able to give instruction in botany, or in German, to accommo- 
date those who are preparing for college. 

It would be well, if it were possible, to provide means whereby 
the course of instruction could be applied in its broadest sense, in 
order that we may keep the interest of the ambitious pupils and pro- 
vide them with opportunities of obtaining instruction that they 
would otherwise necessarily seek from other sources. We could do 
this if the third teacher could devote all of her time to the high 
school. 


The standard of the school might be raised somewhat by draw- 
ing the lines of promotion a little more closely. It has been shown 
that it 1s wise, in some cases, to allow those who have been condi- 
tioned to advance on trial, but it should be clearly understood that 
after a fair trial no pupil could remain in a class the work of which 
he did not do fairly well. 

It is not as a mere matter of form that we extend to you and 
to the members of the committee our thanks for the many ways in: 
which you have aided us, thus making our work more effective.

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After nearly two years’ work as supervisor of draw- 

Drawing ing, Miss Newman has arranged a complete course in 

drawing, which may be seen in Appendix E. In her 

report, which follows, she calls our attention to the awakened inter- 

est and value which is now placed in the subject of drawing. ‘That 

the public and professional men of today realize the need of this 

subject, ought to argue in its favor in our schools. The experience 

of most of us who have reached mature years, 1s that upon this one 
line perhaps more than any other our own education is fanity. 

In view of these facts, and in view of the present necessity of 
hurried work by the special teacher in most of the schools, it *seems 
to me that the force of Miss Newman’s statements regarding her 
work here and its needs, ought not to be overlooked. In the other 
towns of the district I have seventeen teachers. In East Bridge- 
water I have sixteen, exclusive of High School, consequently each 
of our schools and pupils is receiving only one-half as much instruec- 
tion as those in West Bridgewater or Raynham. Will it not, then, 
be better economy to employ her for one day each week, thereby 
making it possible for her to give a larger amount of time to each 
school? This is or might he classed, strictly speaking, as a practi- 
cal subject, and since much of the criticisms of the modern school is 
its lack of practicality, would it not be well for us to devote this 
small amount to practicality ? 

In accordance with her report, and with the foregoing state- 


ments, I would recommend an increase of $100 in this department. 
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REPORT OF DRAWING TEACHER 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS OF THE 

Town or East BRIDGEWATER : 

The teaching of drawing in the public schools today is a work 
which has a pleasing and most encouraging side to it. In years 
past, when its educative value, as compared with that of other sub- 
jects, was questioned, and before its importance from the industrial, 
or, we may say, practical point of view, had been fully demon- 
strated, and especially before experience had taught us what the 
child was able to do at his various stages of development, we might 
have had doubts as to the value of our work. 

But today, when drawing is used so continually in teaching 
other school studies, when so many scholars go to higher schools 
where a knowledge of it is required, we doubt its value no longer. 

When many pupils take up illustrating, designing or other art 
work as their business in life, and when there is an Art and Crafts 
society in every city and many villages, encouraging and reviving all 
sorts of hand work, cabinet work, wood carving, metal work, needle 
work, rug making, pottery, etc., we can feel its practical worth in 
school work. 

I think, too, as we consider how many of the scholars in the 
public schools today, and how much greater a proportion than in 
times past, will have the advantage of some leisure time in which 
they may enjoy the good things which have been stored up for us by 
artists, musicians and writers, we realize the importance of interest- 


ing them in these things during the school days. 
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President Eliot, I believe, in one of his recent talks, while sug- 
gesting improvements in schools, recommended that twice as much 
attention be given to drawing as is now clone. 

This suggests the consideration of the attention giving to draw- 
ing in East Bridgewater. 

One hour a week, which is the average amount of time through- 
out the State, is devoted to drawing in your schools. We cannot, 
however, get the best results from that hour without more time 
given by your supervisor. Your schools are many and situated at a 
considerable distance from each other, so that in order to visit them’ 
as often as once a month, my visits have to be short each time, and 
there is no opportunity to look over the work done besides teaching 
the lesson. 

In the case of one teacher, | have been able outside of school 
hours to see the work her pupils have done each week and give her 
some suggestions regarding it. 

The improvement in her work, and the fact that she tells me 
she enjoys teaching it now where before it was an anxiety to her, 
shows what is needed. In the appendix is a hrief statement of the 
aim of the work and the course for the year.

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The work in music¢ is of a high order and shows advance 

Music over previous years. The children are gradually acquiring 

the art of reading music, and are not afraid to use their 

vocal organs to form the musical sounds. Among most of the 

pupils in town there is an increased interest in the subject. This 

shows the efficiency of the work of the supervisors and more than 
compensates the outlay in money. 

At the memorial exercises in May and at the graduation exer- 
cises in June the parents had an opportunity to see the results of 
this work. ‘Thanks are due the supervisors for their efforts in pre- 
paring the pupils for these occasions, as well as for the successful 
manner in which the musical part of the programs was rendered. 

For a definite account of the progress made in this department 
the past year, I refer you to the following report of the supervisors 
of music. 

As ‘treading’’ music gives training in quick perception, and as 
‘‘writing’’ music gives training in accuracy, it must be seen that 
while music may be regarded as on the esthetic side of our studies, 
it is also on the practical side, and helps develop in the growing 
child certain faculties which will assist him in becoming a well 


developed individual. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISORS OF MUSIC 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS OF THE 

Town oF East BriIpGEWATER: 

We are pleased to be able to report general progress in music. 
Particularly in the ability of the pupils to read at sight has there 
been a steady improvement. 

In our report of last year, we spoke of laying a foundation in 
the lower grades in voice and ear-training and staff representation. 
The result of our work in this direction is already apparent, and 
owing to this we have been able to raise the standard in the gram- 
mar grades, and this in turn vitally affects the High School, where 
we find the pupils now able to take better music and more readily. 
Thus we would again emphasize the importance of intelligent, sys- 
tematic instruction in the primary grades as the basis of satisfactory 
work in the higher classes. 

Some of the pupils in the Grammar and High Schools who 
made very little progress last year are now doing very well. 

A large number of the boys on both the tenor and bass are 
doing fairly well, while among the girls of the trio division the 
improvement in quality of voice and accuracy of scale intervals is 
very apparent. 

In connection with the graduation exercises, we succeeded in 
organizing a small orchestra of strings, which we hope to augment 
from time to time as we discover suitable material among the pupils. 

In nearly every class we find a few pupils somewhat deficient 


in musical perception, whom we seek to help by requiring them fre- 


a 


quently to listen while the others sing, that in this way they may 
have a better opportunity for the mental comparison of intervals 
than could possibly be afforded them while singing. The results 
of this training are very satisfactory and sometimes surprising. 

We have been greatly pleased with the interest shown by all 
the teachers, some of whom manifest a great deal of enthusiasm in 
connection with our work. 

We also appreciate the support and encouragement of the 
School Committee, and are very grateful to you for the kind interest 
you have always manifested and the very practical assistance you 
have rendered.

It has been well said that the surroundings of the 

Decorations pupils educate them. If these silent influences enter 

into the lives of our boys and girls, how important it 

is that committee, parents, teachers and pupils enter heartily into 

this work. One of the aims of your superintendent and teachers 

during the past year has been to brighten the rooms and make them 

more attractive. The greatest movement along this line has been to 

remove dilapidated reference books and other unsightly objects from 

the tables, as well as to take down many pictures which possessed 
no educational value. 

The Satucket and Curtisville buildings, with their new coats of 
paint, the new boards and desks at Elmwood, the newly-tinted walls 
at Beaver, show that the committee appreciate these necessities and 
are willing to do all they can to beautify the rooms which are occu- 


pied so many hours by the growing children. 
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That the teachers realize this factor in their work, is shown by 
their efforts to secure plants for their rooms and new pictures for 
the walls. To assist the teachers in this work I have arranged with 
Horace K. Turner of Boston for an exhibit of reproductions from 
famous masterpieces. We hope at that time to be able to raise 
enough funds to procure at least one really good picture for each 
school. This can be used as a nucleus upon which to build, and 
will help cultivate in the pupil a taste for the best in art. 

Instead of the indiscriminate use of Perry pictures and others, 
taken from various magazines, our teachers are using them largely 
to supp!ement their regular work. 

We hope before the year is out, as another step in this diree- 
tion, to provide each room with a piece of colored burlap or other

Signal _—_ what unsatisfactory to all. Recently notices were sent 
to parents asking whether or not they desired a no 


-school signal, and if so, what grades should be effected by it. 
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Ninety-eight per cent. of the answers received, considered a no 
signal necessary, and seventy-five per cent. thought it should apply 
to the High School. 

In consequence of this, [ have arranged the following code of 
signals : 

Three blasts of the Carver Cotton Gin Co.’s whistle blown at 
7.30, with an interval of 30 seconds between blasts, none of the 
schools will be in session for the forenoon. 

Four blasts blown at 7.45, with an interval of 30 seconds be- 
tween blasts, there will be no school in the forenoon in all schools 
but the High. 


Three blasts blown at 12.15, there will be no school in the 
afternoon. 

In the school calendar for the year it will be noticed that the 
no school signal which is to be blown at 7.45, consists of three 
blasts, but in order to avoid confusion this has been changed to 
four blasts, as is given above. 

{ wish to urge upon all parents and pupils to listen carefully 
for these signals, and in this way avoid unnecessary exposure for 
the children, as well as unnecessary absences when schools are in 


session.

Recommendations sented, [ would recommend, 
First. That you employ the Supervisor of 
Drawing one day each week. 
Second. ‘That you allow an additional one hundred dollars for 
the purpose of retaining for a longer term of service really deserving 


primary and intermediate teachers. 
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Third. That some arrangement be made for storm doors at 
the High School building, for the purpose of affording greater pro- 
tection to the pupils who are obliged, at times, to use the lower 
entry for a recitation room. Also that West Intermediate room be 
fitted with slate blackboards, the walls tinted and other needed re- 
pairs made. 

Fourth. That as soon as possible your course of study for 
the grades be printed and made permanent. This course to be a 
basis of the work and to be changed only by vote of the Board after 
deliberation. That in the printed form this course be made elastig 
enough to admit of simple alterations by the superintendent which 
shall tend to keep our work modernized and in close relation to the 
best thought of the day, never forgetting the interest and welfare of 
the child. 

Again I wish to extend to the School Board, teachers, and all 
who have contributed in any way to the success and progress of the 
schools, my sincere gratitude.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
From March 26, 1903 to Jan. I, 1904 


At the annual town meeting Messrs. H. EK. Marble and J. W. 
Holloway were elected as new members, for one year and three 
years, respectively. 

The Board held its first meeting on March 26, and organized 
by electing Mr. W. C. Baxter chairman, and J. W. Holloway sec- 
retary. Mr. Frank Smith was elected to act as agent, and Mr. S. 
W. Ward, inspector of slaughter houses. 


Having no records of the year 1905, previous to the meeting 


on March 26, the Board confines its report from that date, to Jan. 
1, 1904. 

Twelve complaints of nuisances have been received, and 
eighteen notifications of unsanitary conditions have been sent out. 
In nearly every instance the orders of the Board have been readily 
complied with, and without expense to the town. The only excep- 
tion to this lies in the expense caused by the necessary construction 
of a new cesspool, and an entirely new system of water supply at 
the town farm. 

The cesspool apparatus has been in charge of Mr. Marble, and, 
as in former years, all money received from its use has been paid to 
him, as compensation for his services in connection therewith. 

Considerable delay in answering calls to clear cesspools, has 
been caused by the almost constant need of repairs to the pump 
and hose of the apparatus. The hose is now in such poor condi- 
tion that the Board is compelled to ask for an appropriation to 
replace the same. 

Four cases of contagious diseases have been reported, as fol- 
lows: one scarlet fever, two of diptheria and one of typhoid fever. 

The attention of physicians and householders is particularly 
directed to the foilowing list of diseases, which the State Board has 
designated as coming under the term, ‘‘dangerous to the public 
health,” and which, as required by law should be immediately re- 
ported, by them, to this Board. The diseases are as follows :- 
small pox, scarlet fever, measles, typhoid fever, diphtheria, mem- 
branous croup, cholera, yellow fever, typhus fever, cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, hydrophobia, malignant-pustule, leprosy and_trichinosis. 

All complaints to the Board should be in writing and signed. 
Anonymous contributions will receive no attention.

Mr. S. W. Ward, inspector, reports to the Board that he has 
inspected during the year ending Dec. 31, 1903, 233 swine, 162 
calves, 4 cows and 22 lambs. All were in good condition except 
one hog affected with tuberculosis.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY 


But one change has been made in the membership of the Board 
from last year. Rev. Clarence Lathbury. of whose services to the 
library we are glad to express our appreciation, resigned in Feb- 
urary, owing to his removal to Philadelphia. At the annual town 
meeting, Mr. George M. Churchill was chosen to fill the vacancy, 
and the retiring members of the Board, Mr. Isaac N. Nutter and 
Mr. William H. Taylor, were re-elected. The past year’s oflicers : 
President, William H. Taylor; Secretary, Edward L. Curran; and 
Treasurer, Isaac N. Nutter, were again chosen. 

The appropriation made by the town has been auginented by 
the proceeds of two sales, one held at the library in April, and the 
other at G. A. R. Hall in the following month. On both occasions 
the people of the town responded’ most heartily and generously to 
our request for support, and we trust that they have been repaid by 
the increased usefulness of the library. We have held these annual 
sales for several years, and hope to continue the practice. 

It will be noticed that one of the largest items of expenditure 
has been for the book stack. [lis completes the payment for the 
two stacks purchased last year. 

A messenger service has been maintained during the year from 
the Robbins Pond neighborhood, and another in Elmwood. ‘The ex- 
pense connected with these messengers has been met by the Young 
People’s League of Elmwood, and by local assistance from Robbins 


Pond. The residents of these localities have found these services 
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very convenient. This is a way in which the usefulness of the 
Library might be greatly extended, and we should be glad to co- 
operate in any feasible way with the inhabitants of any part of the 
town who wish to send a regular messenger. We cannot however 
contribute towards the expense. 

We wish again to call the attention of the users of the library 
to the inter-library loan system. By the courtesy of the Boston 
Public Library our librarian can obtain for the use of a reader in 
this town the use of any book in that library which can without in-_ 
jury be sent by express, subject to the limitations that the book 
must be required for the purpose of serious research, that it can be 
spared from Boston without inconvenience to their patrons, and that 
it must be a book which we are not supposed to have. To any oné 
engaged in private study who wishes to consult books which our 
library cannot afford, this should be a great convenience. All ex- 
press charges, of course, must be paid by the borrower. 

Like other institutions, the Library was affected last winter by 
the costliness and scarcity of coal. During January and February 
we thought it best to heat the building only Friday and Saturdays. 
Between March Ist and April 13th we were able to keep the Library 
open Mondays as well. Asa partial compelsation, we have opened 
the library on Fridays through July and August. 

We wish to call the attention of those interested in local history 
and genealogy to the Series of Vital Statistics of the several Massa- 
chusetts towns now being published by the Commonwealth. The re- 
cords of the towns of Alford, Barre, Becket, Hinsdale, Lee, Lei- 
cester, Malden, Medfield, Montgomery, Pelham, Peru, Princeton, 
Southborough, Sudbury, Tyringham, Walpole and Westborough have 


already been printed and are in the Library. Of equal value is the 
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list of Revolutionary Soldiers, of which we have received during the 
year volumes X and XI, bringing down the names in the alphabeti- 
cal order to PAZ. Other additions to our reference books are the 
Annual Encyclopedia for 1902; the new Plymouth County Atlas, 
and an Atlas of the World, presented by Mr. Percival H. Lombard. 
Our greatest need is now an up-to-date encyclopedia. This lack we 
hope to supply during the coming year. 

We have had occasion several times during the year to acknowl- 
edge gifts from friends of the library. Books have been presented 
by Mrs. E. C. Mitchell, Mrs. John Hobart, Mrs. Emma I. Moody, 
Mrs. M. L. Merrill, Mrs. Aaron Hobart, Miss Rust, Miss Gorton, 
and Miss Mann. We acknowledge also the receipt of public docu- 
ments from Representative George A. Turner, and of a copy of 
their souvenir containing a history of the East Bridgewater Fire De- 
partment, from the Elmwood Fire Company. Mr. Il. N. Nutter, 
Mrs. R. O. Harris, and Mr. W. A. Rust have contributed periodi- 
eals to the reading room. By the will of Mrs. Agnes M. Hobart, 
whose kindness to the library on many former occasions is grate- 
fully remembered, we receive a legacy of five hundred dollars, to be 
used as the needs of the Library may demand. ‘This will, we ex- 


pect, be available during the coming year. 


The periodicals now purchased by the library are the Atlantic, p ook 


Cassiers, Century, Harper’s Wegkly, Harper’s Monthly, New Eng- 
land Magazine, and St. Nicholas. Besides these, the following are 
supplied by the kindness of friénds: The Christian Register, Every 
Other Sunday, Farm Journal, Harper’s Bazaar, Munsey, New Eng- 
land Homestead, Our Dumb Animals, ‘*Spirit of ’76,’’ The Com- 
moner, The Working Boy, Youth’s Companion, Zion’s Herald. 


The selection of new books, when but a limited amount of

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money is available, is a matter requiring much care and thought. 
It is not possible for a library of the size of ours to keep up with the 
inass of current fiction poured out by English and American authors. 
To attempt to do so would exhaust our appropriation on this item 
alone, and leave us in the course of a few years with a damaged 
stock of out-of-date books which no one would eare to read. Our 
effort has been, therefore, to select the best of the current fiction, 
those books which are likely to be of permanent value, and let the 
rest go. In the field of more solid current literature, the task of’ 
selection has been equally difficult, but we have based our choice on 
the principle that a public library should contain at least one book 
on any subject of real importance about which its patrons are likely 
to seck information ; and that that book should be one, which, while 
reliable in its statements of facts, does not clothe them in too 
technical language. A third class of books which should be pro- 
vided for is made up of the standard English and American writers, 
history and essays, poetry and fiction, and the best translations of 
the greatest works in other languages. These may not appear in 
the list of ‘* best selling books ’’ but they live because they have 
Stood the test of time, and been found worthy. While we wish to 
acquire the best of new books we should not forget the old, and we 
urge that a part of each annual appropriation, even though it be but 
a smail part, should be spent on standard English and American 
literature, and the best translations of foreign literature, until our 
library has at least a selection of the best that is available in our 
language.- In this connection, it is interesting. and gratifying to 
note that many of our elder readers are rereading the older English 
novelists, Scott, Dickens, Thackeray and the rest, and many of our 


younger readers are taking them up for the first time. The flash 
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and glitter of the modern ‘* historical” novels ought not to blind 
our eyes to the fact that great novels were written before ‘‘ Janice 
Meredith” and ‘* Eben Holden.”

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


No changes have been made in the membership of the school 
committee from last year. At the annual town meeting, the.retir- 
ing members, Mr. Taylor and Mr. Churchill, were reelected. At 
the March meeting, last year’s officers, Chairman, Geo. M. Church- 
ill; Secretary, Mrs. Susan B. Dunphe; Treasurer, Edward T. 
Morse; and Prudential Commintee, William H. Taylor, were again 
chosen. 

Mr. Robert J. Fuller, who had served the District acceptably 


for over two years, was reelected as Superintendent at the annual 


= 


District meeting. In June, however, he resigned, to accept a bet- 
ter position in Norwood. After the examination of many candi- 


dates, the committee agreed upon Mr. Edgar H. Grout, who had been 


— 


serving for four years in the Princeton District. Our own obser- 
vation, and the comments of those interested in the schools, lead us 
to believe that we have made a satisfactory choice. His first re- 


port is submitted herewith, and we ask your careful consideration 


_of its recommendations. 


The increase in our school population, while normal, has not 
been sufficient to make additional accommodations necessary, nor do 
we anticipate any such necessity during the coming year. 

Contrary to our usual custom, no building has been repainted 
this year. ‘The most extensive repairs made were upon the West 
School, which had to be shingled. Slate blackboards, as recom- 
mended last year, were put into the West Intermediate room, and 
we recommend that the Beaver Primary School receive similar at- 
tention this year. The wisdom of this policy, adopted severai years 
ago, has been often argued and sufficiently demonstrated. We 
recommend also that the West building be painted, and ask an 
appropriation for this purpose. 

The reports of the special teachers of drawing and music, and 
the principal of the High School, are commended to your attention. 
The work of the High School is fully up to our anticipations: The 
request of the Principal for additional physical apparatus is one 
which we trust the town will feel able to orant. 

There have been large overdrafts this year on two appropria- 
tions, and we are glad to say on only two. ‘The overdraft on the 
appropriation for repairs, on which we hoped to make a saving, was 


caused in large part by the expense of shingling the West building. 


This we had hoped to defer for another year, but a closer examin- 
ation showed us that it was necessary to do it at once, and we felt it 
better to overdraw this year than to have the building damaged while 
we waited for another annual meeting and another appropriation. 
The remainder of the overdraft was due to an unusually large num- 
ber of small repairs necessary on the various buildings. As the 
buildings grow older, these items unavoidably become larger and 
more numerous. We have also.overdrawn our appropriation for 
insurance. ‘This is due to the increased rate of insurance required 
on the High School and Beaver Buildings, and to lower dividends by 
the companies, neither of which could be foreseen.

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TWELFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


M OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To THE ScHooL CommirrEE OF East BripGewarer, Mass. : 


It gives me pleasure to submit to you and to the citizens of 
Kast Bridgewater my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools for your town. 

It is my purpose in this report to present to you a brief state- 
ment of the present condition of the schools in general together with 
such recommendations as seem necessary for progress in our educa- 
tional system. 

One of the first duties of a superintendent in coming to a new 
field is to become acquainted as soon as possible with the teachers 
and with the work of the several schools under his supervision. 
With this end in view I have visited each school as often as was 
consistent with the needs of the other schools, and in this way I 
have tried to familiarize myself with existing conditions and with 
the practical working of our new course of study. Upon the 
observations made during these visits I base the criticisms and 


recommendations found in the following pages of this report. 


ATTENDANCE 


From the table given in Appendix A it will be seen that for 
the year ending June, 1903, the enrolment, average membership, and 


average attendance, are all larger than those reported one year ago, 


—

while the percentage of attendances somewhat smaller. The school 
registers for this period show a larger number of cases of tardiness 
than would seem to be necessary, considering the number of pupils 
enrolled. Some of these are doubtless excusable, while the larger 
part are due to carelessness and possibly indifference to the im- 
portance of punctual as well as regular attendance. The per cent. 
of attendance for the year, while not as large as one could wish, is 
still commendable and shows a laudable interest on the part of 
parents, many of whom are making heroic sacrifices to give their 
children « better education than they themselves enjoyed. 

On the other hand there seems to be in many communities a 
erowing dislike for regular school duties, a dislike that is frequently 
fostered and encouraged, unconsciously perhaps, by the attitude of 
the home toward the school. ‘This attitude sometimes, though not 
often I trust, takes the form of open criticism of a teacher and her 
methods, in the presence of children. Such criticism of necessity 
weakens the authority of the teacher and is frequently unjust, based 
as it too often is upon partial or untrustworthy evidence. Again 
outside duties and pleasures are allowed to distract the mind of the 
child, and to make such inroads upon his physical strength that 
school work becomes a matter of secondary consideration. The 
pupil who comes to his classes unrefreshed by a good night’s sleep, 
or with his mind full of thoughts wholly foreign to the work of the 
school, is surely incapable of doing his best work, and to that extent 
at least is a hindrance to the class. Absence from a single recita- 
tion, from whatever cause, leaves its effect not only upon the pupil 
himself, but upon the class as a whole; while habitual absence does 
much to render ineffective the efforts of even the best teachers. 


There is grave danger in our day of modern conveniences that 
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the real business of the school be-overlooked, and that the coming 
generations shall lack something of the stamina and vigor charae- 
teristic of men and women inured to hardship and privatiou. Such, 
however, need not be the result of present methods, if the real aim 
of education is carefully borne in mind. Herbert Spencer in his 
tieatise on education says, ‘* Education is the preparation for com- 
plete living.’’? Such preparation surely implies serious and earnest 
effort on the part of pupil as well as of teacher, if the school is to 
fulfil its mission, and is made possible only when the pupil sustains 
the right attitude to the work of the school; such an attitude, in 
fact, as he must sustain to the sterner duties of later years, if he 
hopes to become a successful competitor in the world of business, 


and to be honored and respected among men. 


' TEACHERS AND SCHOOLS 


There has been an unusually large number of changes in our 
teaching force during the past year, changes that have affected 
nearly half of the schools in town. It is one of the misfortunes of 
the smaller towns that their schools are regarded simply as stepping- 
stones to better positions in the larger towns and cities. Such con- 
ditions, however, are not wholly to our disadvantage, for we are 
oftentimes able from this fact alone to secure superior teachers and 
to retain them for a reasonable length of time. 

A change of teachers of necessity results in an interruption of 
work, and more or less time is lost by pupils in adjusting themselves 
to new conditions. Aside from such interruptions, the work of the 
schools has gone on pleasantly during the past year. The spirit of 
the teachers deserves commendation, while the attitude of the pupils 


toward their studies is in general encouraging. 
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It has been my policy to foster whatever there was of good in 
our school system and to attempt no radical changes either in meth- 
ods or management. A comparison of one school with another 
would be manifestly unjust and wholly uncalled for; yet a careful 
observer could not fail to note that the work in some schools is 
superior both in quality and quantity to that done in others. It is 
also true that the work of any given school varies in these respects 
from year to year, such variation depending in part upon the 
teacher in charge and in part upon the pupils in attendance. 

While anything like a rigid uniformity of work for our different 
schools would be difficult if not well nigh impossible to obtain, and 
possibly harmful if obtained, yet it seems to me there should be an 
approximation to such uniformity, in order to simplify the work of 
supervision and to make it possible for pupils to move from one 
section of the town to another with comparatively little interruption 
in studies. I believe there should be a minimum amount of work 
for each pupil to accomplish in every subject to entitle him to pro- 
motion, but that opportunity should be afforded the stronger and 
brighter pupils to do work commensurate with their ability. To 
this extent, at least, it has been my purpose to strive for greater 
uniformity in the work, having always in mind, however, the needs 
of individual pupils, and allowing at the same time ample opportu- 


nity for each teacher to impress her personality upon the school. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 


In several of our schoolrooms the blackboards, or portions of 
them, have become so worn as to be almost worthless. I would 


therefore recommend that in accordance with your custom these be 
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replaced by slate blackboards which furnish an excellent surface for 
writing and are practically indestructible. 

In this connection I wish to submit for consideration a plan of 
co-operation for beautifying our school grounds, making them more 
attractive not alone to the pupils but to citizens and to visitors to 
the townas well. Tine buildings well equipped and with beautiful 
surroundings do not in themselves make an educated man, but are 


valuable factors in the process, as well as a credit to the community 


at large. Such a plan should involve no additional expense to the’ 


school department or to the town as a whole, but should be made 
possible through the efforts of teachers and pupils, ably seconded 
by men and women interested in the welfare of our schools and in 
adding to the attractiveness of the town. ‘The practical application 
of this plan would take shape in such improvements as grading the 
grounds when necessary, planting trees and shrubs, and laying out 
flower plots and walks. Most of our school lots are large enough 
to allow this to be done and still reserve sufficient room for play- 
ground purposes. 

It is earnestly hoped that this plan may bear fruit and that 


next year substantial progress in this direction can be reported. 


READING 


Among the subjects to which special consideration has been 
given during the few months of my administration, mention should 
be made of reading, one of the most important subjects in our cur- 
riculum, since upon the early mastery of the mechanics of the sub- 
ject depends to a large extent the rate of progress made by pupils 


in other branches. 


_ While it is not within the province of the schools primarily to 
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make elocutionists of the pupils, it certainly is the duty of the 
schools to make good readers. By this I mean that each pupil 
should be taught to gather by silent reading, thoughts as expressed 
on the printed page, and when called upou to do se, to interpret 
these thoughts to others. 

One of the most common complaints made by teachers of the 
intermediate and sometimes of the grammar grades, is that certain 
pupils cannot do to advantage the work of their respective grades, 
principally through inability to read intelligently the lessons as- 
signed in other subjects, e. g., history, grammar and geography. 
Occasionally the text-book is too difficult for the grade, but more 
frequently the trouble lies with the pupil himself who has not been 
taught to use his abiity to read as a tool in the acquisition of other 
knowledge. 

As a partial remedy for this trouble the child should be taught 
the mechanics of reading by the easiest and shortest method possi- 
ble, in order that he may be introduced to the field of literature 
while his interest in school life is still fresh and strong. He must 
early see the fruit of his efforts in a growing vocabulary and a 
steadily increasing power to interpret the thoughts of others as 
expressed on the printed page before him. 

That the material selected for the child’s reading should be care- 
fully graded is a matter of great importance, for on the one hand it 
must be difficult enough to stimulate him to exertion, and on the 
other it must be simple enough in character to make the reading les- 
son one of pleasure and profit. As the pupil advances through the 
grades, the material for reading must be wide in range and varied 
in character. In our own schools I have found a scarcity of ma- 


terial that is interesting and at the same time rich in content. Fur- 
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thermore in schools having from three to six or seven grades, unless 
fresh material is added frequently, each pupil hears a book read 
through several times before reaching the grade in which he himself 
will read it. In this way something of the interest attaching to a 
new book or story is lost. I would therefore recommend that it be 
our policy to supply new reading material to the different schools at 
frequent intervals, equipping each school with a set different from 
those supplied to other schools. By a system of exchange it will be 
possible with our present appropriation to furnish a greater variety 
of reading than is now provided. The increased interest and the 
better results will, [ am sure, more than compensate for the added. 


work involved in making the exchanges. 


AGE AND TIME OF ADMITTANCE TO GRADE ONE 


In accordance with the laws of Massachusetts all children be- 
tween the ages of seven and fourteen years are required to attend. 
school during the entire time the public schools are in session, un- 
less prevented by pbysical or mental disability. In making seven 
yeurs the earliest age at which attendance becomes compulsory, due 
consideration is paid to the fact that insistence upon regular school 
duties at a period much below this age is, to say the least, unwise, 
unless such duties partake somewhat of the character of the kinder- 
garten. 

In keeping with this law of compulsory attendance the school 
committee of each town regulates the earliest age at which pupils 
may be admitted to the publie schools. The age commonly ac- 
cepted is five years, though in some eases it is made as high as six 


years, Attention is called at this point to the following extract 
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from the printed rules and regulations governing our own school 
System. 

Section 7. ‘* Children who have never attended school shall 
not be allowed to enter the first grade, except during the first month 
of each school year, unless they show evidence that they are capable 
of doing the work of the grade. No child less than five years old 
shall be allowed to enter the schools.”’ 

It is sometimes charged that this regulation by excluding 
children whose birthdays come in October or November works in- 
_ justice to some. Such injustice is only apparent, however, when 
all the facts in the case are considered. No school system can he 
properly maintained without some regulations which shall conserve 
the interests of a majority of the pupils in attendance. This 
the above regulation is intended to do. If pupils are allowed to 
enter the first grade at any time during the year, or pupils too imma- 
ture are admitted in September, it is evident that under the existing 
conditions of one teacher for three or more grades, good work can- 
not be done. ‘Time will be wasted upon the pupil who is not old 
enough to comprehend the work of his grade, while the older and 
more mature must suffer from lack of attention, 

But there is another and more serious side to the question. 
During the period of childhood, from birth to about the end of the 
seventh year, important physical changes are taking place more 
rapidly than at any other period of life. At seven years of agea 
child weighs about six times as much as at birth, has half the height 
and from one-fourth to one-third the weight of an adult. This then 
is the period for a free, active life in the open air and sunshine. It 
is the time for laying up a store of physical health and strength 


upon which alone as a foundation subsequent mental attainments 
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can be of permanent value. Book tasks should be reduced to 2 
minimum, and ample time allowed for training the senses and for 
developing the powers of observation, which are especially keen 
during this period, and for storing the mind with impressions that 
may become the ground-work of future mental activity. 

The objection is sometimes raised that by enforeing rigidly the 
age regulation pupils, especially those who will probably leave 
school for the factory as soon as the law permits, will lose one year 
of school life. The objection is apparent rather than real, for many 
pupils who enter school at five years of age, or younger, are obliged 
to repeat their first or second year’s work. Furthermore the imma- 
turity of such pupils and the consequent inability to do vigorous 
work makes them listless and inattentive, and thus are formed the 
habits of idleness and indifference which may never be wholly over- 
come. 

In the light of these statements parents are urged to give the 
matter serious consideration, and to examine the question from all 
points of view before sending their children to school for the first 


time. 
HIGH SCHOOL 


Your attention is invited at this point to the very complete re- 
port of Principal Somes of the High School and to the recommen- 
dations he makes for the coming year, particularly those relating to 
the department of Physics. The work in this department should be 
made as practical as possible and should give each pupil, through a 
series of experiments performed by himself, a definite and clear-cut 
knowledge of the elements of the subject and of their application in 
every-day life.

‘The membership of the school has increased more than twenty- 
tive per cent during the past year, and according to present indica- 
tions there is likely to be a slight annual increase for some time to 
come. If such should prove to be the case, it will be necessary at 
no distant date for us to consider the question of a third teacher on 
fulltime. Such arrangement would be vastly superior to our pres- 
ent plan and moreover would give us an opportunity to offer work 
in commercial branches, for which there seems to be a growing de- 


mand in our community. 
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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, East BRIDGEWATER, MAss. 

I herewith submit to you my annual report as Principal of the 
High School. I shall attempt to bring before you the present con- 
dition of the school, the advances and changes effected during the 
past year, and lay before you my recommendations for increasing 
our facilities and the value of our work. 

During the year covered by this report, embracing parts of two 
school years, the total number of different pupils enrolled has been 
eighty-eight. For the last school year the total enrolment was 
fifty-eight, with an average membership of fifty-three. For the 
present school year the total enrolment has reached seventy-four, 
with an average membership of sixty-nine, a larger number than the 
school has had for many years. Although this greatly increased 
number has crowded us somewhat, it signifies greater interest in our 
school and more general appreciation of the value of a high school 
education. 

At the beginning of the present school year, in accordance 
with a vote of your committee, I installed a card system of excuses 
for absence and tardiness, which has enabled me to obtain the exact 
reason for every such ‘absence or tardiness. This system has re- 
sulted in a higher per cent. of attendance, but the fact that eighty- 
seven per cent. of the cases of tardiness recorded have been due 
to avoidable causes shows room for great improvement in habits of 
punctuality, and, in this connection, I would earnestly urge all the 


parents to aid me in avoiding unnecessary instances of tardiness. 
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In our every-day work we have endeavored to raise what is 
known as the standard of the school by working toward greater 
thoroughness in the regular courses. We have met with consider- 
able success, and at the end of the present school year we shall 
require a higher standard for promotion. 

Several distinct advances have been made in our course of 
study and our facilities for teaching. Our reference library has 
been strengthened by the addition of about fifteen volumes of stand- 
ard historical works. ‘These books have met a definite want and 
have proved of great value to our classes in history. They include 
standard works for general reference and some reprints of important 
historical documents. 

In accordance with your instructions I increased the senior 
course in American history to four recitations a week instead of one 
as heretofore. The best general text-book available has recently 
been supplied to this class, and work of a high order of merit is 
being accomplished. . 

We have also added one year’s work in German to our course 
of study. Four recitations a week are required, and the course is 
open to pupils of the senior and junior classes. This additional 
subject, together with our work in French, makes it possible for us 
to offer instruction in both of the most important modern languages. 

When the High School came into my charge, a year ago, no 
facilities existed for teaching Chemistry by modern and approved 
methods. During the past summer I examined thoroughly our 
needs in this regard, and, upon bringing the matter to the attention 
of your committee, a generous amount was appropriated to establish 
this branch of study upon a firm foundation. Apparatus and sup- 
plies were purchased which enable us to present a full laboratory 


course in elementary Chemistry, during which each pupil performs 
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about three hundred simple experiments, the results of which are 
recorded and made the basis of recitations. Twenty-four pupils 
are now engaged in this work which is both instructive and practi- 
eal. Only a small amount of money will be necessary to maintain 
the course in following years. 

In general, any pupil who has the necessary ambition and _ per- 
severance may now pr.pare for college in our own high school, and 
each class numbers several pupils who expect to enter college or a 
normal school upon graduation. 

With your permission I will take this opportunity to present 
some of the most pressing needs which must be provided for during 
the next year. First, our facilities for the proper teaching of 
Physics are inadequate. It is our custom to give instruttion in 
Physics and Chemistry in alternate years by combining two classes 
in each subject. The work in Physics must be taken up again in 
September, and I would recommend that action be taken before 
then to place our work in -this study on the same plane with that of 
Chemistry. ‘To accomplish this end we need a set of inexpensive, 
simply constructed apparatus which the pupils can understand and 
use without danger of breakage, and before the work of the coming 
year is taken up such apparatus should be purchased. Although 
the initial cost might form an item of expense, no appropriation 
would be necessary to maintain it after it was purchased. 

1 would also direct your attention to the need of further in- 
creasing our reference library. We should have a good dictionary 
for each modern language, a few good scientific books and a larger 
number of historical works. I would recommend that a few care- 
fully selected volumes be added each year until we secure what we 
need. Such a policy would result, in a few years, in a very valuable 


library, while the yearly cost would not exceed ten or fifteen dollars. 
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There is need fora feeling of closer relationship between the 
school and the town’s people. I am always glad to listen to sug- 
gestions about our work, and friendly criticism often helps us to 
increase the usefuiness of the school. 

In conclusion, I extend to you and to the school committee my 
thanks for the readiness with which my efforts have been seconded.

MUSIC AND DRAWING 


One who has availed himself of the opportunity to observe the 
work in music and drawing as these subjects are taught in the 
public schools today, can hardly question their claim to a place in 
the curriculum, or have serious doubts as to their educational value, 
If interest in a subject be any criterion, then surely these subjects 
deserve a place in our course of study, for in many schools the 
period devoted to music or drawing is eagerly anticipated by the 
pupils. The readiness with which young children learn to read 
music, and the really artistic work done by pupils in drawing, often- 
times where one would least expect it, are frequently matters for 
comment and surprise. 

In our own schools the work in these subjects is progressing 
satisfactorily, though one cannot but feel that the teacher of draw- 
ing is seriously handicapped by lack of time for a thorough inspec- 
tion of the work done in the various schools.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISORS OF MUSIC 


Mr. E. H. Grout, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 

Dear sir: — In compliance with your request, we herewith sub- 
mit our annual report as Supervisors of Musie. 

In our report of last year we spoke of the progress made in the 
ability to read music at sight. This work has been continued and 
extended into all the grades. In the higher grades of the Grammar 
school and in the High, we have commenced the study of fixed 
pitch with special reference to the keys and signatures. 

The teachers and pupils of many of the schools have shown 
considerable enthusiasm in the study and practice of music. The 
young men of the High School do excellent work in sustaining their 
parts, the bass and tenor. 

Our special work of preparation for the Memorial Day exer- 
cises of last spring was kindly noticed by the Town Officials, and 
we appreciated their thanks extended to us. 

We need new music readers in the intermediate grades. 

The importance of yocal music as a regular branch of school 
study is becoming more fully recognized year by year, and with this 
recognition is felt the necessity of more systematic instruction based 
upon true educational principles. That the very best results from 
this study may be obtained, it is essential that teachers more fully 
realize the fact that, as a means of culture, the study of music is 
broader and more comprehensive than some of the other studies 
found in the schoolroom. 

Upon this subject we quote from an address to teachers by a 


former principal of one of our normal schools. 
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** Under the most favorable auspices, music is generally re- 
garded as inferior in value to the more common branches, as de- 
signed to afford recreation rather than mental culture. . . . But I 
firmly believe that it may justly demand a consideration far higher 
than it has yet received; and that, upon a full examination, it. will 
be found to present means of culture broader in scope and more 
comprehensive in variety than are to be gathered from ordinary 
branches of study.’’ 

We appreciate your kind interest in our work, and we would 
extend our thanks to the members of the school committee for their 
cordial support. ;

To tHe SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS OF THE Town oF: East 


BRIDGEWATER: 


During the last year I have visited from six to eight of your 
schools every other Tuesday throughout the school year, teaching 
one or two lessons at each visit. I have also held eight teachers’ 
meetings after the school session to explain the work to the 
teachers. 

There have been more new teachers this fall than is customary 
in towns of this size and this always retards the progress of draw- 
ing in those schools. However, in many of the schools improve- 
ment may be noticed in various branches of the work. 

[am pleased to find that in the mechanical drawing the pupils 
work with greater accuracy than in the years just past and take 
directions more rapidly and with.quicker understanding. I have 
tried to make this work as practical as possible, choosing for prac- 
tice something that pupils can actually make from their drawings 
and use afterward. 

We haye given much attention to orderly arrangement of work 
on papers, some lessons being planned particularly with that end in 
view. In the Grammar schools this has developed into composition 
sketches from landscape and objects which involve the consideration 
of good balance, of the center of interest and appropriateness of 
parts. 

The appearance of a number of the schoolrooms has changed 


for the better during the last year. The most marked improvement 
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has been the removal of faded and dusty decorations or materia! left 
over from other years, although the new pictures, in their well 
chosen frames, which several schools possess, have also added much 
to their appearance. Much more could yet be done towards making 
the school rooms wholesome and attractive. 

I am still looking forward to the time when we can have draw- 
ing included in the course of study in the East Bridgewater High 
School. In each of the other four towns of which I am _ supervisor 
of the subject, there is either an optional or an obligatory course 
throughout the four years. 

Any pupils going from your High School to a Normal or a 
Technical School will surely be at a disadvantage in this subject. 

For other suggestions by which the conditions for this work 
could be improved, I refer you to my report of last year.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS

I commenced my general inspection last October. I sent nine 
cows to Brighton and Watertown to be killed, and quarantined one 
eow with tuberculosis of the udder. They came from Boston, killed 
and buried her. I also quarantined one horse for the glanders, but 
he was released, but died since. I killed and buried two horses 
with the glanders and one horse with farey, with the owners’ consent. 

I inspected 182 barns, 640 cows, 515 swine, 17 bulls, 2 oxen, 
11 sheep, 5 goats. A good many of the cows left are of more value 
than since my first inspection. I found most of the barns in good 


condition. .

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
For the Year ending Dec. 31, 1904 


No change has been made in the membership of the Board from 
last year. At the annual town meeting Mr. H. KE. Marble was re- 
elected for three years. At the March meeting last years officers, 
Chairman W. C. Baxter and Secretary J. W. Holloway, were.again 
chosen. Mr. S. W. Ward was appointed Inspector of Slaughter 
Ilouses. 

Kight complaints were entered and investigated. Where nuis- 


ances were found to exist they were abated. 
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Considerable dissatisfaction was expressed at the section of the 
Board in placing ecards upon the houses during the epidemic of 
measles. This is, however, in accordance with a State law, to 
which the majority of the cities and towns strictly conform. A rigid 
quarantine was not enforced, but the red card served as a waining 
to those not wishing to expose themselves or their children to the 
disease. 

One hundred and thirty-one cases of contagious diseases were re- 
ported to the State Board, as follows: 1 of typhoid fever, 2 of 
scarlet fever, and 128 of measles. 

Forty-three burial permits were issued. Of these, 18 were for 
persons 70 years old, or over. 

Mr. Marble has taken 80 loads from ecesspools. ‘The money 
received from the use of the excavating apparatus was paid to Mr. 
Marble for his services in connection therewith. It is earnestly re- 
quested that all householders having cesspools attend to the cleaning 
of the same before June Ist, as a sanitary measure. 

Mr. S. W. Ward, inspector, reports that he has inspected 165 
calves, 20 lambs, 2 cows, 1 bull, and 225 swine. Three hogs were 


affected with tubereulosis and condemned.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY 


There have been two changes in the membership of the Board 
since our last report. At the March town meeting Prescott H. Pratt 
was elected for three years, to take the place of Edward L. Curran, 
who declined reelection. The other retiring member, Miss Mary H. 
Rust, was again chosen for a full term. Early in July George M.: 
Churehill resigned, owing to his having accepted a position in the 
Congressional Library, Washington, D.C. Ata joint meeting of the 
Selectmen and this Board John E. O’Brien was elected to fill the va- 
cancy until the next annual town meeting. The retiring members this 
year are Mrs. Josephine D. Harris and Mr. O’Brien. The organi- 
zation of the Board for the past year has been as follows: Chair- 
man, Wm. H. Taylor, secretary, Prescott H. Pratt; treasurer, 
Isanc N. Nutter. Miss Lucy L. Siddall is still doing efficient work 
as librarian. 

lor several years our citizens have nobly and generously re- 
sponded to the request of the trustees for support and cooperation 
in their efforts to add to the appropriation of the town for the pur- 
chase of new books. ‘The past year has not been an exception. 
At a rummage sale held in G. A. R. Hall, September 30, over 
ninety dollars was realized — thus providing for a much larger addi- 
tion to the books in the library than could otherwise have been 
made. We are glad to note the enthusiasm with which the people 
take hold of these annual sales, for it shows a deep interest in and 
an appreciation for our Publie Library. 


We regret to be obliged to report our inability to properly heat 
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the library building. We nave made what seemed desirable changes, 
and have done all in our power to solve the problem with the present 
facilities. There has been some improvement, yet the result of our 
efforts has not been all that we desired. There seems to be no 
other way, in cold weather, of furnishing comfort and safety to the 
librarian and patrons of the library except by installing an entire 
new heating plant. We think this should be done in the near future. 

The Fortnightly Club creates a demand for books on English 
history that the library can only partly meet. We have several 
histories of England, but seldom can a book be found on a particu- 
lar subject. A recent call fora book on Greece revealed the fact 
that the library contained no modern work on the subject. The 
trustees would gladly remedy these deficiencies did not a limited 
treasury forbid. We believe, as stated in our last report, that a 
public library should contain at least one book on any subject of 
real importance about which its patrons are likely to ask informa- 
tion. 

A few of our citizens have availed themselves of the privilege 
of obtaining books from the Boston Public Library, through the 
Inter-library loan, and General Theological Library. 

Books have been loaned-to the schools on teachers’ cards and 
lent for reading in the schools. The $500 given to the library in 
the will of Mrs. Aaron Hobart has been received, and we have 
already purchased from this bequest a new complete set of Dicken’s 
works, Marshali’s ‘‘ Life of Washington,’’ published 1804, and 
Poole’s Index. . 

We think that, from time to time as opportunity offers, the 
standard novels should be replaced by new sets with good library 


binding. 
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That our library has many friends is constantly being shown, 
At nearly every meeting the trustees are pleased to acknowledge the 
receipt of donations from citizens or former residents. Notably 
among these gifts this year is a large case of stuffed birds, com- 
prising nearly, if not all, the varieties ever seen in this town or 
vicinity. Some of these specimens are very rare and valuable. 
These birds were collected and prepared by Mr. Vernon H. Whit- 
man (now of Washington, D. C.) many years ago when a resident 
of this town. Mr. Whitman has presented the case and entire con- 
tents to the library. The specimens have been properly labeled and 
are now on exhibition in the reading room. Other gifts follow: 

Krom W. A. Rust—A large and valuable bookcase, which will 
be of great use to the library; text book of the American School of 
Correspondence ; Cyclopedia of Engineering, 4 volumes; Cyclo- 
pedia of Modern Machine Shop Practice, 4 volumes; Compendium 
of Drawing, 2 volumes; also an autograph copy of General Scho- 
field’s ** Life In the Army.”’’ 

From Rey. W. 8S. Jones — Channing’s works in three volumes ; 
Plymouth Colony Records and Massachusetts Bay Records, 16 
volumes. The above records were published by the State in 1855 
(edition limited to 800 copies. ) 

‘rom Mrs. B. Kk. Bliss—Seventeen volumes Scribner’s Monthly, 
1872-1878; Appleton’s Journal, 5 volumes; Appleton’s Journal of 
Literature, Science and Art, 5 volumes, — in all 27 bound books. 

Miss A. L. Richardson of Boston sends 10 volumes; several of 
these are books of nature study and stories from American history, 
particularly useful to teachers. 

Miss Mary H. Rust has presented histories of Gloucester and 


Cohasset, which we are glad to add to our town histories. 
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Mr. P. H, Pratt has given Indian History and Biography, by 
EK. W. Pierce, and Botta’s War of Independence; Mr. Henry Gur- 
ney, two bound files of the Christian Register, 1827, and Industry 
of Massachusetts, published 1865. Mrs. B. H. Keith has donated a 
book written by a former resident of this town— Dr. EK. Proctor 
Holmes. Miss Eliza A. Tallant has given over 60 paper covered 
novels, a help to those patrons who cate only for fiction. Mr. J.J. 
Cudworth gave a copy of Chaucer and a number of French books. 
Our representative, Mr. Turner, sent a Souvenir of the Legislature 
of 1904. ib

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
Vo the Citizens of Hast Bridgewater :— 


The committee organized on March 19th by the choice of 
Wim. H. Taylor, Chairman; Susan B. Dunphe, Secretary: Edward 
T. Morse, Treasurer and Wm. H. Taylor, Prudential Committee. 

The resignation of Geo. M. Churchill who had accepted a po- 
sition in the Congressional Library in Washington, D. C., was 
received early in July, and at a joint meeting of the Selectmen and 
this committee held July 11th, Lorin A. Presby was chosen to fill 


the vacancy until the next annual town meeting. 


The joint committee of the three towns comprising our school 
district met on April 13th and unanimously reelected Mr. Edgar H. 
Grout Superintendent. All the schools have been under his care 
during the year. His services are certainly highly appreciated by 
your committee, and we have every reason to believe by the other 
citizens of the town. Under his management, with the co-operation 
ofthe teachers, the committee feel justified in saying that very 
satisfactory and commendable progress has been made, and we 
believe, all things considered, that our schools will compare very 
favorably with those of other towns around us. We urge your 
careful consideration of Mr. Grout’s report in regard to the condi- 
tion and needs of the schools. 

We have tried to attend to the minor repairs on all the school 
buildings whenever the need of such has been brought to our notice, 
remembering that ‘*A stitch in time saves nine.” With nine school- 
houses and their out-buildings, these repairs must of necessity be 


quite numerous. 


The West Schoolhouse and the out-buildings have been  thor- 
oughly repaired and repainted, and are now in a fine condition and 
should last a number of years without any extensive outlay. 

For some time past, the ground around this house has not been 
suitable for school purposes, especially in the winter, quite a por- 
tion of it being oftentimes covered with water and slush. This 
trouble has been partially remedied this year by the carting on of 
sand and gravel, but more grading should be done there in the near 
future. 

We recommend that the Elmwood buildings be painted this 


year. Also that slate blackboards be placed in the house at East- 


ville. The first cost may seem high, yet we are sure that it is 
economy in the end for the town to equip one room each year with 
sinte, for once placed it lasts as long as the building itself. The 
following are already supplied with these boards :— All the rooms 
in the High and Allen school houses, Curtisville, Elmwood Inter- 
mediate, West Intermediate and Beaver Primary.

ATTENDANCE 

From the table given above, it appears that the school popula- 
tion for the year ending June, 1904, was somewhat less than that 
for the preceding year. Since September, however, there has been 
a material gain so that the returns next year will indicate a much 
larger number in attendance than that given in this report. The 
decrease in per cent. of attendance can be more than accounted for 
by the very severe weather of last winter and by the unusual amount 
of sickness that prevailed during a portion of the year. 

In my ltst report emphasis was laid upon the necessity for 
regular and punctual attendance upon the sessions of the schools, for 
the habits of regularity and punctuality there formed not only have 
2 commercial value in the business world, but are essential elements 
in the formation of strong and vigorous character. Parents should 
realize more deeply than they frequently do that the work of the 
school is real and serious business from beginning to end, and that 
nothing but serious illness or matters of grave importance sblould 
ever be responsible for even a day’s absence. The State by legisla- 
tive enactments recognizes the child’s right to uninterrupted attend- 
ance at school, and as parents no one of us should be remiss in his 
duty. Teachers are often asked to excuse pupils for absence for 
reasons that in reality are nothing but indifference or lack of ambi- 
tion, caused oftentimes by late hours and the gratification of desires 
wholly foreign to school work 

In this connection parents are urged not only to co-operate 
with the teachers in their attempts to secure good attendance, but to 
remember that an active and intelligent interest on their own part 
will frequently do much towards arousing in the child a similar inter- 


est in the work of the school. 
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ADMITTANCE TO GRADE ONE 


Attention is called to the following amended rule of the School 
Committee : 

Section 7. Children who have never attended school shall not 
be allowed to enter the first grade, except during the first month of 
‘ach school year, unless they show evidence that they are capable of 
doing the work of the grade. No child less than five years old shall 
be allowed to enter the schools, unless his birthday comes during the 


month of September. 


Under the amended rule children who would formerly have been 
excluded from school until the fifth birthday was actually reached, 
may now enter the first day of the term. 

This amendment has been made for the benefit of those who 
feel that they mast send their children to school at the earliest 
moment possible. [am still of the opinion expressed in last year’s 
report, however, that such children would in most cases do better 
work if entrance to the school should be postponed at least one year. 
As a general thing such pupils are too immature to comprehend the 
work of their grade and as a result become a drag upon the class. 
‘To be convinced of this fact, one needs but to visit almost any of 


our first grades and study these pupils as the lesson is being taught. 


AGE AND SCHOOLING CERTIFICATES 


For the benefit of any who may not understand the laws relating 
to the employment of children in factories, the following extracts 
from the public statutes, with comments upon them, are given here. 

Under the laws of Massachusetts all children between the ages 


of seven and fourteen years are required to attend the public sehools, 
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or some approved private school, during the entire time the public 
schools are in session, unless the ‘* physical or mental condition is 
such as to render such attendance inexpedient or impracticable.” 
Children between fourteen and sixteen years of age must attend 
school or be regularly employed. 

The laws governing the employment of children are clear and. 
specific : 

Revised Laws, chapter 106. Srcrion 28. No child under the 
age of fourteen years shall be employed in any factory, workshop 
or mercantile establishment. No such child shall be employed at 
work performed for wages or other compensation, to whomsoever 
payable, during the hours when the public schools of the city or 
town in which he resides are in session, nor be employed at work 
before six o’clock in the morning or after seven o’clock in the 
evening. 

Section 30. An age and schooling certificate shall be approved 
only by the superintendent of schools or by a person authorized by 
him in writing, or, if there is no superintendent of schools, by a 
person authorized by the school committee; * * = *. 

The age and schooling certificate can be granted by the super- 
intendent only on the presentation by the applicant of an employ- 
ment ticket properly filled out and signed by the intending employer 
us evidence that the applicant will be employed if the certificate is 
granted. This employment ticket can be obtained from the super- 
intendent of schools. In making application for an age and school- 
ing certificate, the applicant should be accompanied by his parent or 


guardian. 
PROMOTION OF PUPILS 
There is probably no one problem connected with the work of 


the schools that demands of teacher and superintendent alike more 
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careful consideration than that of promotion from grade to grade. 

For the purpose of promotion pupils may be divided roughly 
into three classes: first, those who have been blessed with good 
health and a fair amount of ambition, and a consequent ability to do 
well the work of the grade. These we may safely assume will be 
promoted at the end of the year. ‘To the second elass belong those 
who throngh lack of ambition or through inability to maintain a 
creditable standing must of necessity fail of promotion. Between 
these two extremes comes a third division that may be classed as 
doubtful. It is to this class of pupils that most careful considera- 
tion must be given, for an error in judgment here may be fraught 
with consequences fatal to the child’s intellectual growth. Cireum- 
stances over which a pupil has no control may have placed him tem- 
porarily in this class, yet it would be manifest injustice to such a 
pupil to promote or to degrade him without taking into consid- 
eration these extraneous conditions. Each case must be considered 
on its own merits regardless of per cents. actually earned. Any 
system of marking, however good it may be in determining the 
standing of pupils, has its limitations, and must at times give way 
to other considerations which cannot be expressed in terms of per 
cent. 

In our own school system we endeavor to approximate this 
ideal. ‘The daily work, written tests (in the higher grades) and the 
child’s individuality are all factors in determining his fitness for 
promotion. Reports of each pupil’s progress are sent out at regu- 
lar intervals, and parents are urged to examine these carefully 
before approving them. If the report shows that the pupil has 
fallen into the doubtful class, or if for any other reason it is not 


satisfactory, parents should confer at once with the teacher. As a

result of such conference, the pupil may frequently be inspired ve 


wenewed efforts and promotion at the end of the year thus ensured, 


NEW TEXT BOOKS 

In the modern school system econemy ef time is an element of 
prime importance and ts effected by thorough organization and 
equipment. During the past year we have been able, by careful 
economy in all school expenses, to take a step in the direction of 
better equipment. Our text books in language and arithmetic had 
been in use for many vears, and in some respects were but poorly 
adapted to our present needs. It is a pleasure to report that we 
have been able to replace these with new and up-to-date books 
which, after four or five months’ trial, commend themselves heartily 
to pupils and teachers alike. 

The arithmetics avoid the extreme spiral method of treatment, 
which has become decadent, but preserve the best features of that 
methed combined with the old or topical arrangement of subjects, 
The examples given are modern in character and are such as the 
pupil is likely to meet with in the affairs of every day life. 

Gur work in language involves a large amount of practice in 
thought expression. In the upper grades there seems to be a need 
of more work in technical grammar, and in consequence of this need 
we are laying more stress upon this phase of the subject, being care= 
ful at the same time not to neglect the literature and language work 
begun in the lower grades.. echnical grammar, while not a desid- 
eratum in itself, does play an important part in preparing a pupil 
for reading intelligently the masterpieces of English and American 
literature, and on this ground its study is not only to be defended 


but also encouraged.

Our needs for the present year should be comparatively few, aside 
from those caused by the natural wearing out of books. Supple- 
mentary readers, especially for the lower grades, should be bought 
from time to time. Our text books in geography are badly worn, 
and these should be replaced, a few each year, by a more recent 


edition than that now in use. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


Of the pupils who graduate from our grammar school each June ¢ 
about eighty per cent. enter the high school. Of this eighty per 
cent. not more than half finish the course and graduate from the 
school. Some, it is true, must leave their studies for the factory as 
soon as the law will allow and become bread winners. Others in 
their haste to become self-supporting spend a few months at a busi- 
ness college and eventually find employment as clerks or stenog- 
raphers at relatively small wages. Promotions from these positions 
will come, if merited, but slowly, I believe, owing to immaturity and 
lack of thorough preparation for a business career, Business men 
are expecting more and more each year from those seeking employ- 
ment; normal and professional schools are setting a higher standard 
for admittance. and all along the line the demand is for better pre- 
paration for service. From these facts the conelusion must follow 
that the high school graduate will, after a year or more at a good 
business school, be worth much more to his employer than would a 
erammar school graduate with the same business training. His 
greater maturity of thought and his wider outlook are factors of no 
small value in the business world, and are qualities that will place 


lim at once in the line of promotion to better positions. 
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With our present teaching force and equipment we cannot offer 
our pupils a business course. We have, however, introduced a 
course in advanced arithmetic and business law, which is offered as 
a substitute for first year Latin, the latter subject being no longer 
required for graduation. 

The size of the classes in the grammar department would indi- 
‘ate that our high school will continue to grow in numbers for some 
time to come. Our present accommodations are already taxed to 
the utmost, a fact that must be taken into consideration in dealing 
with the high school problem. The following report of Prineipal 


Somes is submitted for your careful consideration. 


REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mx. E. Tf. Growr, Superintendent of Schools: 

I herewith submit my annual report as principal of the East 
sridgewater High School. 

The whole number of puptls enrolled m the high school, during 
the year ending in June, 1904, was #2, with an average attendance 
of 64. The whole pumber enrolled, during the year beginning Sep- 
tember, 1904, is 64, with an average attendanee of 62. The slight 
decrease in enrolment is due to the faet that the entering elass in 
September, 1904, was smaller by about one-third than the entering 
class of the previous year, although we received the same per cent. 
of grammar sehool graduates m each case. 

The ettendanece of the pupils has shown an improvement over 
that of the previous yeer, which may be due, in some measure, to 
the accuracy with whieh we now secure the reasons for absence or 
tardiness. I wish to eall your attention to the following table, pre- 
pared from the school records, which shows the exeuses presented 
for absence and tardiness during the school year beginning Septem- 
ber, 1905 and ending June, 1904. The figures in the table indicate 
instances of absence only — not separate days —~ for some absences, 
particularly those due to sickness, extend from one day to a week or 
more; consequently by counting each day of sickness undue weight 


would be given to that exeuse.

In general, according to the above table, the reasons given for 
absence are entirely justifiable and indicate that few pupils are ab- 
sent from school except for a sufficient reason; but the same thine 
does not appear to be true of tardiness. 

It will be seen that 98 instances of tardiness in a total of 144 
were due to various avoidable reasons, which a little care and fore- 
thought might have prevented. To realize the significance of this 
fact we need only to imagine what steps an employer would take if 
seventy per cent of the instances of tardiness, on the part of the 
employees in his store or factory, were due to avoidable reasons. 
At first thought, and applied to school duties the matter may not 
seem important, but punctuality in everything, however small, 
cannot be too strongly insisted upon. Those who apply to me for 
information about graduates or members of the school whom they 
expect to employ, without exception inquire if the pupil has habits 
of punctuality, and then the matter of being on time in school be- 
comes one of dollars and cents. An improvement is already evident 
in the records of the present school year, and it will continue if we 
have the help of the parents. 

During the last year we have tried to answer the demand for 
more practical work in the high school, and we have introduced a 


course of four recitations per week in Commercial Law and Arithme- 
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tic. The pupils study the requirements of ordinary contracts and 
negotiable business paper of all kinds, as well as the rights and 
liabilities of hotel keepers, express and transportation companies, 
agents and merchants. It is not technical but informs the pupils 
what such things are, and what is most important about them. In 
Arithmetic we make a thorough review of what has been studied in 
the lower schools, 

In my last report I spoke of the need of modern apparatus for 
our work in Physics, and I am very glad to state that our equip- 
ment for this branch has been increased by the purchase of simple 
apparatus which the pupils can use with safety and accuracy. We 
are able to give a thorough course, now, in both Physics and Chem- 
istry, and no special appropriations will be necessary for these 
branches except those demanded by possible increases in ciasses, or 
the depreciation of the apparatus. We have made it possible, also, 
to give a short course in Botany this spring by condensing the work 
of the class in English History to twenty weeks instead of forty as 
heretofore. 

As the school stands today more work is being done with the 
present teaching force than many schools would attempt, and it will 
be impossible to add any new subjects unless the number of teachers 
is increased. ‘The present needs of the school are few because so 
much has been done in the last two years. No text books have ever 
been purchased for the senior class in Civil Government, although it 
has been a regular course for some years, and they should be secured 
this spring. 

The general work of the pupils has been satisfactory, and they 
should be commended for the interest they have shown in their work. 


‘The school has recently been made the recipient of a large picture of 
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the Roman Forum-—presented to the school by the class of 1879-to 
the members of which the school wishes to express its thanks. 

In concluding I wish to say that the progress we have made 
would have been impossible without the co-operation of the members 
of the school board. During the past two years I have never made 
a request for books or apparatus which has not been granted. I 
thank the members of the school committee for their encouragement.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISORS OF MUSIC 


Mr. E. H. Grout, Superintendent of Schools, 

Dear Sir: We cheerfully comply with your request to hand in 
our report as Supervisors of Music. 

Last year we reported general advancement and special atten- 
tion to the study of fixed pitch. That there has been a gradual 
advancement is plain to all. We wish we could present a compari- 
son of the present attainments and the conditions of even two years 
ago, which would clearly illustrate the progress made. 

The ability to read music from the board by the young pupils 
of the lower grades can be easily recognized, yet the work here has 
been hindered by the lack of music readers. We are now hoping 
for better things in this direction. 

We stated in our last report the need of music readers, and we 
appreciate your effort to assist us in materializing the plan sub- 
mitted to you a short time ago. The Grammar School and one of 
the Primaries procured new material without expense to the town. 
This fact will help us to supply the wants of some of the intermedi- 
ate classes and the outlying schools with but little cost to the town. 

At the meeting of the supervisors of music recently held in 
Boston, called by the State Board of Education, there were many 
good things brought out, one was this, — that where music is con- 
sidered merely an adjunct to the graduation exercises and other 
public occasions, much of the real benefit to the pupil in after life 
is lost. We have endeavored to effect results which shall be practi- 
cal and permanent. 


We have had in the High School male voice drill (four parts),

which has helped the young men in ear-training and voice culttire. 
The young ladies have been drilled in trio work, which is very help- 
fulin raising the standard of excellence in all that pertains to ex- 
pression and effect in vocal music. 

In conclusion we would say that we have appreciated your kind 
interest in our work, and wish to thank the members of the com- 
mittee for their official support.

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No radical changes have been attempted, but wherever an opportun- 


ity for improvement has appeared we have availed ourselves of it. 


It is fitting that reference should be made at this time to the 
efforts made by teachers and pupils of two of our schools to make 
their schoolrooms more attractive. The pupils of the Elmwood 
Primary, with money raised by an entertainment, have bought for 
the school a handsome bookease and a set of music books. The 
pupils of the Center Grammar School by various means have raised 
money for singing books and a dictionary, and in addition to this 
have framed a large picture and purchased a teacher’s desk. Such 
efforts indicate an interest in the schools and as such are to be 
commended. 

It is my privilege at this time, and pleasure as well, to extend 
to the citizens of the town a cordial invitation to inspect the work 
of the schools, and also to express to teachers and to members of 
the School Committee my sincere thanks for courtesies extended me 
and for helpful co-operation in the work of the past year.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS. 


I submit the following report : 


Since my appointment, May 10, 1905, I have inspected 
the following animals: Cows, 618; oxen, 2; goats, 4; 
young stock, 86; bulls, 17; swine, 424, making a total of 
I,1§1 animals. Found five cows which I quarantined, four 
of them having tuberculosis and were killed and buried, 
and the other one was released by the cattle commission- 
ers, it having proved a case of bronchitis. I found a few 
stables enlarged and improved with good light and ventila- 
tion. Others, where a number of cattle are kept, sadly 
require it. The cattle in town generally appear well kept 
and in good condition.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
FOR YEAR ENDING DEC, 31, 1905. 


At the annual town meeting Mr. W. C. Baxter was 
re-elected for a term of three yaars. 

Mr. H. E. Marble tendered his resignation as a mem- 
ber in March. Ata joint meeting of the selectmen and 
board of health, on April 15, Mr. David B. Robbins was 
elected for one year to fill the vacancy. 

The officers for the year were W. C. Baxter, chair- 
man; John W. Holloway, secretary. 

Mr. S. W. Ward was appointed inspector of slaughter 
houses, and Mr. H. E. Marble, as in previous years, has 
had charge of the odorless excavating apparatus 

Five complaints have been sent to the board and in- 
vestigated. 

The subject of drainage for Union street, between 
Central street and the railroad station, has become a seri- 
ous matter and one that calls for attention from the citi- 
zens. The existing conditions are very unsatisfactory and 
a menace to the public health. The board recommends 
that in the near future some general system of drainage 
and dispersal of sewage be adopted. 

Notice has been received of the following cases of 
contagious diseases and the same reported to the State 
board: Typhoid fever, 1 ; diphtheria, 4; measles, 8. 

Fifty-seven burial permits have been issued. Although 
the number of deaths recorded considerably exceeds that 
of the previous year it will be observed that the increase 
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is due in part to the fact that many persons in advanced 
years have passed away. 

Of the permits 7 were for children under 8 months; 1 
for child between 5 and 10 years; 13 tor persons between 
70 and 80 years ; 12 for persons between 80 and go years ; 
I for person over 90 years; 9 for non-residents, 

Mr. S. W. Ward reports that during the year he has 
inspected 234 swine, 174 calves, 3 cows and 14 lambs. 
Four of the swine were condemned. 

Mr. Marble took 86 loads from cesspools, receiving all 
money from same in payment for services.

Gypsy AND BROWN-TAIL MOTHS.

In our report one year ago reference was made to the 
great need of added facilities for properly heating the 
library building. The appropriation of the town, at its 
annual meeting, for this purpose has enabled us to place a 
wood furnace in the cellar to supplement the old heater, 
which has thus far worked admirably. We have every 
reason to hope that the problem is solved. The balance 
of the money has been spent for much needed repairs. 
These were more expensive than was anticipated at the 
. beginning of the year, consequently there is a bill of over 
seventy dollars that has not been paid. We recommend 
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an appropriation of one hundred dollars to cancel this debt 
and to meet what other minor expenses of this character 
that may arise during the yeer. 

We regret exceedingly that exagerated reports have 
been circulated and published abroad in regard to the 
safety of our library building. Mr. Fred P. Whitmarsh, 
one of our selectmen, and a practical builder, has carefully 
examined the entire structure and reports that while there 
are defects that need attention to prevent their growing 
worse there is absolutely no danger of a collapse. The 
public need feel no fear in entering the building. Mr. 
Whitmarsh made recommendations to the trustees. We 
have requested the selectmen to act upon them, and they 
have agreed to do so. No doubt everything necessary 
will be done without delay. 

Again we wish to thank the citizens for their willing 
and hearty co-operation in our efforts to add to the appro- 
priation of the town for the purchase of new books. As 
has been done for several years, a rummage sale was held 
in G. A. Hall in October, to which the people very gener- 
ously contributed. The proceeds netted the library about 
seventy dollars. A large part of this money has already 
been spent in placing books on the shelves that were much 
needed to supply the demand. The balance will no doubt 
be used for the same purpose before this report reaches 
the public. 

That its public library should be up to date, is a pro- 
per cause for pride to any community. To do this, a con- 
stant supply of new books, its very life blood, is indispen- 
sible. The Trustees have felt keenly their inability, owing 
to the lack of funds to do in this line all that the citizens 
have desired. We have tried however to make what was 
available of the greatest possible benefit to the library, by 
exercising care and discrimination in selecting such books 
as in our judgment, would best meet the needs of its 
patrons, 
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Possibly the general public, not having given the 
matter special consideration, is not fully aware of the ex- 
penses of maintaining the library. There seems to be an 
impression that most of the town’s appropriation may be 
spent for books. A careful study of the treasurer’s report 
will show this to be false. There are many unavoidable 
expenses that must be met, which call for.a very consider- 
able outlay. 

This year we have adopted a new charging system, 
which has been an expense, that need not occur again. 
We feel sure however that it will be a saving in the end, 
and a source of gratification, both to the librarian and to, 
patrons of the library. 

Other items of interest will be found in the librarian’s 
report which follows.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The twenty-second annual report of the library for the 
year ending December 31, 1905 is herewith presented. 


INVENTORY.—The total number of volumes now in the 
library is 1256. This represents an increase of 167 books. 
Of these additions 10 were gifts and 11 replacements of 
books worn out. 

None were destroyed from contagion. 


CiRCULATION.—The library was open 186 days and 
9551 books were circulated for home use, a daily average 
of 51.35. The largest daily circulation 117 was on Satur- 
day, ;August 12, and the smallest 17, on Wednesday, 
November 29. During the year 115 books were charged 
on teachers’ cards. 


Girts.—There is great pleasure in recording the 
generous gift from Mr. W. A. Rust of the Cyclopaedia of 
Applied Electricity in 5 volumes, the text-books of the 
American School of Correspondence. These volumes 
supplement his gifts of last year; the Cyclopaedias of 
Engineering, of Drawing, and Modern Shop Practice. 

Thanks are due all others who have contributed books 
or pictures, and all who helped make the sale in October a 
success. 

Seventy dollars was realized for the purchase of 
books ; without this aid accessions would be few in num- 
ber, and without frequent additions of new books interest 
cannot be maintained in a library. 
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From the bequest of Mrs. Aaron Hobart several 
books too expensive to be purchased from our annual 
appropriation have been added to the library. These 
books are marked by a special book-plate. 


CHARGING SysTEM.—In June work was begun upon a 
new charging system, in November it was put in effect. 
The Browne system was adopted, it being the most satis- 
factory, simplifying work, saving time and expense. 


CaTALoGinG.—The Library of Congress cards have 
been purchased for the accessions of the year. It is 
hoped in time cards may be procured for all books in the 
library—a card catalog being muck needed. Finding lists 
are out of date before printed. The only thing that is 
permanent is a card catalog. 

; it is expansive 


A card catalog never needs rc-writinz ; 
and grows as the library grows. Cards for new books can 
be entered at anytime in their exact alphabetic order. 

With such a catalog all the resources of the library 
are;put in most accessible form—for the student who 
desires to find all the library contains on a certain subject ; 
and for the reader who, finding a bcok by a new author 
reads it with pleasure, and desires to know “what else the 
library contains by the same writer.” 

Without a card catalog no library or business can 
today be kept up to date, or do its best work. Can we not 
hope the close of 1906 may find us the proud posessors of 
a card catalog ! 

For the kindly interest of our towns people in the 
library, and the cordial support of the trustees in my work, 
I am heartily appreciative.

Report of School Committee. 


To the citizens of East Bridgewater : 


At the annual town meeting Mr. Lorin A. Presby was 
elected for one year to fill out the unexpired term of Geo. 
M. Churchill, Susan B. Dunphe for another term of three 
years, and Herbert C. Thorndike for a full term in place . 
of Edward L. Curran. 

The committee, at the first meeting of the year, 
organized by re-electing William H. Taylor, chairman ; 
Susan B. Dunphe, secretary ; Edward T. Morse, treasurer ; 
William H. Taylor, prudential committee. William T. 
Greene, George Hudson,.Edgar H. Grout and T. S. H. 
Rounsville were chosen to serve as truant officers. 

At the joint meeting of the committees of our school 
district in April, Mr. Edgar H. Grout was unanimously re- 
elected superintendent of schools, and has filled the posi- 
tion during the year with honor to himself, and we believe 
to the satisfaction of all concerned. The condition of the 
various schools in town and his recommendations for their 
improvement are discussed at length in his report, to 
which the citizens are asked to give their careful consid. 
eration. 

As recommended by the committee in their last 
report, the Elmwood buildings were repainted during the 
summer vacation. Also slate blackboards have been 
placed in the house at Eastville, much to the improvement 
of the room, as the old boards were in a very dilapidated 
condition. 

The rooms still unsupplied with these boards are 
Beaver Intermediate, West Primary, Elmwood Primary, 
Satucket and Northville. Of these Elmwood Primary 
seems to be the most needy. We recommend that slate 
be placed in this room this year. Also the repainting of 
the buildings at Beaver. 
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Minor repairs on all the buildings have been giver 
attention throughout the year. We know of nothing in 
this line at present that calls for a large outlay.

To the School Committee of East Bridgewater, Mass. : 


In accordance with your rules, I respectfully submit 
for your consideration my third annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools.

There are at present three factors that determine 
to a considerable extent the degree of regularity with 
which pupils attend school. These are the attitude 
of the parent towards education, the interest the child has 
in his work, and, in a measure, the age of the pupil. 

I am glad to report that in the large majority of cases 
the hearty co-operation of the parents in securing regular 
attendance can be relied upon; there are still a few, how- 
ever, who through lack of appreciation of the work the 
schools are trying to do fail to exert a direct and positive 
influence in this direction. It is true that in many fami- 
lies occasions arise when the help of the child at home 
seems to be indispensable, yet such occasions should be 
rare and not regular occurrences. A little self-denial, or 
sacrifice of personal pleasure, or even more careful plan- 
ning of work, would in some cases secure for the child 
more regular attendance. It is also true that at times 
consideration for the health of the child demands that he 
be kept at home. But I question if we are not inclined 
occasionally to be over careful in this respect. 

A second factor to be considered is the child’s inter- 
est in his school work. This interest should be the out- 
come not of a gratified desire to be entertained, but of a 
genuine desire and thirst for knowledge, aroused in the 
child by the personal influence of his teacher. It implies 
a mutual relationship between teacher and pupil, the latter 
of whom has a right to expect benefits and progress com- 
mensurate with the efforts he himself makes. On the 
other hand, the teacher has an equal right to expect from 
the pupil seriousness of purpose and a willingness to per 
form to the extent of his ability each day’s work as it is 
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assigned him. Under such conditions good attendance 
will be secured without resort to artificial measures. 

In the third place, the percentage of attendance is 
lowered materially by children of the first grade, some of 
whom, even though they satisfy our age requirements, are 
too immature physically as well as mentally to endure the 
strain of regular attendance. Repetition of the first year’s 
work is frequently necessary in such cases, a repetition 
that results in loss of interest and makes progress through 
the grades slow and difficult. Far better is it to keep such 
children at home until they can enter upon the work with 
vigor and understanding. 

At this point it is fitting to call attention to recent 
legislation relative to school attendance. Hitherto the age 
and schooling certificate could be granted to all pupils who 
had reached the age of fourteen. Under the new law of 
1905, children between the ages of fourteen and sixteen, 
unless able to read and to write simple sentences in the 
English language, must attend some day school the same 
as children between seven and fourteen. Furthermore, 
the law must be interpreted strictly, and no certificate can 
be issued until the applicant can satisfy fully the require- 
ments of the statute. 


TEACHERS AND SCHOOLS. 


Of the eighteen regular teachers in service in our 
town one year ago, but nine are with us today. All but 
three of our schools have experienced at least one change 
in teachers during the year, but, as most of the resignations 
occurred during the summer vacation, the interruption to 
school work was not so great as the number of changes 
would seem to indicate. Every effort has been made to 
fill the vacancies as they have occurred by selecting 
teachers of experience or special training, a task made 
especially difficult by the scarcity of good grade teachers. 


Other places experience a similar difficulty, but by paying 
larger salaries than we can afford are able to retain 
teachers for a longer period of service. The scarcity of 
teachers has been attributed to the prosperous times and to 
the fact that other lines of employment, more lucrative 
and in some ways more attractive, are open to women 
today. Whatever may be the cause, the fact remains that 
for the past few years the supply has failed to keep pace 
with the demand, and there seems to be no prospect that 
conditions will materially improve in the near future. 

During the year we have lost two of our teachers by 
death, Miss Hattie M. Wilbar, long connected with our, 
school system, and Mr. H. J. Whittemore, who, with his son, 
had had charge of the music for several years. Mr. H. E. 
Whittemore became his father’s successor at Revere, 
Massachusetts, and was obliged to give up his work here. 
Miss Annie R. Hooper, a music teacher of experience, was 
elected to fill the vacancy. 

During the past year we have attempted to give our 
pupils greater facility in applying the lessons learned in 
school to the practical problems of life. In arithmetic we 
have insisted upon greater accuracy and readiness in 
handling the four fundamental processes of addition, sub- 
traction, multiplication, and division. The work in 
language has improved and it is a pleasure to note com- 
mendable progress in composition writing. The course in 
history has been modified so that the subject is completed 
at the end of the eighth grade. Two new text-books have 
been introduced, one for the seventh grade the other for 
the eighth, each to be completed during the year for which 
it is assigned. By this plan pupils who are compelled to 
leave school at the end of the seventh grade will have 
studied the entire field of American history, while pupils 
completing the eighth grade will have the additional 
opportunity of reviewing the subject from another book 
and by a wholly different method of treatment. 
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Though history as a separate subject has been 
dropped from the ninth grade, it is still studied in correla- 
tion with geography, which in this grade is treated much 
more comprehensively than in the earlier grades and 
with special reference to its social and commercial 
features. 


INDIVIDUAL INSTRUCTION. 


Much has been said and written in recent years in re- 
gard to modern systems of education, and no small amount 
of criticism has centered about class instruction. The 
grouping of large numbers of pupils into grades, with an- 
nual promotions, is an essential feature of any well organ- 
ized school system and can be justified on the ground of 
economy of time and teaching energy. New topics can be 
presented and taught to a class as well as to an individual ; 
furthermore, the class unit affords an opportunity for test- 
ing progress and for training pupils in oral expression. 

With all its advantages the system still has one seri- 
ous defect, shown in the tendency to subordinate the 
individual and his needs to the welfare of the class as a 
whole; in which respect the bright pupils as well as the 
dull and unfortunate are made to suffer alike. This defect 
has long been recognized, and our best teachers have done 
much to correct it; but in the large mass of pupils there 
has always been a considerable number who could not be 
reached. In their attempt toaid such pupils teachers have 
at times lost sight of the legitimate use to which the reci- 
tation period may be put; and time and patience are 
wasted in vain endeavors to elucidate for the individual 
what is already clear to the rest of the class. Again, help 
given to the pupil before or after school, if given at his 
own request, will undoubtedly be productive of good re- 
sults; but when such assistance is forced upon an unwill- 
ing recipient the outcome is far from satisfactory. 
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Among the latest methods devised to solve this prob- 
lem is the Batavia system of individual instruction, origi- 
nated by Superintendent Kennedy of Batavia, N. Y. This 
system, modified at times to meet local conditions, is being 
introduced by superintendents with a considerable degree 
of success. The Batavia method presupposes conditions 
different from those that obtain in our own schools, yet 
has suggested a plan which we are endeavoring to adjust 
to our peculiar needs. Teachers have been requested to 
eliminate from their recitation periods the undesirable ele- 
ments mentioned above, saving in this and other ways 
time for giving special help to those who need it most.’ 
While the class is busy with work at their seats, the 
teacher passing quietly from pupil to pupil, or calling indi- 
viduals to her desk, gives just the needed help under favor- 
able conditions, since the pupil’s attention is no longer 
diverted by the gaze of the waiting class. It is hoped that 
as teachers become more familiar with the details of the 
plan better results will reward their efforts, and we shall 
have each year a relatively larger number of promotions 
from grade to grade. 


READING AND LITERATURE. 


In my report of two years ago some space was given 
to the subject of reading. At this time I wish to call 
attention to that report and to emphasize the recommenda- 
tions made therein. 

Modern methods of instruction have done much to 
make the child’s progress in reading rapid and compara- 
tively easy ; he learns to read, and to read understandingly, 
at a much earlier age than formerly, thus acquiring the 
key which will unlock for him the treasures’ of literature. 
There is a danger, however, in our desire to secure rapid 
progress, that we place before him material too difficult in 
form or content or possibly in both. This danger is es- 
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pecially present if the teacher be confined to a very limited 
number of readers. Inasmuch as classes of the same grade 
differ widely in ability to grasp thought, it follows that a 
book easy enough for one may be too difficult for another. 
Furthermore, as soon as a class has reached a point ina 
given reader where reading is no longer a pleasure, or at 
least cannot be done with profit, the old book should be 
discarded temporarily, and another substituted for it. It is 
generally conceded, I believe, that the best results are to 
be obtained from reading a large amount of relatively easy 
material, containing enough new words to insure a steady 
growth in the child’s vocabulary. I would therefore 
recommend that it be our policy to provide a larger amount 
of easy reading material for the schools than has been pro- 
vided in the past. Such a plan involves a larger initial 
expense but is in the end a source of economy. 

Having taught the child how to read, the school 
should teach him what to read. Teachers can do much, 
more perhaps than they are doing, in this respect; but 
their efforts must be supplemented by a wise co-operation 
on the part of parents, who should know. what their chil- 
dren are reading. It is a matter for concern that there 
should exist today so large a demand for the purely 
ephemeral in literature instead of for the masterpieces of 
our language. Some of the books that fall into the hands 
of young and old are positively bad and direct in their in- 
fluence upon the reader, while others work their injury 
more insidiously, and are in consequence more dangerous 
in character. Such books requiring but little if any effort 
to be understood, gradually sap the mental vigor of the 
reader, depriving him of all desire for the best that the lit- 
eratures of the world afford. On the other hand, some of 
the correspondence schools of the country are doing a 
grand work in offering lines of study and reading to 
young men and women unable to bear the expense of col- 
lege or professional school. A few hours each week spent 
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in profitable reading and study under the guidance of 
these schools, will oftentimes enable one to rise above the 
station into which he was born, and to make his name 
known and honored among men. 


REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL. 


Mr. E. H. Grout, Superintendent of Schools, East Bridge- 
water, Mass. 
Dear Sir: 
I herewith submit my annual report as principal of 
the High School. 


ATTENDANCE 


The total membership for the present year shows a 
slight increase over the last and very closely equals our 
total seating capacity. I append a table of attendance 
statistics for five years which will show the comparative 
size and attendance of the school. School years end in 
June of the years named.

I am glad to report that there has been improvement 
in the matter of punctuality referred to in my last report. 
The number of tardy marks due to avoidable causes has 
decreased, and of those occurring at present about 97 per 
cent. are caused by less than 3 per cent. of the pupils in 
school, 
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CouRSE OF STUDY. 


I think I can place the present condition of the school 
no more clearly before the citizens of the town than to 
summarize briefly the additions made since 1903 to the 
work of the school and add as an appendix a copy of the 
present course of study. I wish to emphasize the fact 
that we have not dropped any study from the course dur- 
ing this time or reduced the time devoted to any study, 
except jthe one noted below, although no reduction has 
been made in the amount of work accomplished in that. 

We have added the following new studies to the 
course since 1903: 

German, one year. 

Advanced Arithmetic, one year. 

Commercial Law, one year. 

Bookkeeping, one year. 

Geology, one-half year. 

We have increased the work in American History 
from one recitation per week to four, and the work in Eng- 
lish from three to four recitations per week in the first 
two years of the course. We have purchased equipments 
sufficient for laboratory courses in Chemistry and Physics 
for aclass of 25 pupils, and introduced courses of about 
200 experiments in Chemistry and 50 in Physics. We 
have reduced the work in English History from one year 
to one-half year, but accomplish practically the same 
amount of work in the latter time. 

In addition to purchasing equipments for the new 
courses above, we have bought text books for the classes in 
American History, Civics, and English Literature, for none 
of which books had been supplied. And we have mean- 
while made additions to the equipment for the other 
classes, to replace books worn out or to supply the in- 
creased numbers. Through gifts from the graduating 
classes, and appropriations from the school board, we have 
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added to our library about fifty dollars’ worth of standard 
reference books for the differnnt departments. 


COMMERCIAL STUDIES. 


It will be noticed that in the list of new studies in 
the previous paragraph are three commonly known as 
commercial studies, i.e. Arithmetic, Commercial Law, and 
Bookkeeping. 

About two years ago the commercial “ colleges,’ by 
their attractive advertising methods, began to draw pupils 
away from the high school to the business school. A com-' 
mercial school education is a useful thing, but in the hands 
of a high school graduate it is much more valuable than in 
the hands of a younger non-graduate. It has been my at- 
tempt by the introduction of commercial studies in the 
high school, and by personal appeal, to retain as many as 
possible of those who would otherwise leave it for the bus- 
iness college. A year ago we lost seven pupils to the 
business schools ; this year but one. 

Our course in Arithmetic in the fall and winter terms 
is a thorough review of all the operations previously 
taught, while the spring term will be devoted to drills in 
simple additicn, subtraction, multiplication, division, and 
the small fractions. 

Our course in Commercial Law is intended to teach 
the more simple legal rules of business. 

Our course in Bookkeeping, introduced last Septem- 
ber, is modelled on the system in use in the best business 
schools, and it teaches the pupils not only the methods of 
bookkeeping but also the requirements of the various 
forms of business papers demanded by wholesale and 
retail stores, commission dealers, banks, and freight offices ; 
and the pupils are required to use the actual papers them- 
selves in their individual transactions, and do not merely 
read about them in a text book. In other words the 
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method is that known as ‘“ Actual Business.” I shall be 
glad to explain and exhibit the work which is being done 
to any one who will call at the school. 


STANDARD OF SCHOLARSHIP. 


With the approval of the board, I instituted last June 
a definite standard of the work which shall be required for 
graduation. In previous years we have experienced diffi- 
culty in granting diplomas on account of the irregularity of 
the work accomplished by different pupils and the absence 
of any standard of comparison. At present, to receive a 
diploma, a pupil must have attended the High School four 
years, and must have successfully passed at least sixteen 
courses, but he may take not less than four courses in one 
year. In June of each year a pupil is informed of the 
number of courses he has passed, and if deficient, 1s ad- 
vised of the way in which such deficiencies may be 
removed. A pupil who has passed three of four courses 
may be promoted to the next class if the deficient course 
be reviewed or passed by examination. A pupil deficient 
in two or more courses may not be promoted unless one or 
both of the deficient courses be reviewed or passed by 
examination. Examinations are held the week before 
school opens in September for those who wish to pass the 
courses failed the previous year. Last year, in Septem- 
ber, nearly all who had failed some part of their work pre- 
sented themselves for the special examinations and the 
majority succeeded in gaining credit for their deficient 
courses. 


CONCLUSION. 


I wish to repeat what I have said in previous reports 
in regard to college preparation; that is, that any young 
man or woman may prepare for the colleges or technical 
schools in our own High School, without attending schoo] 
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elsewhere or employing a private tutor, but to do this suc- 
cessfully in this or any school requires hard work and con- 
stant ambition during the whole course. We offer in 
schoo] today sufficient studies for college preparation, and 
have represcntatives from our graduating classes in three 
technical schools, in college, and in the Normal school. 

] wish to thank the school board and you, as superin- 
tendent, for your willingness in aiding me in my work and 
your attention to my suggestions.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Mr. E. H. Grout, Superintendent of Schools of East 
Bridgewater, Mass. : 


It gives me great pleasure to report a general im- 
provement in drawing in the schools this year. The 
teachers we now have understand the work better as a 
whole than any body of teachers I haver ever worked with 
in East Bridgewater. 

In three or four schools especially, where the teachers 
have been retained several years, we have been able to 
congratulate each other on the increased ability of the 
children to do the required work well. 

The teachers’ meetings this year have been given 
separately for the Primary, Intermediate and Grammar 
sections, which seems to be a more helpful method for the 
teachers. 

The Primary teacher has perhaps the hardest task of 
all. The rudiments of any study are not very interesting 
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in themselves but must be made so by association. So, in 
drawing, we have the small hand to train before it can 
make a picture which can be recognized. The child must 
learn to notice more fully day by day, the characteristic 
points which make one object different from another and 
this must be done without too much criticism of his own 
work. Educators recognize how precious as a means 
towards learning is the willingness of a small child to 
attempt to draw anything, and they foster this by much 
picture story-telling. The crude results which Primary 
children produce may not seem encouraging to their 
parents, but one must feel impressed to visit a school and 
see fifty small children trying hard to express with their 
hands what is in their minds. The willingness to attempt 
is what we must not lose. 

A very helpful month’s work in the Intermediate 
grades was the planning and furnishing of a miniature 
room. The children chose together the general color for 
the room, worked out designs for rugs, wall paper, borders, 
etc., and constructed the furniture from cardboard, the 
best work done in the school being used to show a com- 
pleted model. 

The Grammar school pupils have done some excellent 
printing of memory gems, and book making. I know of 
nothing that so well teaches the beauty of carefull well. 
planned work. Your Grammar School Principal has done 
much in using the children’s knowledge of drawing for 
illustrating their school papers on various topics. We 
hope to do more yet in this line. 

Drawing of birds and flowers has been successful and 
I feel that this is valuable to the children who spend so 
much of their lives among them. 

We cannot however have work in drawing which 
compares well with other towns of the size of East Bridge- 
water until we are more liberally supplied with materials. 
Every mechanic realizes the restrictions which come from 
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inadequate tools and will feel with me how fruitless it is to 
ask results from the teachers when they have not the 
necessary materials for the work. 

Many times, after visits to schools in other towns, the 
teachers have told me of work in drawing which they have 
seen and have said, “I wish we could do things like that, 
but we haven’t the supplies with which to work.’”’ We 
need some supplies for work in color, not for itself only, 
but to give interest and charm to many necessary exer- 
cises for drill on difficult points. Especially do we need it 
in the Primary Schools. 

I have been pleased to find, as I have talked with 
several of the townspeople, what a genuine interest is 
taken in the schools, not only by people who have children 
of their own, but by others also. 

I regret that I do not see more of the parents and 
would be very glad to have them come into school during 
my lessons.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. E. H. Grout, Superintendent of Schools. 
Dear Sir: 

As the time has been rather limited, I submit to you 
the plan of the work rather than the report of what has 
been done. 

The song is the basis of instruction, constituting the 
vital centre of each lesson from the first grade through the 
high school. When the children have grown to love the 
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song, the technical work should be introduced in a way to 
develop the desire to know, not as a drill for the sake of 
drilling. The principal points emphasized this year are: 

1. Developing the voice. 

2. Understanding of all major keys. 

3. Developing alertness in sight reading. 

4. Developing a sense of rhythm and a knowledge 
of time. 

5. Memorizing and written reproductions.

TExT Books AND SUPPLIES. 


A study of a recent report issued by the State Board 
of Education reveals the fact that the amount of money 
spent per pupil for books and supplies by this town is ex: 
tremely small. The average sum spent for each pupil of 
the State for this purpose is one dollar and fifty cents, and 
for each pupil in Plymouth county is one dollar and fifty- 
nine cents; on the other hand, the sum spent per pupil 
by this town during the past three years averages one dol- 
lar and sixteen cents. Furthermore, during the past six 
or seven years our school population has increased about 
twelve per cent., while our appropriation for books and 
supplies has remained unchanged. The time has come, 
therefore, when we must ask for a larger appropriation for 
this purpose if we expect to maintain the standard of our 
schools. Our appropriation for several years has been six 
hundred dollars; for the ensuing year we need at least 
seven hundred. a 
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CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this report I wish to call attention to 
the fact that the seating capacity of the high school and 
Allen buildings is taxed nearly to the utmost. Any con- 
siderable increase in the number of pupils at the Center 
would necessitate an addition to our school accommoda- 
tions. It isa difficult matter to foresee our needs for the next 
few years, as our school population is a variable quantity with 
no fixed rate of increase or decrease. Our schools at the 
Center are growing rapidly in attendance, while the dis- 
trict schools, with one or two exceptions, have steadily lost 
in membership. Curtisville enrolls but ten pupils, whilé 
Northville has a membership of thirty-eight. 

I desire again to urge upon the parents the import- 
ance of becoming better acquainted with the work their 
children are doing in the schools. Frequent visitation and 
conference with the teacher in charge are a stimulus to 
the pupil and a protection against misunderstandings be- 
tween the school and the home. 

The thanks of teachers and superintendent are due to 
the members of the school committee for helpful co-opera- 
tion and support, and to all who have in any way shown 
an interest in the work of the schools.

During the past year I have inspected 210 stables ; 
685 cows; 106 young cattle; 320 swine; 15 bulls; 6 
goats; 2 oxen. Have quarantined 9 cows apparently 
affilcted with tuberculosis. Four were released by the 
Chief of Cattle Bureau and 5 were killed and buried at the 
request of the owners without examination by State 
Vetinary. During the last annual inspection I have found 
improvements in regard to cleanliness and ventilation, and 
report the improvements of the appearance of the cattle, 
whole numbers of animals inspected, 1,325.

Board consulted. The matter was (finally referred to the 
Committee on Water Supply and Sewerage for considera- 
tion. : 

It is earnestly requested that all persons having cess- 
pools shall cause the same to be cleaned before June 1 ; 
both as a precaution against sickness and to insure prompt 
service in response to calls for the sewer cart. During 
the summer months it is almost impossible to find any one 
willing to do the work. 7 

In accordance with a law passed in 1906, a wage 
earner who is required to remain away from his employ- 
ment in the interest of the public health shall receive 
compensation from the town. It therefore becomes neces- 
sary to ask for an increased appropriation to meet any 
such demand. 

Mr. S. W. Ward reports that he has inspected 204

The work of the Library has progressed during the 
year under the faithful services of its librarian, Miss Lucy 
L. Siddall. A perusal of her report to the Trustees will 
show a largely increased circulation over previous years. 

Through the kindness of Frank O. Keith a new 
delivery once in two weeks, has been established, this 
year, at his store in Matfield, thus providing a convenient 
way for the people of that vicinity to make use of the 
Library. Fourteen persons have availed themselves of 
the privilege and have become regular patrons. 

Knowing as we do the great educational value of a 
good public library in our midst, the Trustees have 
endeavored during the year to ascertain the wants of our 
citizens, and as far as they were able, to place such publi- 
cations within their reach as would best meet the require- 
ments, thus making the library of the greatest possible 
efficiency.

The increase in the appropriation given us by the 
town, and the generosity of the friends of the Library 
have enabled us to do more in this line than ever before. 
There have been added to our list since our last report 
324 books, the largest increase of any one year in the 
history of the Library. Cards have been written or pur- 
chased for all these books, together with accessions of the 
_ previous year forming the nucleus of a card catalog. We 
hope that soon all books that belong to us may be treated 
in the same way. This is a system that is used and very 
much liked in a majority of Public Libraries. We believe 
if once established here, so that the patrons could become 
acquainted with that method of finding books, they would 
never care to return to the printed finding list. Unlike 
the latter a card catalog never goes out of date. It grows 
as the Library grows. The card for every new book is 
put in its proper place at once, and is accessible to the 
public More than this it greatly lightens the work of the 
librarian, so as to enable her to give much better service 
to those in search of books, and once installed the ex- 
pense of maintainence is very small. 

In our efforts to increase the efficiency of the Library, 
we have been greatly assisted by the very generous gift of 
Mr. William A. Rust, who in memory of Nancy E. Rust, 
has presented to the Library two thousand, ($2,000) 
dollars, as a perpetual fund, the income to be used annual- 
ly for the purchase of such books, as will be of lasting value 
to its patrons. For this gift the Trustees feel profoundly 
grateful. For a list of bequests and legacies now belong- 
ing to the Library, see report of Treasurer. 

We have tried during the year, to co-operate with the 
public schools, as much as possible, and think that in this 
direction we have had some success. The teachers and 
scholars, are waking up more and more to the idea, that 
the Public Library may and should be a source of great 
help to them in their work. 
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The improvement in the heating plant, reported last 
year, has been a source of comfort both to the librarian 
and to all who have entered the building. Thus far it has 
proved very satisfactory. There has been no trouble 
about keeping the rooms at a proper temperature.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The twenty-third annual report of the Library for the 
year ending December 31, 1906, is here presented. 


InvENTORY.—The total number of volumes now in the 
Library is 4,556. This represents an increase of 300 
books, 13 were gifts, 33 replacements of books worn out. 


CIRCULATION.—The total number of books loaned for 
home use was 11,053, classified as follows : 


Fiction, 9,375 
Magazines, 592 
Literature, 225 
Biography, 193 
Travel, 183 
History, 166 
Useful Arts, 93 
Fine Arts, 74 
Sociology, 64 
Science, 53 
Philosophy and Religion, 35°

The two card system is in use whereby each patron is 
entitled to two books—one fiction—the other not fiction. 

Teachers are allowed to take as many books as they 
need relative to their work, and keep them as long as re- 
quired, unless called for by the public when upon notifica- 
tion they shall be returned, ' 
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Through the inter-library loan books not expected to 
be found in a small library may be procured for the 
student who wishes to pursue any line of work. 

Two or three books can be taken at once thus saving 
expense, express charges to be paid by the borrower. 


Girts.—The founding of the “Nancy E. Rust Fund,” 
of $2,000, “the income to be devoted to the purchase of 
books of permanent value” gives much encouragement and 
pleasure to librarian and public. Without means to pur- 
chase books needed, at the time needed, much of the best 
work of a library must remain undone. Added income 
means larger opportunities for greater usefulness. 

As in 1905, from the bequest of Mrs. Aaron Hobart 
several books too expensive to be purchased from our 
annual appropriation have been added to the Library. 

Mr. Cyrus Washburn made provision that at the death 
of his widow, his copy of ‘Winsor’s Memorial History of 
Boston” should be given to the Library that bears his 
name. The work was received in August. It has been 
put in the reference library in the reading room. 

Thanks are due all who’ have contributed books or 
. magazines. . 

A stereoptican lecture was given in May from which 
thirty cents was realized. It was a disappointment to the 
lecturer who had previously been favored with good-sized 
audiences and to the librarian. 

CaraLtoc.—The books of the year have been 
cataloged according to present day methods, but nothing 
has been accomplished toward making the older books 
accessible to the public. 

Everyday the need of one complete list of everything 
the Library contains on a certain subject, is more and 
more apparent ; as is the need of one complete list of all 
the books by a given author. Nothing but a card catalog 
can supply this want, without such an aid a great deal of 
valuable material in the Library must remain hidden.

There has been no change in the membership of the 
Committee, from last year. Those whose terms expired 
were reelected at the annual town meeting for another 
term of three years. 

At the March meeting of the Committee the officers 
of the previous year, Chairman, William H. Taylor; 
secretary, Susan Bb. Dunphe ; treasurer, Edward T. Motfse, 
and prudential committee, William H. Taylor were again 
chosen. Also the following truant officers were appoint- 
ed: . Wm. T. Greene, Geo, Hudson, T. S. H. Rounsville 
and E. H. Grout. 


The Committees of the three towns East Bridge- 
water, West Bridgewater and Raynham held a joint meet- 
ing on April 11 at which time Edgar H. Grout, who had 
served the district very acceptably since Sept. 1903, was 
again unanimously reelected superintendent of schools. 
We hope that every parent and all others interested in the 
schools of this town will read and carefully consider his 
report to the Committee. 

The buildings at Beaver were painted and otherwise 
repaired and improved during the summer vacation. Slate 
‘blackboards have been placed in the primary room at Elm- 
wood with the money appropriated by the town for that 
purpose. This we believe has ceased to be an experiment. 
Time has fully demonstrated the wisdom and economy of 
furnishing all. school rooms with these boards. In this 
town only four rooms remain unsupplied. - Beaver inter- 
mediate, West primary, Satucket, and Northville. Some- 
thing must be done at Beaver intermediate this year. We 
recommend putting in slate. ; 

All the school buildings have been examined during 
the year and the necessary repairs made. We think the 
Committee will be obliged to shingle one side of the roof 
on the high school building, during the coming year, and 
we recommend an appropriation for that purpose. 

The matter of accommodations for the increasing num- 
ber of pupils in town is a source of much anxiety and 
thought to your Committee. As our Superintendent said 
in his report a year ago. “It is a difficult matter to fore- 
see our needs for the next few years, as our school popula- 
tion is a variable quantity, with no fixed rate of increase 
or decrease.” Yet if we look over the grades and note 
the number of scholars who will be fitted for the grammar 
and high schools, in the near future, we cannot think that 
the decrease will be so great that our present accommoda- 
tions will be at all adequate to meet the demand. 


At present there are in the grammar school 120 
pupils in two rooms that are adapted for not more than 
112. The prospect for another year in this school is an 
increase of at least 12 to 15, making a larger number than 
can possibly be accommodated there. It is very evident 
also that the high school room will be badly over-crowded 
another year. 

In suggesting and earnestly recommending that the 
town erect a new high school building, the Committee 
keenly realize the importance of their action, and it is only 


after the most careful consideration of the facts, that they: ' 


offer such a recommendation. The increase in the school 
population, the urgent need of better and more extensive 
accomodations for the pupils, the welfare of the high 
school and the permanent advantage to the town, all 
demand a new high school building. 

At the Allen school desks have been put in from time 
to time until every available space is filled, and still the 
Committee were obliged at the beginning of the Fall term 
to transfer 18 of the pupils from this school to the West 
building, thus increasing the number there beyond a desir- 
able point. It is evident that a new high school building 
would not only satisfy the needs of the high school itself, 
but in addition would furnish the most reasonable solution 
of the problem of over-crowding in the lower grades, for it 
would leave several large and well adapted rooms at the 
disposal of the Committee, and no further room would be 
necessary for many years. 

We urge upon the parents the importance of frequent- 
ly visiting the schools, thus becoming better acqudinted 
with the teachers, more in touch with the schools and the 
work that their children are doing. 

We recommend the following appropriations :

REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 


I am. glad to report a marked improvement in the 
record of attendance for the past year, and wish to thank 
parents for their co-operation in the efforts we are making 
in this direction. 

A study of the registers reveals the fact that much 
of the absence is due to illness, which, in the case of 
contagious diseases in the immediate family, causes 
enforced absence, even though the pupil himself escapes 
contagion. Such absences must be recorded against 
the pupil for ten successive days, at the end of which 
time he loses membership. It happens not infrequently, 
also, that a pupil returns to school after prolonged 
absence from illness only to find his strength un- 
equal to the strain of the schoolroom. He has regained 
his membership, even though he remains but a single day, 
and absences must be recorded for a second period of ten 
school days, should he be so unfortunate as to be absent 
that length of time. 

Again, the record of attendance is lowered by the so- 
called occasional absences, which in the aggregate are fully 
as harmful as those caused by prolonged illness, In pro- 
portion to their frequency the pupil gradually loses inter- 
est in his work, falls behind in his studies, and eventually 
fails of promotion. Furthermore, these occasional; ab- 
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sences mean additional work for already overworked 
teachers, and, to some extent at least, retard the progress 
of the class as a whole. The most serious feature, how- 
ever, is the moral effect upon the child, who soon becomes 
the victim of his own whims and caprices, gradually losing 
the power of continuous application to work. In later 
years he is likely to be found among that class of “ne’er- 
do-wells” who are constantly drifting from one occupation 
to another and frequently satisfied to eat the bread of idle- 
ness. In the light of these statements parents are urged, 
for the sake of their children and as an example to others, 
to continue their co-operation with the teachers in their 
efforts to secure regular attendance. 

The past year has been marked by a large number of 
important changes in our teaching force. Of the eighteen 
regular teachers employed one year ago, only eight are in 
service at the present time. Five have been elected to 
better positions elsewhere, two have been married, one has 
gone into business, and two have resigned for other rea- 
sons of their own. The problem of securing good teachers 
for our schools is becoming more serious year by year, as 
the supply seems to be inadequate to meet the demand. 
The larger towns and cities prey upon the smaller, with 
the result that we are likely to lose our best teachers at 
any time during the year. That our schools may not be 
disturbed too often, we must stand ready to meet this 
competition by an increase in teachers’ salaries whenever 
it seems probable that such an increase as we can afford 
will be sufficient toretain a teacher in her present position- 

To illustrate the difficulty experienced by your superin- 
tendent in finding satisfactory teachers, allow me to quote 
from a few of the many letters received in reply to a com- 
munication relative to a vacancy in our own town. “I am 
sorry that I haven’t a single name to send you for the posi- 
tion you wish to fill. The fact is, teachers who would 
come up to what you require are receiving $12 to $15 per 
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week in desirable places.. There seems to be almost a 
‘famine’ of good public school teachers, not only in this 
state but elsewhere.” “I don’t know of any graduate 
whom I could recommend who would come for the salary 
offered.” *‘We are very sorry that we are unable to sug- 
gest anyone for the position you name. There are many 
vacancies this fall that we are unable to fill.’ “I do not 
know of a single woman whom I can present for your posi- 
tion. If it were a single grade, I should not know at the 
salary offered, for there have ah so many calls that ery 
thing in sight has been taken up.” 

Other considerations than that of salary determine to 
some extent the length of time good teachers can _be re- 
tained on the teaching force. My own experience has 
taught me that pleasant surroundings, opportunities and 
advantages not found elsewhere, and a feeling that one’s 
work is appreciated, all prove attractions not easily resisted. 
Among these attractions may be mentioned opportunities 
for professional growth through reading magazines and 
books devoted to educational subjects. Our teachers are 
ready to respond to suggestions and at their own expense 
provide themselves with such books and papers as they can 
afford. To supplement their efforts at professional improve- 
ment and thus to raise the standard of work in our schools, 
I recommend that a few dollars of our regular appropria- 
tion for books and supplies be used each year in building 
up a library of professional books and papers for the use of 
teachers and others interested in education. Such a use 
of public funds I believe to be perfectly legitimate and 
would result, as it has resulted wherever the plan has been 
tried, in greater interest and increased efficiency. 

At the beginning of the school year your superinten- 
dent placed in the hands of each teacher a revised course 
of study in geography, in which the work for each grade 
is Outlined in detail. The use of this course will tend to 
unify the work in the different schools and to make the 
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transition from the district schools to the Center easier 
for the pupils. For some time there has been a feeling 
on the part of teachers and superintendent that the work 
in geography outlined for the fourth grade was too difficult 
and that the text book in use was better adapted to a 
higher grade. Consequently the work for this grade has 
been simplified and a new text book introduced. The 
book formerly used in grades four and five has been moved 
up into grades five and six with results satisfactory to all. 

In keeping with the policy outlined in last year’s © 
report, more reading material has been furnished the 
various schools, and the results have equalled our expec- 
tations. With a variety of reading books giving a wide 
range of material, interest can be sustained throughout 
the year. Pupils are taught to see that one object of the 
reading lesson is facility in getting thought from the 
printed page. In an abundance of reading matter, how- 
ever, there lurks a danger against which teachers and 
pupils alike must guard themselves, the danger of think- 
ing that quantity can in some way atone for lack of 
quality. In one’s desire to read much, he may fail to get 
from the printed page before him all that it contains, a 
fault that can be corrected only by careful and oftentimes 
repeated reading of the same passage. In other words 
pupils must be taught to discriminate between books that 
are to be skimmed over and those requiring more careful 
and thoughtful reading. 

In my last report some space was given to consider- 
ing the Batavia plan of individual instruction. As far as 
conditions would permit, the plan has been tried in 
several of the schools with results that seem to warrant 
its continuance. 
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MEDICAL INSPECTION IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


At the last session of the legislature a law was en- 
acted relative to the appointment of school physicians. 
The complete text of the law follows: 


Acts and Resolves, 1906, Chapter 502. 

An act relative to the Appointment of School 
Physicians. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The school committee of every city and 
town in the Commonwealth shall appoint one or more 
school physicians, shall assign one to each public ‘school 
within its city or town, and shall provide them with all 
proper facilities for the performance of their duties as 
prescribed in this act: provided, however, that in cities 
wherein the board of health is already maintaining or 
shall hereafter maintain substantially such medical inspec- 
tion as this act requires, the board of health shall appoint 
and assign the school physician. 

Section 2. Every school physician shall make a prompt 
examination and diagnosis of all children referred to him 
as hereinafter provided, and such further examination of 
teachers, janitors and school buildings as in his opinion 
the protection of the health of the pupils may require. 

Section 3. The school committee shall cause to be 
referred to a school physician for examination and 
diagnosis every child returning to school without a certifi- 
cate from the board of health after absence on account of 
illness or from unknown cause; and every child in the 
schools under its jurisdiction who shows signs of being in 
ill health or of suffering from infectious or contagious 
disease, unless he is at once excluded from school by the 
teacher ; except that in.the case of schools in remote and 
isolated situations the school committee may make such 
other arrangements as may best carry out the purposes of 
this act. 
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Section 4. The school committee shall cause notice of 
the disease or defects, if any, from which any child is 
found to be suffering \to be sent to his parent or guardian. 
Whenever a child shows symptoms of smallpox, scarlet 
fever, measles, chickenpox, tuberculosis, diphtheria or 
influenza, tonsilitis, whooping cough, mumps, scabies or 
trachoma, he shall be sent home immediately, or as soon 
as safe and proper conveyance can be found, and the 
board of health shall at once be notified. 

Section 5. The school committee of every city and 
town shall cause every child in the public schools to be 
separately and carefully tested and examined at least once 
in every school year to ascertain whether he is suffering 
from defective sight or hearing or from any other disability 
or defect tending to prevent his receiving the full benefit 
of his school work, or requiring a modification of the 
school work in order to prevent injury to the child or to 
secure the best educational results. The tests of sight 
and hearing shall be made by teachers. The committee 
shall cause notice of any defect- or disability requiring 
treatment to be sent to the parent or guardian of the child, 
and shall require a physical record of each child to be kept 
in such form as the state board of education shall pre- 
scribe. 

Section 6. The state board of health shall prescribe 
the directions for the tests of sight and hearing and the 
state board of education shall, after consultation with the 
state board of health, prescribe and furnish to school com- 
mittees suitable rules of instruction, test-cards, blanks, 
record books and other useful appliances for carrying out 
the purposes of this act, and shall provide for pupils in the 
normal schools instruction and practice in the _ best 
methods of testing the sight and hearing of children. The 
state board of education may expend during the year nine- 
teen hundred and six a sum not greater than fifteen 
hundred dollars, and annually thereafter a sum not greater 
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than five hundred dollars for the purpose of supplying the 
material required by this act. 

Section 7. The expense which a city or town may 
incur by virtue of the authority herein vested in the school 
committee or board of health, as the case may be, shall 
not exceed the amount appropriated for that purpose in 
cities by the city council and in towns by a town meeting. 
The appropriation shall precede any expenditure or any 
indebtedness which may be incurred under this act, and the 
sum appropriated shall be deemed a sufficient appropria- 
tion in the municipality where it is made. Such appro- 
priation need not specify to what section of the act it shall 
apply, and may be voted as a total appropriation to be 
applied in carrying out the purposes of the act. 

Section 8. This act shall take effect on the first day of 
September in the year nineteen hundred and six. (Ap- 
proved June 20, 1906.) 


An examination of this law will show that it is in- 
tended in no way to interfere with the prerogatives of the 
home. Its purpose is helpful and it imposes upon the 
parents of school children no obligation beyond that im- 
posed by a better knowledge of their needs. 

It will be observed that in accordance with section 
seven the provisions of the law are to a large extent made 
inoperative until such time as the town shall: appropriate 
a sum of money to carry out the purposes of the act. 
Section five provides that every child in the public schools 
shall be ‘separately and carefully tested and examined at 
least once in every school year to ascertain whether he is 
suffering from defective sight or hearing etc.’, and that 
“the tests of sight and hearing shall be made by teachers.” 
These tests can be made without expense to the town and 
have already been made for this year, with the result that 
in some schools a large number were found defective in 
either sight or hearing, or both. 
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Before the present law was passed several towns and 
cities in Massachusetts had for a number of years volun- 
tarily employed school physicians with results eminently 
satisfactory to all concerned. Of the need of medical 
inspection Secretary Martin of the State Board of Edu- 
cation says: “It has been shown with convincing force 
that thousands of school children are failing to make ade- 
quate use of school privileges because of physical in- 
firmities of one sort or another.” Furthermore, it has 
been shown conclusively by a mass of evidence easily ac- 
cessible that diseases are disseminated throughout a com- 
munity by means of the schools, because children some- 
times attend school with light cases of measles, scarlet 
fever, or diphtheria, or return to school while in a condi- 
tion to transmit such diseases to others. Again, when a 
contagious disease breaks out in a school, parents naturally 
become very anxious and at times remove their children 
from school from fear of contagion. The presence of a 
physician who could at such times make frequent visits of 
inspection would do much to .restore confidence and 
reduce to a minimum the possibility of the disease 
spreading, thus in some instances making it unnecessary 
to close the school. The saving to the town from this 
source alone would ina large measure offset the cost of 
inspection. For these reasons, therefore, I recommend 
that the town appropriate the sum of seventy-five dollars 
to carry out the provisions of this law.

The two tables given above are intended to show re- 
spectively the increase in the average membership of our 
schools during the past ten years and the average member- 
ship of the various schools for the month of November 
last. 

From the first table it will be seen that since 1897 there 
has been a gain of 119 pupils or more than 26 per cent. 
A similar gain for the next ten years would mean that we 
should have in our schools 725 pupils where we now have 
but 575. It is of course difficult to forecast what our actual 
needs will be ten years hence, or even two years from now, 
but the indications are that our present school accommoda- 
tions will be inadequate even before the close of another 
year. 

The High school with a seating capacity of sixty-three 
pupils has at various times in the past three years enrolled 
sixty-five to seventy pupils, the enrolment at present being 
sixty-one. Witha small class to graduate in June and the 
prospect of a large class to enter next September, we 
shall find our seating capacity heavily overtaxed. Further- 
more, the large classes below the ninth grade point toa 
still larger enrolment for the High school in the next few 
years. The larger of the two recitation rooms, though in- 
tended for not more than twenty pupils, by the use of 
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settees instead of chairs and desks, has been made to ac- 
commodate twenty-five or thirty pupils, but has blackboard 
room for only about a dozen at a time. The smaller room, 
used for regular classes as well as for laboratory purposes, 
is inadequate to our needs. Such laboratory work as our 
courses in physics and chemistry call for must be done 
under very unfavorable conditions and with a _ correspond- 
ing loss of time occasioned by the necessity of dividing 
the classes into sections. Over-crowding the rooms tends 
to vitiate the air and to make the conditions unfavorable 
for study. 

The large room in the same building, occupied by the 
eighth and ninth grades, has a seating capacity of seventy 
two, but during the present year we are compelled to find 
accommodation for eighty or more pupils. These, with 
the seventh grade, give us an enrolment of 120 for the 
school. According to present indications the school will 
be much larger next year than it is this, and some provision 
must be made to accommodate this increased number of 
pupils. In planning for next year consideration should be 
given to the crowded condition of the Elmwood Intermedi- 
ate school which has had a membership of nearly fifty 
during the past term. This number of pupils divided into 
four grades makes too much work for any one teacher. 
Relief can be given by uniting the Elmwood seventh grade 
with that at the Center, should it be necessary to place the 
latter in the Pond school as has been proposed. 

The Allen building, dedicated less than five years ago, 
is already outgrown, and as a temporary relief, it was found 
necessary on opening school in September to transfer 
eighteen pupils to the West school. Further relief should 
not be sought in this direction. 

~. Opening the Pond school will at best afford relief to 
only one of the three schools whose crowded condition 
should receive your immediate consideration. I am con- 
strained, therefore, to recommend that a new High 
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school building be constructed large enough to accommo- 
date at least one hundred pupils. This plan would open 
the present High school room to the grades and give us 
ample accommodations for several years to come. 

The moral and stimulating effect of a new high school 
building upon an educational system and upon the com- 
munity at large could not be measured in dollars and 
cents, but would be felt in higher educational ideals and 
standards. 


Report of High School Principal. 


Mr. Edgar H. Grout, Superintendent of Schools : 


It gives me pleasure to submit to you my first report 
as principal of the East Bridgewater High School. 


IDEALS IN INSTRUCTION. 


Very little of telling-worth is accomplished apart from 
ideals. Permit me, therefore, to place on record three 
essential ideals in education. 

Ideal one— Work. Present-day pupils are not taking 
their school life seriously enough. They are too much 
occupied with interests not directly connected with their 
intellectual training to make the most of their high school 
course. There is one thing that the high school as a 
public institution stands for—a matter that should never 
be forgotten by parent, educator, and teacher—it stands 
for public well-being, for preparation, for the development 
of power in the pupil. This is best achieved by hard, 
honest thought concentration. 

The high school is not a reform school. To think of 
it as such is to insult both pupils and parents. It is true 
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that “the permitted presence of half a dozen pupils who 
are in school for mischief and not for study paralyzes the 
work of a school otherwise ideal as to equipment and 
environment.” The high school is not a place for a four 
years’ course in lounging and idleness. To allow those 
who have made and are making a failure of their school 
work, owing to neglect, disinterest, and the like, to remain 
in their neglect and disinterest is an educational sin. 
Because such are demoralizing forces to themselves, to the 
conscientious students, and they hinder the work of the 
teachers. Let me repeat that the high school is a place 
for good solid work. 

Ideal two—Disczpline. As essentially important as 
the first ideal is, it cannot be realized in a place of chaos, 
disorder, and confusion. Quitet, silence, and order are the 
fundamental requisites to careful mental application. No 
matter how scholarly an instructor may be, he will teach 
his pupils meagerly if he does not maintain good discipline. 
The order in a class or school can not be expected to give 
way to the whims and caprices of .the few or many.  Effi- 
cient work has as its precursor efficient discipline. 

Ideal three—Courtesy and respect for authority. 
Thoughtfulness, respect, courtesy, and honesty are the 
marks of true breeding. It is not an exaggeration to say 
that the most pronounced characteristic of American life 
today is lack of courtesy and disregard for authority. 
Observation and investigation corroborate this statement. 
This spirit of discourtesy and lack of respect for authority 
is not only manifest in public life, but it is also fast 
entrenching itself within our school life. Against such 
harmful and injurious tendencies the high school as a 
public institution must stand, and stand strong. When a 
pupil does not speak to his teachers in a polite manner, 
and when he schemes to act without being detected, he is 
demoralizing himself, and living on unwholesome princi- 


ples. 
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The success of a school is no more to be measured by 
its membership and the number of its graduates, than is 
the good name of a town dependent upon the number of 
its buildings. Bricks and mortar do not make towns and 
cities. They make buildings. Citizens are made of differ- 
ern stuff. The zyfe of graduates they develop, the quality, 
not the quantity, of manhood and womanhood that they 
send into the world, the ideals that they inculcate of 
honest living, of hard work, and of duty—these must ever 
determine the success or failure of our institutions of 
learning, as they do of those of state and church. 


THe New ENGLAND COLLEGE ENTRANCE PLAN. 


From the inception of my duties as principal of your 
school, I have been planning to see what can be done in 
regard to placing the high school on the accredited list of 
schools approved by the New England College Entrance 
Certificate Board. A word of explanation may elucidate 
-my meaning. A number of New England colleges have 
agreed to admit by certificate, without examination, the 
graduates of secondary schools whose curricula are satis- 
factory to the College Entrance Board. If the high school 
can be placed on the list of accredited schools, it would 
mean that our graduates could enter any of the following 
colleges and universities without taking examinations : 
Amherst, Boston University, Bowdoin, Brown University, 
Dartmouth, Mount Holyoke, Smith, Tufts, University of 
Maine, Wellesley, Wesleyan University, and Williams 
College. 

Our scholarship is sufficiently high, and our curricu- 
lum is extensive enough to meet the college entrance 


requirements. During the recent vacation, I was in con- | 


ference with the Secretary of the Board. He has sent to 
me an application blank, which I have made out and re- 
turned to him. The Board will have its annual meeting in 
May, and at that time it will be decided whether our 
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_ school will be placed on the approved list or not. There is 
no apparent reason why it should not, and if it is so 
placed, our graduates of this year can enter college next 
fall without examination. This will be an excellent thing 
for our high school, and the interest of education in our 
town. I shall be glad to make further explanations to and 
who may be interested in the plan. 


INDIVIDUAL INSTRUCTION. 


In your last report you suggested that the schools do 
what they could in carrying out the Batavia system of 
individual instruction, That system has my hearty ap- 
proval and it is unquestionably productive of good. Much 
of value is accomplished when a pupil is given the help 
which he zzdzvidually needs, when he needs it and in a 
manner that will not embarrrass him. Considering the 
circumstances, much has already been done with this 
system, and I trust that we shall.be able to devote more 
time to it in the future. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The ideal in high school attendance has_ probably 
never been reached. Nevertheless the ideal should not 


be lost sight of. Tardiness seems to be a greater offender 
than absence, though there are more than necessary of 


thes latter. It is perfectly evident that there are many 
cases of both tardiness and absenee which could easily be 
avoided. A striking feature in the matter of attendance 
is, that a very small percentage of the school seriously 
mar the neat appearance of the register, and I wish that 
the pupils as well as some of the parents would take more 
pride in regard to punctual attendance. 
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New Course oF STuDY. ' 


For some time I have felt that the absence of a 
regularly planned course of study in American literature 
in our secondary schools is a matter of regret. It is true 
that the most of our high schools present no course in 
this subject, and why our own literature should be so 
neglected, I fail to understand. There are many high 
school graduates and college students who are surprised 
to learn that America has a literature distinctly its own, 

We study English literature in our high school for ' 
two full years. Why not study American literature for 
one-sixth of that time? Some teachers make reference to 
American literature in connection with the course in 
English literature, but that reference is usually very 
slight, and the knowledge so gained is smattering to say 
the least. I strongly and respectfully recommend that a 
course in American literature, as such, be established in 
our high school. 

It seems to me that no injustice will be done to our 
course in English literatyre if we cover in one and two- 
thirds years the same ground in that subject as we now 
cover in two years. To accomplish this, the added length 
of each lesson in the one and two-thirds years would be 
almost imperceptible. And I suggest that American 
literature be studied the last term of the senior year, after 
a thorough study of English literature. 

Considering the number in our senior class, the cost 
of introducing such a course would be very slight indeed. 
There are a number of excellent text books now published 
on American literature, and the best short one I know of, 
snitable for such a brief course as I have suggested, is 
published at the listed price of only sixty cents. 
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CONCLUSION. 


In closing this report I desire to thank the assistants 
of the school for their loyal cooperation and cordial help, 
to express my deep appreciation of the kindness and the 
sympathy which I have received from the superintendent, 
as well as of the unvarying friendliness, the hearty en- 
couragement and good-will of the school committee.

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Report of Supervisor of Drawing. 


During the winter and spring terms last year, I felt 
that the work in drawing was done well, more uniformly 
well, considering all the schools, than I had ever known it 
to be. 

In September, however, there were five schools having 
new teachers besides a new assistantat the Allen building. 
I planned my visits so as to see these teachers first, but even 
then much time was lost before we could get into good 
working order. In some of these schools the teachers had’ 
succeeded in getting the work well under way by Decem- 
ber but in others it is still much behind last year’s work in 
the same schouls. 

It is the smaller schools which have suffered. The 
larger ones have been more fortunate and are doing excel- 
lent work at present, the result of the year’s steady pro- 
gress. This last year we have been fortunate in having 
fewer interruptions from weather than usual. 

Our method of teaching object drawing has _ been 
changed this year with good result. Formerly we spent 
considerable time in the winter term teaching the theory 
of perspective, feeling that it was necessary for a child to 
thoroughly understand about the level of the eye and vanish- 
ing points before he could make a satisfactory representa- 
tion of a box or other rectilinear object. Now we ap- 
proach it ina different way, having many drawings made 
in good proportion and approximately correct before men- 
tioning the slight convergence of lines which only trained 
eyes can perceive. 

We have tried to make the exercises given rich in in- 
teresting suggestions and occasionally to produce some- 
thing beautiful. At the same time we try not to degen- 
erate into the practise of making merely pretty things 
that are of little benefit in developing either power or ap- 
preciation. 


ee 
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In the Grammar school the subject of design is of 
vital interest and calls forth much effort from the pupils, 
many of them doing readily and eagerly extra work out- 
side of the lesson period. 

The Primary work has improved very generally 
throughout the town. The teaehers have been much en- 
couraged with the new material provided last year, the 
children have been delighted with their colors and we have 
had better results. 

The explanations of new features of the work and 
different methods of presenting the old has necessitated 
several teacher’s meetings during the year which were 
well attended. These meetings also give an opportunity 
to show to the teachers the results of a particularly suc- 
cessful lesson done by any school. 

I feel that in reviewing the year’s work, two schools 
should receive special commendation, the Northville and 
the Beaver primary. The Northville school has increased 
in numbers very rapidly during the last few years and can 
be considered at least full at the present time, yet, not- 
withstanding many inconveniences, the work in drawing 
has improved perceptibly. 

At the Beaver primary, the drawing is excellent. I! 
have a very limited time to spend at this building and 
have concentrated most of my attention, for the past few 
years, on the intermediate room, but when I have given a 
lesson to the primary children, I have found them:very re- 
sponsive and ready to work. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teachers for their efforts and to the committee and super- 
intendent for the courtesy they have shown me.

To Mr. E. H. Grout, Superintendent of Schools: 


This year a new system of work has been installed 
and so far has worked satisfactorily. 

The first year work is devoted almost entirely to rote 
songs divided into ten parts corresponding to the ten 
months of the school year, and includes also special at- 
tention to the cure of monotones. Thorough technical 
drills are begun in the second year and continued through 
the seventh grades, covering all the fundamental principles 
of gmusic. After a few years of hard work and “sweet 
song singing’ in the lower grades, the grammar and high 
schools should reap the rewards and help to make music 
one of the greatest factors of community interest.

CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this report I wish to call the attention 
of the citizens to the importance of giving our young peo- 
ple all the advantages offered by our school system, and 
especially those offered by the High school. 

It is coming to be recognized more and more by 
thinking men and women that the boy or girl without a 
good education is seriously handicapped in the journey of 
life. Business men tell me that the demand for well 
trained managers, clerks, and stenographers far exceeds 
the supply, but that the field is crowded with incompetent 
boys and girls lacking good judgment and maturity of 
thought that come only from long experience or from ed- 
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ucational advantages well improved. In the profession of 
teaching, likewise, there is a great and growing demand 
for good teachers. The Normal schools are calling for a 
larger number of the promising high school graduates to 
meet the demands made upon them in increasing numbers 
each year. For the person possessed of tact and good 
common sense, and who is willing to work as hard as he 
must to succeed in other callings, the life of a teacher pos- 
sesses many attractions and advantages superior to those 
found in other pursuits. It is true that at present the at- 
tractions of a commercial life are drawing some of the 
most promising young men and women away from the 
teaching profession, but the effect of thus depleting the 
ranks is already being seen in a tendency toward increased 
pay for teachers. 

_ These facts should be of interest to parents and pu- 
pils alike. Our High school can and does fit boys and 
girls not only for Normal and business schools, but also 
for colleges and schools of technology. Several pupils are 
recognized as fitting for higher institutions of learning, 
and it is earnestly hoped that others will give this matter 
their serious consideration. 

It is a pleasure to refer to the beautiful picture of the 
Colosseum presented to the High school by Mrs. John 
Hobart. Such gifts add much to the attractiveness of the 
schoolroom and are highly appreciated by pupils and 
school authorities. | 

I desire at this time to thank the teachers for their 
hearty co-operation and faithful service, and to express to 
the members of the committee my appreciation of their 
continued support.

To THE SELECTMEN : 


Gents: I have to report that ‘the past year I have in- 
spected 190 stables, 490 cows, 101 young stock, 5 oxen, 
g bulls, 12 goats, 416 swine, 3 horses. One cow quaran- 
tined, condemned, killed and buried. One horse quaran- 
tined for glanders and released, it being a case of bad tooth. 
Two dogs are now quarantined to be released when the chief 
of Cattle Bureau concludes it is for public safety. Many of 
the owners of cattle are becoming cautious of cattle not 
doing well and are shipped to Brighton.

Electric Light Agreement. 


This Agreement made and entered into this rst day of 
June, A. D., 1906, by and between the town of East Bridge- 
water, a municipal corporation,:in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany of Brockton, a corporation duly established and located 
at said Brockton: . 

Witnesseth : That the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany of Brockton, in consideration of the agreements and 
promises of said town of East Bridgewater hereinafter con- 
tained, hereby covenants and agrees with the said town of 
Fast Bridgewater that it will furnish said town for the period 
of three years from and after the First day of October, A. D. 
1906, not less than sixty-nine incandescent electric lamps, 
located as may be ordered by authorized agents of said town; 
and any additional incandescent lamps that the said town, 
during the continuance of this contract, may require said 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company of Brockton to fur- 
nish, such additional lamps to be located agreeably to the 
directions of said town, given by its authorized representa- 
tives or agents and within reasonable distance of the original 
lines ; that during said period said Edison Electric INumin- 
ating Company of Brockton shall provide, erect and maintain 
all poles, wires, apparatus and fixtures suitable to the best 
efficiency ofall said lamps, and shall provide, erect and 
maintain all supporting poles, hoods and supports for the 
lamps, and shall operate and care for all said lamps in all re- 
spects suitably to the highest efficiency thereof, all to be 
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done conformably to the following conditions, which are 
made a part of this agreement, to be observed and performed 
in all respects by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
of Brockton. 


CONDITIONS. 


Incandescent Lamps: The incandescent electric lamps 
shall be what is known as the high efficiency (25) candle 
power series lamps, 5.5 amperes. They shall be kept lighted 
at least twenty (20) nights in each month, to wit ; nights 
when there is no moon, from thirty (30) minutes after sunset 
to one o'clock A. M. and on the remaining nights of the 
month from thirty (30) minutes after sunset until one hour 
after the actual rising of the moon in the town aforesaid, 
except nights when the moon is risen before the hour of sun- 
set, in which event said lights shall be lighted at the setting 
of the moon, if before one o’clock A. M. and in case of un- 
usual darkness, caused by storm or otherwise, said incan- 
descent lamps shall be put in operation and lighted at 
sunset : ; 

And it is further agreed: That all incandescent lamps 
when suspended from poles shall be suspended from an iron 
arm at least four (4) feet in length. 

Each and every incandescent lamp shall be replaced by 
new lamps as often as is necessary to insure good service. 

In case any authorized agent of said town shall require 
any lamp posts, supporting posts or apparatus connected 
with the lamps that said agent deems to be in a dangerous 
condition, they shall be repaired and supplanted with new 
posts or put into a condition of safety by said company 
within a reasonable time after such requirement is notified 
to it, and if not so repaired, supplanted or put into condition 
by said company, said town by its authorized agents may 
make the repairs, alterations and changes above specified 
and recover from or deduct expense thereof from any sums 
thereafter coming due to said company from said town. 
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And the said Edison Electric Illuminating Company ofi 
Brockton, hereby covenant for itself, its successors and as-- 
signs, to indemnify and save said town harmless from any 
and all claims from damages on account of injury to persons. 
or property arising from imperfect or improper insulation of 
its. wires or construction or maintenance of its wires, and 
from any and all claims or damages by reason of the in- 
fringement of any patent right in the use of its (said com- 
pany’s) lamps, machinery or apparatus by said town or by 
said company on its lighting service. 

And said company shall at all times provide said town 
with two (2) maps of the town of East Bri¢gewater whereon 
the situation of all and everyone of the circuits and the po- 
sition of every light in the service of the lighting of the said 
town by said company shall be plainly shown and traced. 

Also two (2) typewritten lists wherein the numbers and 
locations of each light in each circuit shail be correctly 
enumerated, the same to be corrected as often as any change 
takes place in the number and location of same, and so re- 
quested by the authorized agent of said town. 

And, on its part, the town of East Bridgewater covenants 
and agrees to locate and authorize said company to maintain 
during the three year period of this contract, the number of 
incandescent electric lamps above stated, and to pay to said 
company for the maintenance thereof, according to the con- 
ditions above set out, and for the maintenance, according to 
said conditions, for any additional lamps that may be auth- 
orized and located by or in consequence of the directions of 
said town, the following prices. 

The said Edison Electric Illuminating Company of Brock- 
ton shall furnish and said town of East Bridgewater shall 
pay for said lainps at the following price: 

For not less than sixty-nine (69) incandescent electric 
lamps at eighteen dollars ($18.00) each per annum. 

The said town agrees to pay the amounts due for lights 
sO maintained and furnished during the calendar months 
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next preceeding on the tenth day of each month, provided 
that if any lamp or lamps to be furnished and maintained 
under this contract and in accordance with the conditions 
hereof, shall fail to burn during any portions of the stipu- 
lated times of burning, an allowance of one (1) cent per 
hour for each incandescent lamp thus failing shall (except 
when lights have been ordered out or authority has been 
given to said company to turn off the current for short 
periods of time by the Chief of the Fire Department or agent 
having the power on the part of said town, and also except- 
ing in cases of great wind storms, in which cases the deduc- 
tion for lights out shall be at the rate of the above stated 
price, such storms to be considered for this purpose when 
destructive of the wires used for municipal lighting and ef- 
fecting said allowances only as to lamps thus made ineffec- 
tive) be made for the failure to burn for a length of time 
exceeding one hour, report to said town made by its police 
or any person whose business it is, or who may be author- 
ized by said town to overlook and report upon the condition 
of said lamps, to be binding in the matter of said allowance 
or allowances, unless proved to be fraudulent or untrue; 
sums equal to such allowances to be deducted by said town 
from the amounts at any time due to said company, and pro- 
vided further that said town or any authorized agent of said 
town may make or cause to be made at any time, such tests 
to determine the electrical power of the incandescent lights 
furnished under this agreement, as said town or agent may 
deem advisable, and if in any one month, any lamp or lamps 
in any circuit in the service of said town, shgll, on two con- 
secutive tests so made, show a less number of amperes than 
is herein stipulated and agreed, the said town may deduct 
such sum from any amount due from said town to said com- 
pany as may be proportionate to the shortage thus found in 
the amperes herein stipulated and provided for. 

It is also agreed that if said town shall, by its authorized 
agent, direct that for reasonable cause, existing lamps be 
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changed, renewed or re-located, such change shall be made 
by said company at its own expense. 

It is also agreed that if at the expriation of this contract 
the town of East Bridgewater should install a municipal 
plant, the said town of East Bridgewater shall pay to the 
said Edison Electric Hluminating Company of Brockton as 
provided by law, for its poles, wires, street fixtures, etc., ex- 
cept transformers and indoor equipment within the town 
lines, notice of their intention so to do to be given in writing 
to the Edison Electric Hluminating Company of Brockton, 
thirty days prior to the expiration of this contract. 

And it is further agreed that upon violation or non-per- 
formance by said company of any agreement, stipulation or 
condition herein made, stipulated or agreed by it (said com- 
pany) the said town may forthwith cancel this agreement and 
bring action upon said company for breach of any condition 
thereof ; or may at its (said town) election bring successive 
actions upon said company for breach of conditions thereof, 
without cancelling this agreement, or obtain satisfaction for 
said violation or breaches by means of any above herein ex- 
pressed method of relief. 8

Report of the Board of Health 
for 1907. 


MEMBERS. 


William C. Baxter Term expires 1908. 
John W. Holloway Term expires 1909. 
James Brandley Term expires IgIo. 


March 25, 1907, the members.of the Board met and or- 
ganized, electing Mr. Baxter to serve as chairman, and Mr. 
Holloway as secretary. 

Mr. S. W. Ward was re-appointed inspector of slaughter 
houses. 

Mr. H. EH. Marble and Mr. C. W. Tyler of Whitman have 
attended to cleaning cesspools. 

Thirty-five cases of contagious diseases were reported to 
the State Board and school committee, as follows : 

Diphtheria, 6; scarlet fever, 2; spotted fever, 1; typhoid 
fever, 3; measles, 23. 

Sixty burial permits were given. 

Eleven complaints were investigated and nineteen persons 
notified to abate nuisances. 

Persons having cesspools and desiring them cleaned are 
again urged to notify the Board before June rst. 

The excavating apparatus owned by the town is in poor 
repair and the pump is out of date. Therefore an appropri- 
ation for a new pump, hose and repairs on the tank wagon 
is needed.

Owing to the condition of the pump and the difficulty of 
securing any one in town to do the work, it has been per- 
formed, since early autumn, by Mr. Tyler, of Whitman, who 
owns an excavating apparatus. 

The Board would respectfully suggest that such work 
should be done by the town team. 

At present it requires two men, three horses and two 
wagons. With an improved pump it can be done by two 
men, a pair of horses, using only the tank wagon. 

The attention of householders is called to the fact that 
section 49 of chapter 75 of the Revised Laws has been 
amended and now reads as follows . 

Section 49. A householder who knows that a person in 
his family or house.is sick of small pox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever or any other infectious or contagious disease declared 
by the state board of health to be dangerous to the public 
health shall forthwith give notice thereof to the board of 
health of the city or town in which he dwells. Upon the 
death, recovery or removal of such person, the householder 
shall disinfect to the satisfaction of the board such rooms of 
his house and articles therein as, in the opinion of the board, 
have been exposed to infection or contagion. 

Should one or both eyes of an infant become inflamed, 
swollen and red, and show an unnatural discharge at any 
time within two weeks after its birth, it shall be the duty of 
the nurse, relative or other attendant having charge of such 
infant to report in writing within six hours thereafter, to the 
Board of Health of a city or town in which the parents of 
the infant reside, the fact that such inflammation, swelling 
and redness of the eyes and unnatural discharge exist. On 
receipt of such report, or of notice of the same symptons 
given by a physician, as provided by the following section, 
the Board of Health shall take such immediate action as it 
muy deem necessary in order that blindness may be pre- 
vented. Whoever violates the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars. 
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The State Board at a meeting held Aug. 1, 1907, declared 
the following diseases to be ‘‘dangerous to the public health”’ 
and hence notifiable under the provisions of the above sec- 
tion: Actinomycosis, asiatic cholera, cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis; diphtheria, glanders, leprosy, malignant pustule, 
measles, scarlet fever, small pox, tetanus, trichinosis, tuber- 
culosis, typhoid fever, typhus fever, varicella, whooping 
cough, yellow fever. ° 

Physicians having any of the foregoing diseases coming 
under their care are requested to report the same immedi- 
ately as required by law. 

Mr. S. W. Ward reports he has inspected during the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1907, 198 swine, 130 calves, 19 cows, 4 
lambs and two bulls, all of which were in a healthy con- 
dition. 

Mr. Marble has pumped 70 loads from cesspools. Mr. 
Tyler has pumped 54 loads. The money received for the 
work being paid to them for their services.

To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater :-— 


At the Annual Town Meeting held in March, 1907, the following 
vote was passed: — 

Voted :—That the Chair appoint a committee of five to investigate 
the matter of school room accommodation at the High and Grammar 
Schools and report with recommendations, at the next annual meeting. 

In accordance with this vote, the committee met and organized by 
choosing Charles W. Waterman, Chairman, and Charles L. Nutter, 
Secretary. A number of meetings have been held, and the entire 
school situation of the town thoroughly considered. We also invited to 
attend some of our meetings, the Superintendent of Schools, the School 
Committee and the Princlpal of the High School, receiving from them a 
great deal of assistance. 

In 1897 the average membership in our schools was 457 and in 
1907 it was 561, an increase of 22.8 per cent. during a period of ten 
years. Since the Allen School was built in 1rgot-2, the increase has 
been from 491, or 14.3 per cent. The previous figures are for the 
entire town ; taking now, however, only the schools in the centre of the 
town, including the West School, we have the average membership in 
1902, (the first year the Allen School was used), as 297, and on Nov. 
I, 1907, aS 383, an increase of 86, or 29 per cent. in five years. These 
figures clearly show the need of increased accommodations at the 
centre. 

From the first, your committee were unanimously agreed on the 
following points : 

1.—The High School should be in a building by itself, on account 
of the age of the pupils, and as theirs is one session, whereas the 
Grammar and other grades have two sessions. 


2.—That it would not be policy to spend any considerable sum in 
remodeling the present High School building. Its design is such that 
it could not be changed to a modern design of school house with 
standard class rooms, without practically making over the entire 
building. 

3.—All of the schools in the centre of the town, including the 
West School, are overcrowded, and immediate added accommodations 
are absolutely necessary. Also, it was the unanimous opinion of the 
School Committee that the most urgent need of the schools was_ in- 
creased accommodations for the grade schools. By the concentration 
of grades in one building, far better grading is possible, the number of 
grades in each class room can be reduced and both the efficiency of the 
teacher and the consequent benefit of the pupil increased. 

In view of the above facts, and on account of the excellent location 
of the Allen School and its modern design, the committee felt that first 
of all this building should be enlarged and if possible obtain all of the 
needed increase of accommodation by this one method, 

The Allen School building was designed with the idea that later, in 
order to obtain increased room, it could be raised and made into a_ two- 
story building. 

By referring to the two plans shown above, you will see we not 
only propose to raise the present school house and build three 
class rooms on the ground floor, but also enlarge the present Superin- 
tendent’s room to a standard sized class room, thus getting a modern 
school house with six standard sized class rooms. 

This change in the Allen School building we believe will give all 
the accommodations needed for a number of years to come. 

The eighth and ninth grades now inthe High School building will 
be transferred and will leave that building entirely for the use of the 
High School, and with slight changes it can be made to give the needed 
additional facilities. 

The chief needs of the High School, other than having a building 
to itself, are larger recitation rooms and a laboratory. ‘These can all 
be easily obtained with but slight expense and the building is large 
enough, using our past rate of growth as applicable for the future, to 
meet all future demands for quite a number of years. 

Two of the four additional class rooms obtained by enlarging the 
Allen School building will be used by the two grades transferred from 
the High School building, leaving a net gain of two standard class 
rooms. 

We also recommend closing the Satucket School; there are but 
eleven pupils in that school covering six grades, only one pupil in each 
of the second, third and fifth grades. These pupils should be taken to 


the Allen School, thus saving a teacher, and atthe same time give the 
pupils far better opportunities and accommodations. 

This. change will give an added seating capacity in the Allen 
School of from 180 to 200, and a net gain for the district considered of 
about 100. This gain we believe will be ample to accommodate the 
increase of pupils for a number of years, and it was the unanimous vote 
of the School Committee and ourselves that this proposed plan should 
adopted by the town. By this plan nothing is’done that will later be 
thrown away or have to be done over. The building will be a modern 
school house of six standard class rooms; its location such that it will, 
without doubt, always be at the centre of the town’s population. It is 
an increase in accommodations at a place, no matter what other changes 
may be needed later, will always be wanted and used. It is a perman- 
ent change, not a make-shift. Also, we believe, that in no other way 
could the town obtain this additional room at so small an expenditure of 
money. 

The estimated cost of this plan is as follows :— 


All work, including changes in foundation, 


less heating and plumbing, : $6,900.00 
Heating . ; ‘ ' ‘ 1,100.00 
Plumbing . ; ; ; : 250.00 


Total, $8,250.00 


It is also your committee’s belief that some action that will give in- 
creased and improved accommodations should be taken by the town at 
this year’s meeting, and we have therefore had inserted in the town 
meeting warrant the following articles. 


Art. —. To see what action the town will take relative to alterations 
in the Allen school building, so as to provide increased school 
accommodations. 

Art. —, To see if the town will borrow money or incur indebtedness 
and if so, in what manner and in what amount, for the purpose of 
providing additional school accommodation.

During the year the Library has continued under the 
care of Miss Lucy L. Siddall, who has shown the same in- 
telligence in her work and courtesy towards patrons as 
heretofore. Her report to the Trustees will be of interest 
to all friends of the Library. 

The Trustees have endeavored to the best of their abil- 
ity to use judgment and discretion in the spending of the 
money at their disposal, so.as to increase the efficiency and 
usefulness of the Library. 

: Owing to unusual expenses this year, which will prob- 
ably never occur again, we are unable to report as many 
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books purchased as we could otherwise have done, yet the 
number of volumes added is greater than in any previous 
year in the history of the Library. A careful perusal of 
the Treasurer’s report will show that a large part of the 
appropriation must necessarily be spent for the running ex- 
penses. | 

The improvements made since our last report, we be- 
lieve. will materially add to the comfort and convenience 
of the patrons, and we feel sure that in time to come those 
citizens who often visit the Library and use its privileges _ 
will be well pleased with the results. : 

Early in the year, after due deliberation and investiga- 
tion by the Trustees, it was thought wise to have the build- 
ing wired for electric lights, This was accordingly done, 
and: has proved a great convenience. We believe that time 
will show that it is a source of economy to the town. 
besides removing all objectionable odors from kerosene 
lamps. It has already been shown that the cosi of light- 
ing has been materially lessened. | 

The Trustees wish publicly to express their sincere 
thanks to Mrs. John Hobart, who by her very generous gift 
of $100.00 towards the expense made it possible for them 
to install the so much needed card catalogue system, which 
enables the patron to see at a glance just what books the 
Library contains upon any given subject, or by any particu- 
lar author. This is not a new and untried system, but one 
that has been almost universally adopted in up-to-date li- 
braries. By it every book is catalogued as soon as it be- 
comes a part of the Library, and with very small expense. 
Hence the catalogue is never out of date. 

Great credit is due Miss Caroline M. Wilkinson, under 
whose care and direction the work was done in much 
shorter time than is usually required, thus materially les- 
sening the cost. 


In addition to the above-mentioned gift of $100.00 Mrs 
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Hobart surprised the Trustees and friends of the Library 
by secretly placing in the building qa handsome cabinet 
large enough to contain all the cards that will be needed 
for a number of years. 

We have also received from the will of Mrs. B. K. 
Bliss, 72 volumes and an elegant book case, which was 
much needed in the delivery room for the free a.cess buwks. 

Gifts of books and magazines from other friends are 
duly acknowledged in the Librarian’s report. The work 
of re-classifying and cataloguing interfered with the pur- 
chase of books in the fall, but 205 have been placed in cir- 
culation since November 18. Among them several choice 
volumes of travel bought from the Hobart fund. 

We invite all citizens of the town to become thorough- 
ly acquainted with the Library and its management, and 
ask for their hearty co-operation in its support. The more 
we use it and work for its betterment, the more we shall 
love it. All working together, it may be made a source 
from which will flow out influences which will do more for 
our people than any other institution outside of the Public 
Schools and Churches.

Librarian's Report 


The twenty-fourth annual report of the Library, for 
the year ending December 31, 1907, is here presented. 

Inventory—The total number of volumes in the Li- 
brary is 5,400. This represents an increase of 331 books, 
Ill were gifts, 50 replacements of books worn out. Note- 
worthy among the gifts for the year were several volumes 
from the Commonwealth, of Vital Records of various Mas- 
sachusetts towns; 60 books from the Estate of Mrs. B. K. 
Bliss, and an edition of Irving’s works from Mr. W. A. 
Rust. 

Circulation.—The circulation for the year shows a to- 
tal of 10,544. The largest issue of books for one day was 
on August 17, when 149 volumes were placed in circulation 
The average daily issue was 57+ 

Circulation by classes——Adult fiction, 49.977; juvenile 
metion, 32.411; periodicals, 8.571; science and art, 2.80; 
travel, 1.91; history, 1.68; literature and biography are each 
represented by 1.46 per cent. 

The two-card system is in use. 

Reading Room and Reference Work.—The Reading 
Room has been well patronized, and the order uniformly 
good. On the tables will be found Atlantic, Appleton’s, 
Cassier’s, Century, Good Housekeeping, Harper’s Monthly, 
Public Libraries, New England Outlook, St. Nicholas, 
World’s Work, The American Boy, Christian Register, 
The Commoner, Farm Journal, Farm and Poultry, Har- 
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per’s Weekly, New England Homestead, Youth’s Com- 
panion, Our Dumb Animals and Our Four-footed Friends. 

The past year The Circle, Literary Digest, and Review 
of Reviews have been supplied regularly, ard from time 
to time friends have contributed odd magazines. 

Reference books have been taken from the stack-room 
and placed in the Reading Room, The fact that the Li- 
brary has a considerable collection of reference books 
should become more generally known; and that the libra- 
rian is ready to assist in individual search. 

“Books not expected to be fonud in a small libiary” 
can be procured from the Boston Public Library; the bor- 
rower to pay transportation charges. 

Work with the schools has: been carried on as in the 
past year. Teachers are given access to the shelves and 
are allowed to take as many books as needed relative to 
school work. j 

Classification and Cataloguing.—In the early part of 
the year Mrs. John Hobart offered $100.00 to be used in de- 
fraying the expense of a card catalogue. 

After various conferences with library-workers, the libra- 
rian was referred to Simmons College Library School; and 
Miss Caroline M. Wilkinson, a graduate of the class of 
°o7 was secured, Under her direction the older books were 
re-classified, to conform to the classification in use since 
Ig00, and a card catalogue containing ten thousand cards 
was written. In this will be found all books in the Library, 
under author, title and subject. 

As fast as books are purchased cards are written and 
inserted in their proper order; thus does a card catalogue 
show what the Library contains on a certain subject, and 
all books by a given author. 

Only with such a catalogue can a Library do its best 
work. 

The gift of an oak book-case from the Estate of Mrs. 
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Bliss has made possible the placing of more books on open 
shelves. 

In closing this report the librarian wishes to express 
her thanks to the Trustees for their cordial support, and 
to our townspeople for their kindly interest in the Library.

At the annual town meeting, Edward T. Morse, whose 
term had expired, was re-elected, and Samuel K. Nutter 
was elected in place of Albert H. Barrows; each for a term 
of three years. 

The committees of our School District held a joint 
meeting on April 10, and unanimously re-elected Edgar H. 
Grout, Superintendent. Again we urge every parent and 
all others interested in the schools of this Town, to read 
and carefully consider his report to the committee. 

In all of our expenditures we have endeavored to ex- 
ercise strict economy. Yet some of the appropriations 
have unavoidably been over-drawn. 
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Many of our school buildings are getting old, and the 
expense attending ordinary wear and tear is necessarily a 
considerable sum each year. With the amount of money 
invested in school property, it is certainly economy to keep 
our buildings and grounds in good repair. 

Soon after the schools closed for the Summer vaca- 
tion, we very unexpectedly discovered that the Eastville 
house was leaking badly. Upon examination it was found 
necessary to shingle one side of the roof. This was ac- 
cordingly done and the other side patched. The building 
was thus made tight, but already quite a little mason 
work was required inside to repair damages. Quite an 


outlay was called for here, for which no provision was 


made at the beginning of the year. 

Necessary repairs have been made upon, all other 
school buildings from time to time as the need has be- 
come known. 

Slate blackboards have been placed in the Beaver 
Intermediate, thus providing one other room with boards 


‘that will need no repairing. Werecommend that the room 


at Northville be furnished in the same way this year. 
During the early part of the year, the Pond School 
house, so-called, which had not been occupied for a num- 
ber of years, was thoroughly repaired, painted inside and 
out, and refurnished. The outbuildings and fence around 
the grounds were also put in proper order, making the 
whole property neat and attractive. At the beginning of 
the Fall term the pupils of the 7th grade were transferred 
to this building, thus relieving, to some extent, the over- 
crowded condition at the High School building. This does 
not, however, by any means, solve the problem of accom- 
modations for the increasing number of pupils in the low- 
er grades. What is to be done another year with the 
scholars in some of the rooms, especially in the Allen and 
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the West Buildings, and probably the Elmwood, is a 
source of much anxiety and thought to your committee. 
It seems absolutely necessary that more adequate accom- 
modations be provided in some way. 

The very liberal appropriations made by the citizens 
of this town each year for educational purposes, attest the 
high estimate of our community of its public schools, They 
certainly have received a most generous support, and we 
believe have always rendered good returns for the money 
expended. 

We urge upon the parents and all others the great 
importance of co-operating with the teachers, the super- 
intendent, and the committee, in their efforts to bring our 
schools up to the highest possible point of attainment.

Reference to the above table will show that there has 

. marked increase during the past year in both the en- 
rollment and the average membership of pupils in our public 
schools. 7 

The per cent. of attendance is somewhat lower than that 
recorded cne year ago, though still well above the average for 
the State. It should be our aim, however, not merely to 
maintain our attendance on a par with the general average, 
but to place ourselves well in the lead. This can be accom- 
plished, if each patron of the schools can be made to feel the 
importance of regular school attendance for his children. 
Conditions in the country are not so favorable for high rec- 
ords of attendance as they are in the city, where close prox- 
imity to schoolhouses, good reads, ard closer supervision 
through the machinery of a city school system, become 
important factors in the problem. Yet the less favorable 
conditions of the country may be cffset by the absence of dis- 
tractions incident to city life, and by contagious interest and 
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enthusiasm on the part of the teachers, coupled with the in- 
telligent co-operation of the home. 

Our records show that much of the absence is caused by 
sickness either of the pupils themselves or of some member 
of the household. Yet there are times when we feel that the 
reasons offered are not sufficient. 


On the other hand, there are occasions on which home 
duties may properly take precedence over the claims of the 
school. These are and should be of rare occurrence, and the 
reason for absence thus occasioned should be communicated 


to the teacher at the earliest moment possible to avoid mis- 
understandings and the suspicion that the pupil is unlawfully 
absent from school. Parents will find the school authorities 
always ready to excuse these necessary absences on the re- 
ceipt of sufficient evidence to justify such a course of action. 

The past year has witnessed an unusually large number 
of changes in our teaching force as well as a somewhat rad- 
ical readjustment of grades. 

Our grammar school at the Center had become too large 
to be accommodated in its old quarters, and was, therefore, 
divided into three sections, two of which are still retained in 
the high school building, while the third has been housed in 
the old Pond School, which was thoroughly renovated during 
the summer vacation. This change meant giving up depart- 
mental work, which in spite of its advantages had never been 
thoroughly satisfactory as applied to our system. In its place 
we have three well graded schools under conditions favorable 
for good work. 

One of the important events of the year has been the 
closing of the Curtisville School. Early in the fall term it 
became evident that the number of pupils in attendance 
would no longer justify keeping the school open. Arrange- 
ments were made to consolidate with the Satucket School, 
and to furnish free transportation for the pupils. On _ the 
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date set for closing the school it was found that all but three 
of the pupils had moved from the district, or were about to 
do so ina few days. The parents of these three pupils de- 
cided to keep them at home this year, and as the children 
were all below the compulsory attendance age, the matter was 
dropped. 

Opening the Pond School has made it possible to relieve 
the crowded condition at the Elmwood Intermediate School, 
by bringing the seventh grade from that school to the Centre. 
With but three grades and a reasonable number of pupils un- 


der her charge, the teacher finds conditions much more favor- 
able for good work. 

The experience of the past few years shows very con- 
clusively that if we hope to keep the quality of our teaching 
force up to the standard demanded by the character of our 
schools, we must stand ready to increase teachers’ salaries, 
not merely for the purpose of retaining good teachers already 
at work, but especially to attract well trained and competent 
teachers as vacancies occur. 

Here, as elsewhere, the law of supply and demand holds 
good, and we are confronted at all times with the fact that 
the supply is not keeping pace with the demand. Cities and 
larger towns are experiencing the inconveniences arising 
from a lack of teachers, and are drawing more and more each 
year upon the smaller towns. We cannot, of course, expect 
to compete with these larger places, yet our salary list should 
be made sufficiently large to prove ‘attractive to high grade 
teachers and to offset the increased cost of living. 

The selection of teachers calls for a knowledge not only 
of the school to which the teacher is to be assigned, but also 
of the community in which the school is situated ; it demands 
also a more or less accurate knowledge of the candidate’s per- 
sonality, character, education and preparation for teaching. 
Even after all these elements have been carefully considered, 
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mistakes will sometimes be made, and the teacher assigned 
will prove a misfit. 

A new teacher, however competent she may be, will 
never quite take the place of her predecessor, nor would it be 
well is she could. She must be given time to impress her own 
personality upon the school and to demonstrate her fitness, or 
lack of it, for the position she is occupying. Justice to the 
school as well as to the teacher demands that she be given the 
hearty support of school officials and school patrons, and that 
she be exempt from unjust comparison with her predecessors 
in office. 

We feel that we have at present a corps of teachers that 
will compare very favorably with similar bodies in other 
towns of our size. Their work is characterized by a spirit of 
harmony and a willingness to follow out suggestions. offered. 


INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION 


On June 7, 1905, Governor William L. Douglas appoint- 
ed nine persons. to constitute a Commission on Industrial and 
Technical Education. On the second Wednesday in April of 
the following year this commission, after careful and thor- 
ough investigation, presented its report to the Legislature, 
subnutting at the same time a bill embodying its recommend- 
ations, which bill was later enacted into law. 

Among the conclusions arrived at as a result of public 
hearings and special investigations by this Commission, the 
following may be of special interest: 

“For the great majority of children who leave school to 
enter employments at the age of fourteen or fifteen, the first 
three or four years are practically waste years, so far as the 
actual productive value of the child is concerned, and so far 
as increasing his industrial or productive efficiency. The 
employments upon which they enter demand so little intelli- 
gence and so little manual skill that they are not educative in 
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any sense. For these children, many of whom now leave 
school from their own choice at the completion of the seventh 
grade, further school training of a practical character would 
be attractive, and would be a possibility 1f it prepared for the 
industries.” 

In regard to the part that the public schools may have in 
developing industrial education, the Commission recommends 
‘that cities and towns so modify the work in the elementary 
schools as to include for boys and girls instruction and prac- 
tice in the elements of productive industry, including agricul- 
ture and the mechanic and domestic arts, and that this in- 
struction be of such a character as to secure from it the high- 
est cultural, as well as the highest industrial value; and that 
the work in the high schools be modified so that the instruc- 
tion in mathematics, the sciences and drawing shall show the 
application and use of these subjects in industrial life, with 
special reference to local industries, so that the students may 
see that these subjects are not designed primarily and solely 
for academic purpose, but that they may be utilized for the 
purposes of practical life.” 

A considerable number of our boys and girls leave 
school at the age of fourteen to become wage earners, enter- 
ing, in some cases, employments in which there are but few 
opportunities for promotion. Inasmuch as many of these pu- 
pils leave school of their own accord, it is safe to say that 
they might be retained for two or three years longer, could 
they but feel that the training of these additional years would 
result in increased efficiency and a correspondingly greater 
earning capacity. To tide them over this critical period of 
unrest, the period from fourteen to sixteen, by some form of 
training which shall give them a better start in life, is the 
problem which confronts educators today. 

A generation or more ago the boy or girl found in the 
duties of the home ample opportunity for training the hand 
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and for the development of the inventive faculty. Under the 
conditions of modern life, with all kinds of labor-saving de- 
vices so common, these opportunities no longer exist in many 
homes, and substitutes must be found for them in the curri- 
culum of our common schools. 

In connection with the work in drawing, our pupils are 
being introduced to some forms of handwork, but only in a 
very elementary way. With the increased facilities offered 
by the proposed additional school accommodations, it is 
hoped that the way will be opened for the introduction of 
sewing, basketry, weaving and wood-working. All of these 
are possible with comparatively little outlay, as the experi- 
ence of other towns proves. 

In the town of Raynham we have recently introduced 
basketry. The pupils of the grammar grades have already 
made pencil baskets of rattan reed, and are now at work upon 
waste baskets. In addition to this they are acquiring some 
knowledge of the use of tools. All of this work is done with 
no instruction save that furnished by the supervisor of draw- 
ing to the regular teachers, who, in turn, pass it on to the 
pupils under their charge. While some of the work is crude, 
much of it is very creditable and indicates that the pupils are 
gaining in manual dexterity. 

The various forms of handwork are considered educa- 
tive as well as practical, in that the pupil can watch the suc- 
cessive steps and note the effect of careful as well as of 
careless work. The effect of the slightest mistake in basket 
weaving, for instance, becomes apparent at once in an imper- 
fect product; the child is thus taught the lesson, frequently 
learned only later in life, that the perfect product, which alone 
has a high commercial value, can come only from careful and 
accurate workmanship. | 

It is my recommendation, therefore, that in our plans for 
the next school year we make provision for one or more 
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forms of handwork, which shall give our pupils some insight 
to the needs and demands of industrial life. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


In my last annual report the law relating to medical 
inspection in the public schools was given in full, together 
with some explanation of its provisions. In order to comply 
with the requirements of this law we asked for an appropria- 
tion to defray the expenses incident to the employment of a 
medical inspector, but this request was denied both at the an- 
nual meeting and at a special meeting called later in the 
spring. 

Investigation has shown that of the 354 towns in the 
State, 189, or more than 50 per cent., made appropriations last 
year. In this number are included the two other towns of my 
district, West Bridgewater and Raynham. In these two towns 
the experiment has been highly satisfactory and_ beneficial. 
As was to be expected, the experiment met with some oppo- 
sition, though most of the parents gladly co-operated with us 
in our endeavors to detect and remedy physical defects that 
were interfering with school work. . 

In West Bridgewater about 350 children were examined. 
Ninety-nine cases of physical defects were found, of which 
twenty-nine were serious enough to call for special treatment. 
Among these defects were cases of inflammation of the 
middle ear, adenoids, enlarged tonsils, eczema, anaemia, etc. 

Frequently it happens that the diseases and troubles of 
childhood are ignored or neglected and passed over with the 
sentiment, “The child will outgrow it.” 

A physician, who is also a well-known writer on educa- 
tional subjects, commenting on this cruel and foolish senti- 
ment, says: “One may well doubt whether a child ever out- 
grows a physical limitation. When the period of young man- 
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hood or young womanhood dawns, bringing with it the con- 
quering power of new vigor and virility, a child may seem to 
throw off limitations of preceding times and to outgrow’ 
them. But invariably echoes of the same limitations are heard 
years later, when, with the waning of general strength, these 
again present themselves. 

“The individual is no longer able to sustain, without self- 
consciousness, the inharmony which has always existed, al- 
though for so long a time the system was able to endure the 
burden and hold itself against it without apparent discord.” 

Since the last annual town meeting it has been learned 
that much of the opposition to an appropriation for medical 
inspection was based upon a misconception of the powers and 
duties of the inspector, and upon the supposition that the in- 
spection could be made under the direction of the board of 
health, and, therefore, an appropriation was not necessary. 

In the first place the duties of the inspector end when he 
has diagnosed the cases referred to him, and has notified the 
parents of children suffering from physical defects. Parents 
are then at liberty to employ their own physician, or no phy- 
sician at all; but our experience has been that in most cases 
they are glad to avail themselves of this professional advice. 
Again, no portion of the appropriation may be used for treat- 
ment or for the purchase of remedies. Furthermore, the ap- 
propriation is not intended as a salary, but is to be drawn 
upon only for definite services rendered. 

With reference to the suggestion that the inspection be 
made under the direction of the board of health, it is suffi- 
cient to say that even if such a course were permissible under 
the law, a special appropriation would still be necessary. 

Judging by the amounts appropriated and used by other 
towns for this purpose, I would recommend an appropriation 
of seventy-five dollars to defray the expenses of medical in- 
spection for the present year. 


ADDITIONAL SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


In my report of one year ago attention was called to the 
necessity of providing additional accommodations for the 
children of our public schools. It was felt at the time that this 
extra accommodation could best be provided by erecting a 
new high school building and utilizing the present rooms for 
grade purposes. The continued increase in school population, 
however, has modified the problem somewhat, and while the 
needs of our high school are no less pressing than they were 
one year ago, the needs of our grades are becoming more im- 
perative. The Allen and West schools must have relief be- 
fore another fall, and probably the Elmwood school also. 

Providing new quarters for the high school would not af- 
ford sufficient relief even for the present, much less provide 
for future growth. Any plan that provided merely for our 
present needs, with no consideration for the future, would be 
short-sighted policy and prove in no way true economy. 

Could the town afford at present to erect a new high 
school building and also enlarge the Allen schoolhouse, we 
should feel that conditions would be well nigh ideal. This 
question, however, has been thoroughly considered by the 
school board and superintendent in joint conference with the 
special committee appointed at the last town meeting, and we 
are unanimously of the opinion that our needs for the present 
and immediate future can be subserved by enlarging the Al- 
len school so as to contain six school rooms of standard size. 
This plan will enable us to place the eighth and ninth grades 
in the remodeled Allen School, and thus utilize all of the high 
school building for high school purposes. 

This plan will give us sufficient room for our high school 
work, and will undoubtedly give ample accommodation for 
the grades for several years to come. It will, moreover, en- 
able tis to continue our policy of reducing the number of 
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grades to a teacher, and thus in a measure help to solve the 
problem of obtaining and retaining high grade teachers for 
our schools. No teacher at the Allen building, under this new 
arrangement, will have more than two grades in her room, 
while some will have but one. | 

With this plan of closer grading in force there will be 
less dissipation of energy and a larger amount of time for 
individual instruction. There should be a smaller number of 
failures each year in the different grades, and our pupils 
should come to their high school work better prepared than , 
they possibly can come under our present system of several 
grades to a teacher. 

It is earnestly hoped that the recommendation of the in- 
vestigating committee may be adopted, and an appropriation 
made at the coming town meeting, as it is highly important 
that the additional rooms should be ready for occupancy at 
the opening of school next September. 


Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In making the annual report of the High School Princt- 
pal I wish first of all to emphasize the absolute necessity of a 
new High School building. We cannot do the work we should 
in our present quarters. The main room is just adequate for 
our needs, while the laboratory is expected to accommodate 
ten or fifteen students in a space not over ten feet square. In 
our other recitation room the shape of the room is such as to 
interfere seriously with discipline and blackboard work. Be- 
sides, we should be in a building by ourselves. 

However, an attempt has been made this year to raise 
the standard of work done and to enrich the curriculum. 
Physics and chemistry are now offered the same year, Eng-

lish Literature now alternates with American Literature in 
the third and fourth years, while an extra year of German 
has been added, enabling a student to study one modern for- 
eign language three years, and another two. 

This course as it now stands meets the requirements of 
the New England Certificate Board for admission to college. 
In this respect, at least, no school of the same size in the 
State is superior, and we can safely challenge comparison 
with many larger schools. There is no reason why parents 
should need to send their children elsewhere to fit for college 
or to finish their preparation. In fact, instruction in a small 
public school of good standing is always superior to that in a 
large private one of the same rank, although there seems to 
be a popular fallacy to the contrary. 

In order to provide for those not going to college some 
changes ought to be made. The business course should be of- 
fered the second vear instead of the fourth as now Commer- 
cial Arithmetic should take the place of Advanced Arithme- 
tic, and Commercial Law should be made a separate course 
instead of being combined with bookkeeping as at present. 
Such changes, however, call for more room than we have at 
our disposal with our present accommodations. J] would rec- 
ommend also that Geometry be made elective for those not 
going to college. Music should be made an elective study, 
and we should only be following the recommendation of our 
State Board and the example of some of the best schools in 
the State by giving credit for such work. If we could have 
new quarters, some elective work of an industrial nature 
should be undertaken. For instance, some training in filing, 
drawing of threads, simple lathe-turning, soldering and har- 
dening in iron work, and planing, wood turning, squaring and 
pattern making in wood work could be given at little expense 
for equipment, and probably at not a great expense for in- 
struction. 
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For the first time there is enough apparatus to enable six 
students to complete an experimental course in Physics aud 
Chemistry. More apparatus will be needed to provide for 
larger classes. One of our greatest deficiencies at our present 
building is the inability to provide even ordinary laboratory 
work for our large class in Physical Geography, without 
which one cannot do the subject justice. 

Early in the year the Senior Class offered the Brown 
Glee Club as an entertainment to raise funds for graduation. 
This was given to encourage the presentation of high class’ 
attractions by the school. Part of the proceeds of such func- 
tions is to be presented to the school in some useful form. 
The support given it by the Alumni and the public guarantee 
the continuance of this policy. Much of the success was due 
to the spirit in which the members of the school worked. In 
fact, the spirit of the school is good regarding all matters of 
school life. 

Not only have we tried to make our courses of study as 
valuable as possible, but we have also tried to ‘add to the in- 
terest in school work by the formation of an atheltic associa- 
tion, and by having on one Friday each month one hour given 
to exercises of a general nature. The association has been 
supported by nearly all in the school, and basket ball has been 
played by both the young ladies and the young men. We 
have invited some who were interested to speak to the school 
at the time of our general exercises, much to the profit and 
pleasure of the scholars. In both instances we think the re- 
sults have been beneficial. 

In closing, I wish to thank the committee for their sup- 
port in all matters of general policy, and the Superintendent 
for his aid in all our plans for the good of the school.

Report of the Supervisor of Drawing 


To Mr. Edgar H. Grout, Superintendent of Schools of East 
Bridgewater : 


As I review in my mind the year’s work in drawing, it 
seems one of good and steady progress. There are no schools 
which have fallen below the standard of previous years. The 
object drawing has been better understood and better done 
than it has ever been, and the construction of boxes, banks, 
book marks, etc., in connection with Christmas time was care- 
fully and neatly finished. 

As might be expected, the interest in the three upper 
grades has increased much since the schools have been di- 
vided. 

They are of such a size now that the pupils who need 
help can be given it during the allotted time for the lesson. 
and are thus saved from discouragement. 

Now that we are approaching a little nearer to our ideal 
in this subject, I feel that we can and ought to combine it 
with some studv of industrial work. 

During the last ten years much experimenting has been 
done with regard to industrial work in schools all over this 
country and in other countries. 

The last two conventions for drawing teachers which I 
attended were devoted entirely to the consideration of this 
subject. | 

Much has been claimed for it by those interested, and 
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there seems to be no doubt that it has greatly increased the 
ability of children to work with their hands, that it teaches 
them to plan things logically and carry them through to com- 
pletion, and that it connects their school work with their home 
and outdoor interests as nothing else has ever done. 

With small pupils the principal aim is to develop hand 
skill. We need to use some material suited to their size and 
with which they can make things that seem to them useful. 
Raffia, an inexpensive and easily handled material, is excel- 
lent, for with it they can make napkin rings, penwipers, 
baskets, cushions, boxes and much more. Simple hand looms 
_are also easily managed to produce furnishings for dolls’ 
houses. 

But with older pupils I think the greatest good comes 
from making something which will improve their immediate 
surroundings, something for school or for home use. 


A sloyd course is the ideal thing for boys, and nothing 
else quite takes the place of learning to use the various tools 
properly and the muscular development which one gets in 
manipulating them. It is expensive, however, to fit up sloyd 
benches, and a good deal can be done without them. With 
sharp knives only and a small try-square, there are many 
models which can be whittled out. 

Pencil sharpeners, window wedges, winders for fish 
lines, plant labels, etc., can easily be done. Indeed, in one 
school which [| visit very excellent paper knives were made 
from shingles, by using sand paper alone. I tried last spring 
some cross-stitch embroidery with the girls, some of them 
working together to complete a cover for the table in the 
school room. They worked out on it a design made by a mem- 
ber of the class. All of the designs were made more practical 
because the pupils had studied the material in which they 
were to be worked. 

Nearly all mothers are glad to have their daughters sew, 
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and will teach them about it, but the daughters enjoy it more 


and have more interest in it, if they can also do some in school 
in company with other girls. 

It is true that whatever subject is thought worthy to be 
taken up in school gains dignity thereby in the minds of the 
pupils. For this reason, partly, I think we should do some- 
thing along the line of gardening. In a country town, espec- 
ially where so much farming is carried on, as is here, we have 
all the advantage over the larger towns and cities. It would 
seem a good plan to take up in school the various steps nec- 
essary to prepare the soil and plant a garden, and the care 
which it needs in weeding and stirring the soil. Then each 
child could have his own plot at home, and some exhibition 
‘arranged in the autumn to compare results. This is better 
than a garden at school, for during the long summer vacation, 
with the teacher away, the responsibility of caring for it can- 
not be easily placed. 

A study of the school grounds could be made, however, 
and some permanent improvement started. 

Qne school building under my care was placed a little 
distance from the sidewalk, with a large grassy playground 
back of it. All the space in front was gravel, with irregular- 
ly worn edges where it met the grass. One day:] asked the 
children what was the most unsightly thing about their build- 
ing, and they did not hesitate to say the front. Thereupon we 
started a reform. We dug out gravel and filled in with loam, 
and earned money to pay for the work which was too hard for 
us to perform. Today we have a good grass plot there. The 
hall which occupies the spot next the school has since been 
treated in the same way by its owners, and the street is much 
improved. 

I have suggested work which would take several years to 
get well started in the schools, but some of the simpler plans 
could be begun soon. » 
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We would need some regular time set aside for this study, 
perhaps an hour every Friday afternoon. We do not require 
a great deal, for we wish pupils to do much of the work out- 
side of school hours. 

We would also need some money with which to purchase 
materials, at least at first. Usually when a child has pro- 
duced something which he finds useful, he is wilhnug to pay 
for the material in it. 

I take pleasure in acknowledging my appreciation of the 
support given me by the teachers, superintendent and others 
“interested in this subject.

Report of Committee on Water Supply. 


To the Voters of East Bridgewater : 


The committee to investigate the water supply ques- 
tion wishes to report as follows: 

The Bridgewater Water Company was unwilling to 
sell that portion of its pipes in East Bridgewater, together 
with the franchise for furnishing water to the town, ex- 
cept at a prohibitive price:—namely, one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000). The estimated cost, at the present 
price of labor and material, to replace the same amount of 
pipe, of the same size as now in use, would be approxi- 
mately fifty-three thousand dollars ($53,000). Since buy- 
ing that portion of the Company’s plant situated in East 
Bridgewater, from the Water Company, is impracticable, 
and as the charter of the Company specifies that the en- 
tire plant must be taken by the town, and not divided, it 
is, therefore, impossible to act under the charter. As to 
supplying that portion of the town known as Beaver, the 
committee, having looked into the details, present the 
following results. 

First, buying water from the City of Brockton, suit- 
able arrangements having been made with that city. The 
approximate cost of laying all 6-inch pipes to supply thirty- 
eight houses and provide seven hydrants, laying pipes to 
West Bridgewater and Brockton line—Brockton to lay up 
to this line free of expense to West Bridgewater line—nine 
thousand dollars ($9,000). But should Brockton refuse to 
lay to the West Bridgewater line, and East Bridgewater 
should have to lay to the Brockton line, near their poor 
farm, the cost would be approximately fourteen thousand, 
two hundred eighty-two dollars and thirty-two cents 
($14, 282.32), which is nearly prohibitive. 


The expenses and income on above would be as fol- 
lows:

Second, establishing an independent pumping plant, 
having duplicate pumps and suitable tank. Plant to have 
a pumping capacity of 2000 gallons per day, Cost of such 
plant, three thousand, four hundred twenty-five dollars 
($3,425). Pipes all 6 inches, with seven hydrants and 
thirty-eight service connections, seven thousand, five hun- 
dred sixty-six dollars ($7,566). Total cost, ten thousand, 
nine hundred ninety-one dollars ($10,991). On this, the 
income and expenses would be:

The committee has also had presented recently a pe- 
tition from residents of that portion of the town known as 
Harmony. To connect this section with the supply of the 
City of Brockton would necessitate laying 9,750 feet of 
8-inch pipe, and 3,400 feet of 6-inch pipe, at total cost of 
thirteen thousand, one hundred thirty-five dollars ($13,135). 

In this case the income and expenses would be as 
follows:

This petition, however, has twenty-two signers which, 
at the present rates, would yield the Water Company two 
hundred and twelve dollars ($212.00) income per annum. 
In view of the much shorter distance of pipe that would 
have to be laid, it might be possible that the present Water 
Company would consider it. 

As to that portion known as Northville, this section 
being situated as it is, the only possible way would be to 
take a supply from the Brockton main, whichruns through 
there. To supply the section from Gannett’s Corner to 
Whitman Avenue, would mean laying 7,116 feet of 6-inch 
pipe, at a cost of six thousand, seven hundred and sixty 
dollars ($6,760), at the price of pipe and labor today. In 
this section there are forty-two dwelling houses, but the 
committee is not advised how many would be takers. On 
the supposition that twenty-two houses would take the 
water, the expenses and income would appear about as fol- 
lows, annually:

Report of the Local Superintendent 
for Suppressing the Gypsy and 
Brown Tail Moths. 


—_— —_— 


In regard to these two pests, the Gypsy Moth problem 
is by far the more serious, as far as this town is con- 
cerned. For that reason it was thought advisable not to 
make a scout of the town for brown tail webs last winter 
but to let a scout, which will be made in the coming Feb- 
ruary and March do for both years, thereby having more 
time and money for the Gypsy Moth work. The following 
gives an idea of what has been done along that line. 

During the fall and winter of nineteen hundred and 
seven and eight the town was scouted, taking all the trees 
and shrubbery in the open, back to the woods, and in the 
wood land a section from thirty to fifty feet wide on both 
sides of all highways and wood roads. The number of 
egg clusters found from September first, nineteen hun- 
dred and seven, to June first, nineteen hundred and eight, 
being two thousand five hundred and forty. 

The places where these were found were cleaned and 


burlaped, giving with the old and new infestations one 


hundred and seventy-one places. Of this number thirty- 
six were wood land colonies with a total area of about 
eighty acres. There were forty-one thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty four burlaps applied, from which were tak- 
en and destroyed nineteen thousand five hundred and 
thirty-four larvae (caterpillars). 
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Since September first, 1908, the work of cleaning and 
scouting has been in progress. To January first nineteen 
hundred and nine there have been twenty-seven new 
infestations located, in which three hundred and fifty- 
three egg clusters have been creosoted. The greater part 
of these last mentioned places are in territory which was 
not looked over in last year’s scout. 

In examining the work of the past year we find forty- 
three places where we consider the Gypsy moths stamped 
out.

Drainage Report. 


The Selectmen, 
Kast Bridgewater, Mass. 


Sirs: The Spring Street Drainage Ditch when I assumed 
charge of it in June, 1908, had been graded in accord- 
ance with the plan of the engineer, Mr. Hayward, from 
near the house of Mr. J. Burrell to the Railroad track, and 
from the south side of the Railroad track to opposite the 
north end of Mr. J. Cook’s house. From here 24-inch 
pipe had been laid in front of Mr. Cook’s house and the 
ditch opened from there to connect with the pipe already 
in place from Mr. Cook’s south line to the river. <A cross- 
ing of 24-inch pipe had been laid in front of Mr. Dwyer’s 
house and one of 18-inch pipe in front of Mr. McGrath’s 
home and his tenement. 

It was found that, due to an error in the plans, the 
ditch was not low enough at Mr. Dwyer’s to prevent the 
water from overflowing onto Mr. MeGrath’s land. Com- 
mencing near Mr. McGrath’s house the grade was lowered 
about a foot and all the remainder of the ditch dug to 
that grade, the sides being given as much slope as its loca- 
tion would allow. The crossing at Mr. Dwyer’s was relaid, 
a new crossing built near the Railroad track to permit en- 
trance to the land of the Edison Electric Co., a 24-inch 
cast iron pipe laid under the Railroad track, and a 24-inch 
tile pipe laid from there to meet the pipe at Mr. Cook’s. 
A few feet of pipe already in were relaid to improve the 
grade, two catch basins built, one opposite Cook Street 
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and one opposite Oregon Street to catch their future drain- 
age and for other reasons, and the necessary concrete 
headings put in to protect the end of the tile at the cross- 
ings and elsewhere.

With the addition of a culvert which the Superintendent 
of Streets has since put in across Spring street, this ditch 
will now carry all of the drainage which will come to it 
from the lands south of Union street and from Central 
Square. The town now having provided an ample outlet 
for the water, the Board of Health has ample power to en- 
force the parties owning land there to carry their drainage 
into this ditch in accordance with the plan adopted by the 
Town. The Town should complete the drainage of Cen- 
tral Square, as planned, at once and in one job. 

I wish to call attention to the wastefulness of doing 
such work by piece-meal. Tostop and start again on such 
work causes considerable loss in time and money, in col- 
lecting tools and men, and in getting the force into shape 
to do ‘‘team work.’’ Material cannot be bought as cheaply 
in small asin large lots, and the men and teams cannot 
be so economically handled on a small as on a large job. 
In piece-meal work, also, it is always necessary to tear out 
some of the old work before the new can be commenced, 
causing unnecessary waste. It is far cheaper for the town 
to borrow the money for any such work, pay interest on 
it, and complete the whole work at once. 
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The Town is poorly equipped with tools for ditch and 
road work. It would be economy to have an ample supply 
of shovels, picks, etc., at least two drag scrapers, a good 
plow, one or two two-horse tip-carts, and other tools, and 
to provide a proper place for storing them, under the care 
of the Superintendent of Streets.

Allen School] 


Report of the Committee chosen to make the additions 
and alterations on the Allen schoolhouse. 

The Committee organized by the choice of Charles W. 
Waterman as chairman and E. T. Morse secretary. 

The amount expended was increased by several items. 
The cost of raising the building was found to exceed the 
original estimate by one hundred and fifty dollars. Desir- 
ing to remove any possible danger of loss of life from fire 
panic, the majority of the Committee decided to build a 
stairway for each upper room, thus providing ample and 
easy exit in case one of the stairways should be blocked by 
flames. 

A portico was constructed over the rear entrance, in 
order to provide protection from the weather to the doors 
at that point. . 

Plans and specifications were submitted to six contrac- 
tors, three of whom submitted bids. That of Mr. John A. 
Jackson of Brockton being four hundred dollars less than 
the next lowest bidder, was accepted, and the contract for 
the carpenter and mason work was given to him for the 
sum of seven thousand one hundred dollars. 

Bids for the heating plant were received from six deal- 
ers; but as they were considered too high, all were re- 
jected, and a contract made with Mr. G. M. Webber of this 
town, to install a Magee system, furnishing two additional 
hot air furnaces and a steam heater, for the sum of one 
thousand dollars. As the present furnace of the same 
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make has done satisfactory work, and the new ones are 
a size larger, it is probable that the building will be 
suitably heated as guaranteed in the contract. The 
plumbing contract was also awarded to Mr. Webber for 
the sum of two hundred and twenty dollars.

This has been a busy, yetasomewhat uneventful year 
in the history of the library. All the work has gone along 
quietly and very smoothly, in the eare of the librarian, 
Miss Lucy L. Siddall, Her report to the Trustees shows 
an increase in circulation of more than two thousand vol- 
umes over the previous year. 

Upon request from some of the patrons, the trustees, 
in May, voted to keep the library open continuously from 
3 to 8 p. m. every library day. This has proved a conven- 
lence to many, who desire to make use of its privileges. 
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Miss Frances Thorndike, has been an able assistant in 
the librarian’s work during the hours from 4 to 6 each 
day. 

The policies on the books and furniture expired in the 
early part of the year. The trustees, owing to the added 
number of volumes in the library since the last renewal, 
thought it wise to increase the amount of insurance to 
$5,000.00. The cost of these policies, and the very neces- 
sary repairs on the chimney, materially reduced the 
amount available for the purchase of books, from the 
town’s appropriation. Had it not been for the income 
from the various funds, that have been given the library 
from time to time, fewer books could have been added this 
year. " 

The card catalogue system has been in operation during 
the year. ‘This has now passed its experimental stage and 
has become highly satisfactory to the patrons of the li- 
brary. Few, indeed, if any, would care to go back to the 
old system. This catalogue may now be kept up-to-date 
with very small expense. 

As has been done heretofore, a list of all books pur- 
chased this year will be printed with this report. 

The need of a railing on the outside steps is very appar- 
ent. Many, especially among the older patrons, find it 
very difficult in an icy time, to get in and out of the build- 
ing. We hope to see this improvement made another year. 

The library has received from the will of late Mrs. K. 
E Sheldon, some very valuable bronzes, consisting of two 
large vases and an incense burner brought from Hong 
Kong by her brother, Capt. Andrew J. Smith. It is 
thought that these bronzes must be at least two thousand 
years old, and that the art of manufacture is entirely lost. 
It would be exceedingly difficult, if possible, to duplicate 
them. We think our library is very fortunate to own 
them. 

We have also received from Mr. Daniel French, executor 
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of the will of Mrs. B. K. Bliss, a very beautiful hand 
carved ivory fan of exquisite design and workmanship. 
This fan was a wedding gift to Mrs. Anna McCarthy, who 
was married in 1740. Should there be any citizens who 
have not seen these articles it will well repay them to 
make a visit to the library for that purpose. 

The Public Library should be a repository for records or 
relics illustrating in any way the history of the town. 
Such articles will be read or examined with much interest 
and profit by our citizens of future years. We earnestly 
invite all persons having anything in this line to place it in 
the library, thus aiding to increase its usefulness and in- 
fluence. |

Librarian's Report. 


The twenty-fifth annual report of the Library for the 
year ending December 31, 1908, is here presented. 

Inventory—The number of volumes now in the Library 
is 5811. This represents an increase of 204 books, 12 
were gifts, and one book was re-placed. | 

The usual documents have been received from the Com- 
monwealth; the seventeenth and last volume of ‘‘Massa- 
chusetts Soldiers and Sailors of the Revolution,’’ making it 
now possible to trace Revolutionary ancestry, data thus 
obtained being accepted by the societies of Revolutionary 
descendants. 

Circulation—The circulation for the year was 12,668, an 
increase over 1907 of 2124 books. 

The largest number given out any one day was August 
15 when 147 volumes were placed in circulation. Average 
daily circulation was 68+ : 

Circulation by classes—Adult fiction, 50.28+ juvenile 
fiction, 29.36-+ periodicals, 6.55-+ literature and bio- 
graphy, 5.54+ science and art, 3.22+ travel, 2.15+ his- 
tory, 1.64+. 

Age—Limit. As many parents wished their children 
to take books through the summer vacation the age limit 
was lowered to ten years; but as there seems to be no un- 
iform age at which children can intelligently make use of 
a library the age limit has been abolished in many towns. 
The parents are required to sign an application blank 
thereby agreeing to be responsible for the observation of 
library rules by the child. This seems a step in the right 
direction. 
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Books for children must either be selected for them or 
they must see the books so they can select for themselves. 
To this end two shelves in the ‘‘free access’’ book case are 
filled with children’s books, to which they are directed. In- 
struction is soon given in the use of the card-catalogue, It 
is always with pride a child presents his first list of books. 

Not only should the child come to the Library for story 
book and fairy tales, but he should early learn that the Li- 
brary is a storehouse of information; that here is help 
through school life, and leaving school the Library can still 
be the greatest educational factor throughout life. 


READING ROOM AND REFERENCE WORK. 


On the Reading Room tables will be found The American 
Boy, Appleton’s, Atlantic, Cassier’, Century, Christian 
Register, The Commoner, Education, Farm Journal, Good 
Housekeeping, Harper’s Monthly, Harper’s Weekly, Jour- 
nal of American History, Public Libraries, New England 
Homestead, New England Magazine, Our Dumb Animals, 
Our Four Footed Friends, Outlook, Seribner’s, St. Nicho- 
las, Society of Mayflower Descendants, World’s Work and 
The Youth’s Companion. ‘‘Life’’ and The Saturday Ev- 
ening Post have been supplied gratuitously the last half of 
the year. The tables have been well filled with readers. 

Much reference work has been done, yet more use 
should be made of the library along the line of research. 
While the list of reference books is of necessity limited 
with ‘‘Poole’s Index’’ at hand, much valuable matter can 
be searched out; the magazine referred to not being on 
file, a nearby library has been ready to have its periodicals 
- consulted. ‘‘Books not expected to be found in a small li- 
brary’’, may be obtained through the inter-library loan, at 
a small expense to the borrower. Co-operation should be 
the watch-word between the school, the study class and 
the library, 
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Very frequently the remark is made by someone at the 
catalogue, ‘‘Idid not know such a book wasin the library.”’ 
No matter how many books a library may contain, if one 
has to look over six catalogues and twice as many sheets 
of paper, the contents of the library must largely remain 
unknown. The problem of working the public library 
therefore, is the problem of bringing its booke into the 
most general and extensive use within the limit of the 
amount of money which the tax-payers are willing to pay 
for that use. It cannot be worked without a suitable cat- 
alogue. ‘‘The catalogues of the library are the eyes 
through which people who use it can see what there is in 
it and find what they want.’’ 

For the cordial support of the Trustees and the kindly 
interest of our towns-people I am deeply grateful.

The following truant officers were aiso elected: W. T. 
Greene, -George Hudson, Edgar H. Grout and T. S. H. 
Rounesville. 

At the joint meeting of the Committees of our School 
district, held in April, Edgar H. Grout was again re-elected 
Superintendent. His work in our schools during the year, 
has been characterized by the same ability and faithfulness 
that he has shown in former years. His report to the Com- 
mittee will be of interest to all who care to keep in touch 
with the schools of our town. We would call your special 
attention to his figures, showing the increase in pupils dur- 
ing the last ten years. 
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We are glad to report that in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the special committee appointed the previous 
year to investigate the need of enlarged accommodations for 
the schools, the town at its annual meeting in March, voted 
tore-model the Allen building, making it two stories, with 
three rooms on each floor. This has been done, affording, 
we think, ample accommodations for any increase of pupils 
that may arise for some years to come. 

We have now a school building of which any town the size 
of ours may well be proud. We urge all citizens who have 
not already done so to inspect the same and see if this is 
not true. 

The Curtisville school which was closed the year previous 
for want of pupils, was re-opened in September, new famil- 
ies with children having moved into the district. There are 
still good accommodations here for more scholars, should 
others wish to reside in that part of the town. 

The buildings at Satucket have been painted inside and 
outside during the year, and now present a very creditable 
appearance. 

Slate blackboards have been put into the house at North- 
ville. The inside woodwork repainted. The walls tinted and 
the ceiling whitened. These improvements have added very 
materially to the attractiveness and usefulness of the room. 

All other school buildings have been inspected and minor 
repairs made wherever necessary. 

In June the committee received the following communica- 
tion from the Secretary of the State Board of Education. 


STATE Housk, BOSTON, JUNE 5, 1908. 
To the Chairman of the School Committee : 
By a recent act of the Legislature (chapter 412, acts of 


1908) section 7, chapter 502, of acts of 1906 is repealed. 
The law makes it obligatory upon school committees to 


employ school physicians, and to provide for the physical 
examination of all school children. 

This duty of school committees is not now dependent upon 
a previous appropriation, nor limited by the amount actually 
made. 

The obligation to care for the health of the children rests 
upon the same legal basis as the obligation to furnish in- 
struction, and the school committees have equal powers in 
the two kinds of work. 

By chapter 181, acts of 1908, special instruction as to 
tuberculosis and its prevention is included in the lists of sub- 
jects required by law to be taught. 

A circular of suggestions to teachers, now being prepared 
for the State Board of Education, by distinguished special- 
ists in tuberculosis, will be sent out early in September. 
The attention of school committees is invited to the report 
on school hygiene contained in the 71st report of the State 
Board of Education.

In compliance with the law, notification of which was 
given in the above communication, your committee appoint- 
ed Dr. I. I. Richmond, School Physician. We believe he 
has faithfully performed his work, and we trust to the satis- 
faction of all parties concerned. 

Some items of expenditure call for explanation. The 
committee made no recommendation for an appropriation for 
insurance to cover the increased value of the Allen school 
house, as the town had not voted to make the changes on 
the building at the time of writing our last report. 

The additional risk had to be covered at an expense of 
$128.00. This accounts for the large overdratt on this item. 

When looking over the school property, it was found that 
quite an amount of grading was very necessary around the 
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house at Northville, and in front of the High School build- 
ing. This was done at a cost of $25.00 and $17.00 respec- 
tively. This expense, together with the necessary purchase 
of additional school furniture at $88.00, and curtains at 
$30.00 caused the overdraft on the item for incidentals.

REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 


The most important event of the past year has been the 
remodeling and enlarging of the Allen school building. 

The committee appointed at the March meeting in 1907 
to investigate the request for additional school accommoda- 
tions, reported at the annual meeting in 1908, with 
recommendations and plans which were adopted by vote of 
the town. Money was appropriated and a building com- 
mittee appointed to proceed at once with the work. The 
building was ready for occupancy September 28, three 
weeks after the appointed time for opening school. 

Through the generosity of the citizens we have today 
a commodious and well appointed building, large enough, 
with the help of the Pond school, to meet our needs for 
several years to come. The school has an attendance to- 
day of 240 pupils and a seating capacity, without crowding, 
of 260. The extra seats at the Allen building together 
with those at the Pond school will provide for an increase 
of sixty in our school population. While we are well pro- 
vided for future growth, it must be evident to the thought- 
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ful person that the changes at the Allen building were not 
made too soon nor on too large a scale. 

Bringing so many pupils together under one roof has 
necessitated the employment of a man principal and the 
inauguration of certain restrictions, which to some may 
have seemed irksome, but which were intended to conserve 
the comfort and safety of all. It is a pleasure to report 
that the pupils are gradually becoming accustomed to 
changed conditions and in most cases are co-operating with 
the teachers in their efforts to make this an ideal school. 
In compliance with the law, a fire drill has been estab- 
lished at the school. At a signal given by the electric 
bell from either floor all pupils in the building leave their 
work and take their places in line for filing out. In several 
drills the building has been cleared in one minute, without 
confusion or excitement on the part of teachers or pupils. 

At the earnest solicitation of residents of Curtisville, 
the school in that district was reopened in September. So 
far but eight pupils have presented themselves, though we 
had expected a larger attendance. The Satucket school is 
still maintained with an enrolment of only ten. What dis- 
position to make of these small schools is a question that 
has vexed the school officials in no small degree. To close 
them and furnish instruction in other and remote schools 
seems to work a hardship upon the younger portion of the 
pupils. On the other hand, competition is keener in a 
larger school, and as a rule pupils make more rapid pro- 
gress in their studies. Another phase of the question 
must also be considered, and that is the financial side. The 
average weekly cost per pupil for maintaining our school 
system is about sixty-three cents, while in schools of the 
Curtisville type the corresponding cost is nearly twice as 
great. It can readily be seen that these conflicting inter- 
ests make the problem an extremely difficult one to solve. 

Parents’ Day has been observed again in all our schools 
the past year. Our schools are open at all times to pa- 
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rents and friends, but this one day has been set apart each 
year when a special effort is made to interest the parents 
in school work. The regular classes are in progress on 
this day, and the written work of the pupils is displayed. 
On the last Parents’ Day the number of visitors in the 
various schools exceeded two hundred. This display of 
interest was very gratifying. 

The subject of reading is receiving special attention at 
present, especially in the primary and intermediate grades. 
In my report of two years ago reference was made to the 
use of nursery rhymes in teaching first grade reading. 
Since that time there has been published and introduced 
into a large number of schools a system of reading based 
on the use of rhymes and jingles. The system has been 
introduced into the other two towns of my district and has 
been given a trial in one of the schools inthis town. The 
results thus far achieved seem to justify the use of this 
system, and I therefore recommend its introduction. 

Several teachers’ meetings have been held during the 
year at which matters of general interest have been dis- 
cussed: e. g. Care of School Buildings and Premises; Econ- 
omy in Education; Reading for Expression. It is believed 
that these meetings have proved profitable and helpful, 
and they would be held more frequently if time and 
strength permitted. It is planned, however, to supple- 
ment such meetings as can be held the coming year by a 
series of bulletins issued at somewhat frequent intervals 
and distributed among the teachers. These will contain 
suggestions on the course of study and methods of present- 
ing certain phases of the work. 


A gratifying incident in connection with the last annual 
town meeting was the unsolicited vote increasing the ap- 
propriation for teachers’ salaries by the sum of three hun- 
dred dollars. This amount has made it possible to increase 
the salaries of several of our teachers and also to attract 
to the vacancies, as they have occurred, a class of trained 
and experienced teachers. 
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The old idea that any one with a good education is com. 
petent to teach school is giving way to the more modern 
one, that to natural ability must be added special training 
by way of preparation. Furthermore, the growing teach- 
er will feel the need of good books and educational maga- 
zines and also of the inspiration to be gained by attendance 
upon the session of some good summer school. There is 
awakening in the minds of the public a feeling that the 
teacher of today is underpaid and that the margin be- 
tween income and cost of living is altogether too small to 
justify any considerable expenditure for books and study. 
Teachers’ salaries have not kept pace with the increased 
cost of living nor with the increase that has come to the 
wage earner in other walks of life. Itis my recommen- 
dation, therefore, that steps be taken to remedy this con- 
dition either directly by an actual increase in weekly 
wages, or indirectly by lengthening the school year as 
suggested in another part of this report. 

I desire at this time to endorse the report of Principal 
Ward, and especially that portion relating to increased 
laboratory facilities. It is earnestly hoped that an appro- 
priation for this purpose will be made at the next town 
meeting. 

His recommendation relative to geometry, elementary 
physics, and commercial subjects should receive prompt 
consideration. 


RECENT LEGISLATION. 


Attention is hereby called to recent changes in the 
school laws. The act relating to the branches which shall 
be taught in the public schools has been amended so as to 
read in part as follows, the portion in italics being new. 
‘*__Such schools shall be taught by teachers of competent 
ability and good morals, and shall give instruction in orth- 
ography, reading, writing, the English language and 
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grammar, geography, arithmetic, drawing, the history of 
the United States, physiology and hygiene, and good be- 
havior. In each of the subjects of physiology and hygiene 
special instruction as to the effects of alcoholic drinks and 


of stimulants and narcotics on the human system, and as to 
tuberculosis and its prevention, shall be taught as a regular 


branch of study to all pupils in all schools which are sup- 
ported wholly or partly by public money, except schools 
which are maintained solely for instruction in particular 
branches. ’’ 

This modification of the law whereby instruction as to 
tuberculosis and its prevention shall be given in the public 
schools, is in harmony with the effort being made to check 
the ravages of this dread disease. A pamphlet issued by 
the Massachusetts Board of Education has already been 
placed in the hands of the teachers, and another recently 
prepared by the State Board of Health on the Prevention 
of the Spread of Tuberculosis, will soon be provided for 
them. Itis important that the schools should share in 
this campaign of enlightenment, for through the pupils 
the homes can be reached as in no other way. In our ef- 
forts to show that by hygienic living and proper care tu- 
berculosis can be prevented and, at least in its earlier 
stages, checked or cured, we shall raise the general health 
of our pupils and so make possible a better grade of work. 
The doctrine of pure food and plenty of fresh air must be 
taught as carefully as the rules of arithmetic or the les- 
sons from history. 

An important measure was passed by the last Legisla- 
ture repealing the section limiting expenditures for medi- 
cal inspection in the public schools. As the law now 
stands the committee are obliged not only to appoint a 
school physician but to provide him ‘‘with all proper facili- 
ties for the performance of his duties.’’ 

In compliance with this law, therefore, the school board 
appointed a school physician who has visited all of the 
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schools and examined all of the pupils. Attention is in- 
vited to his report which should be given careful consid- 
eration. 


LENGTH OF THE SCHOOL YEAR. 


The length of our school year is nominally thirty-six 
weeks, or one hundred eighty days. After deducting the 
holidays occurring in term time and other days when school 
is closed for special reasons there are left, on an average, » 
about one hundred seventy days of actual schooling for 
our pupils each year. This means that less than one-half 
the days each year are given up to school purposes. Com- 
paring our own system with the systems in other towns 
and cities, we find that in Plymouth County more than half 
the places have a longer school year than ours, the differ- 
ence varying from two to four weeks. 

This comparison is in no way a criticism upon the qual- 
ity of the work done in our schools, for I am convinced 
that in this respect we compare favorably with other 
places of the same size. The point I do wish to emphasize 
is, that our pupils are handicapped by the relatively short 
school year when brought into competition with the boys 
and girls of a thirty-eight or forty week system. My rec- 
ommendation is, therefore, that our school year be 
lengthened from thirty-six to thirty-eight or even forty 
weeks. 

Let us consider briefly what this change would mean. 
For the pupil graduating from the grammar school it 
would mean a gain of from one-half to one year of school- 
ing. It would place him more nearly on an equality with 
a majority of the pupilsin the county. From an economic 
point of view it means for the teacher a longer period of 
employment each year, a consideration of no small mo- 
ment when we are hiring new teachers or endeavoring to 
retain those already in service. The probable cost per year 
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for carrying out the above suggestion would not exceed 
$575 for an additional two weeks, or $1,150 for four 
weeks. This estimate includes teachers’ salaries, jan- 
itors’ service, fuel and conveyance. 

Such a plan would make possible, perhaps necessitate, 
a rearrangement of the school year into shorter terms and 
more frequent vacations. This distribution of time is in 
keeping with the plan already adopted in several cities and 
towns and, I believe, would be conducive to more inten- 
sive and hence better work on the part of teachers and 
pupils thus freed from the strain incident to a long term of 
study. 


DRAWING AND INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


In her report to me the supervisor of drawing recommends 
that this subject be offered as an elective study inthe High 
school for pupils preparing to enter normal and technical 
schools; she also recommends that some form of manual 
training, e. g. wood working for the boys and sewing for 
the girls, be introduced into the grammar grades. These 
suggestions could be carried out with but little expense for 
material and equipment. 

It is possible, I believe, to correlate this work in manual 
training with the regular school work to such an extent as 
to make the one supplement the other. The criticism has 
been made, and with justice, I believe, that the school of 
today is too bookish and fails to give the pupils right con- 
ceptions of life. We make him intelligent, but intelligent 
is no particular direction. As Hon. George H. Martin has 
well said: ““‘The new work set for the public schools is not 
merely to make mechanics; it is to promote industria] 
efficiency in the community, for the sake of the individual 
worker and for the sake of the community as well.’’ 
Among the elements which go to make up _ industrial

efficiency Mr. Martin names in addition to technical skill, 
a command of English, a command of numbers and a com- 
mand of drawing. To these he adds “‘a general knowledge 
of those industrial processes which form the largest part 
of the world’s work, ideas of organization, knowledge of 
the materials used in the industries, and the notion of cost.’’ 

These elements can be, and I believe should be, made to 
form an essential part of the equipment of each boy and 
girl before leaving school. When we shall have reached 
this ideal there will be less ground for the complaint that 
the school does not prepare the pupil for the duties of life. 
In this connection a futher quotation from Mr. Martin may 
not be out of place: 

“What has been said of the elementary schools 
is even more true of the high schools. With their 
palatial buildings, their finely equipped laboratories, 
their accomplished instructors, they are too costly to serve 
only the purpose of a more extended and refined scholar- 
ship, and a more absorbing cultivation of sports. Least 
of all should they create or minister to a select social class. 

“The most striking feature of modern productive indus- 
try is the extent to which it has turned to practical use 
the advancing knowledge of the sciences and mathemat- 
ics. Agriculture has been revolutionized just so far as it 
has made use of chemistry and biology and botany. In 
the manufacture of leather and paper and textiles 
and food products, and in the refining of metals, chemis- 
try has wrought changes as great. In the manufacture 
and use of steam and electric power, physics has done a 
similar work. In the enormous development of engin- 
eering, science and the time honored algebra and geome- 
try have come to their fullest fruition. 

‘Is it not possible, is it not necessary, that the windows 
of the high school should be thrown wide open to the light 
and air of this new industrial life? By turning their study 
of science and mathematics and some of their history into 
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these new channels, the high schools would lose nothing of 
their dignity while adding immensely to their usefulness. ”’ 

The time has come for us, I believe, to meet this new 
problem of equipping our pupils with a greater industrial 
efficiency. We may be able to do but little in this direc- 
tion at present, but we must set ourselves to the task and 
employ all the means at hand. When we have made a 
beginning the way will open for still greater achieve- 
ments. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


During the past ten or twelve years there has been a gain 
of nearly twenty-five per cent. in our school attendance, 
but the amount appropriated for books and supplies has not 
increased at the same rate. If we hope to maintain the 
efficiency of our teaching force, we must provide modern 
text books and sufficient supplies. 

To do this for the coming year there should be an 
appropriation of at least $750, an amount needed to give us 
the same sum per pupil that we had twelve years ago when 
the appropriation was $600 per year. 

Your attention is respectfully invited to the following 
table of comparison:

Nearly all kinds of supplies have increased in price dur- 
ing the past decade, a fact that is probably indicated in the 
increased expenditure shown by the last column in the 
above table. Our own appropriations have taken no ac- 
count of this increase in cost. We ask simply for enough 
to enable us to meet the demands made by a gradually in- 
creasing school population.

Report of the High School Principal. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Since the last annual report the school committee has 
met our request for more room by granting us the use of 
the entire building formerly jointly occupied by the gram- 
mar and high schools. 

As yet, however, we have not made use of the room for- 
merly used for study. This has been due to lack of equip- 
ment. The main reason for asking last year for larger 
accommodations was for increased laboratory facilities. 
We hope this need may be satisfied. Two tables each for 
chemistry and physics with a hood to carry away the 
poisonous gases generated in our experiments are needed 
at once. Estimates of the cost of apparatus neccessary 
for eight pupils in each of the two science subjects have 
been obtained and are ready for inspection. I should like 
to recommend that the committee ask for an appropriation 
to cover the cost of the apparatus mentioned and that the 
school-house be wired so that electricity may be used in 
the laboratory. Additional apparatus for working the ex- 
periments is needed, but fortunately the Alumni of the 
school have voted to present some of the needed articles 
and if this is done every year the school’s needsin this di- 
rection will be satisfied. 

An attempt is still being made to receive certification by 
the New England colleges. One of our pupils has suc- 
cessfully passed his preliminary examinations for Brown 
and another those for the Bridgewater Normal School. If 
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we can send two more to college in successive years, our 
certificate will be secured. While these facts show that 
we do fit for college, it does not mean that the scholarship. 
of the school is as high as it should be. We, as teachers, 
feel that there is very often a lack of definite aim on the 
part of those entering the school and that there are too 
many withdrawals without apparent cause or explanation 
from parents. 

While some changes have been made in the course of 
study, others might be beneficial. Among such I should 
like to recommend again that geometry be made elective, 
that pupils who so desire should be allowed to take com- 
mercial subjects during the second year, and that elemen- 
tary physics be introduced into the work of the first year. 
An endeavor should be made to arrange an agreement 
with the local industries so that our high school boys may 
become apprentices, if they so desire, even while attend- 
ing school, with the understanding that they are to take 
such courses as will help them in such work. 

Although we have been handicapped by the lack of a 
good hall, athletics in the form of basket ball has been 
encouraged with good results. What we need is a hall large 
enough for dramatic and athletic purposes, to be used un- 
der the control of the school authorities. Such a structure 
could be erected on the property of the town and it would 
certainly be a paying investment in every way. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation of the sup- 
port of the committee and the superintendent in all school 
matters.

Report of the Music Supervisor. 


To the School Committee, Town of East Bridgewater : 


The work done in music this present school year shows 
much improvement over that accomplished last year. Es- 
pecially is this found true in the lower grades where more 
time can be given to the thorough inculeation of the ele- 
ments of music. The children are becoming able to read 
music more fluently, that which is very necessary and 
without which there can be no real progress made in the 
study of music. More work is being done by the individual 
pupil, with the result that each child is becoming better 
able to understand music and to appreciate the value of 
doing his best in order that the chorus singing may be 
successful. In the grammar grades we are studying the 
lives of the masters. Many of the songs and exercises 
which we use are taken from the works of the makers of 
musical history and the pupils take much pleasure in find- 
ing all they can, from various sources, about the lives and 
works of their respective composers. 

My work this year, as well as last, has been greatly 
aided by the regular teachers, who deserve much credit 
for their interest and painstaking efforts to make the 
music in our schools a success.

Report of the Medical Inspector. 


To the School Committee and Superintendent of Schools; 


I herewith submit to you my report as Medical Inspec- 
tor: 

At this time I have examined as thoroughly as possible 
every child attending the schools in town. In this exam- 
ination, I have given each case its due consideration, 
having the present as well as the future welfare of the 
child in mind. 

From my work thus far, Iam forcibly impressed with 
the importance of a periodical routine medical inspection 
of all school children. This applies to children in well-to- 
do, intelligent families as well as to those in poor, less in- 
telligent families. The child in order to do its best work 
must be in the best physical trim, and medical inspection is 
a valuable aid in obtaining this end. 

The following is a schedule of diseased conditions found, 
their number and the number recommended for treat- 
ment.

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An inspection of the above schedule shows the number 
having enlarged tonsils predominate. This is the condi- 
tion in most towns. 

I have recommended operation only in those cases where 
I feel confident the child would be benefited, and quite a 
few have already followed my advice. 

I have paid particular attention to inspection of the 
teeth. Early attention to care of the teeth invariably 
means sound teeth and sound teeth removes one of the 
chief sources of infection. 

I would call your attention to the number of cases of 
pediculosis, lousiness. I foundsymptoms of lice in not a 
few who were unaware of their presence, undoubtedly 
having caught them from others in school. We have 
made a vigorous effort to rid the schools of this filthy con- 
dition and have been quite successful. 

I intend to keep those pupils wherein I found diseased 
conditions, under observation by occasional visits to the 
schools, and just before the close of the schoo] year I in- 
tend to inspect the schools again, advising what treament 
is needed, that it may be taken advantage of during the 
summer vacation. 

I wish to thank teachers, pupils and parents for their co- 
operation and their willingness to do what has been rec- 
ommended; also the members of the school committee and 
superintendent, for their valuable support.
